At length he arriucd,& had preſent notice giuea him 
from his Maieſtic, that before he came to the Court he 
should giue vp hisaccount to this aſſembly.Which com- 
mand he gladly recciucd, as an carnefſt of his acceptable 
ſeruice, and gaue thankes, that for his honour he mighe

He came firſt, vpon the day appointed, to the Councell

Theſe two ſtaicd till all the reſt were weary of waiting, 
but at length, the Nautio (ſuppoſing all the Councell ſet) 
launched forth, & came to roade in the Councell Cham- 
ber ; where ( after mutuall diſcharge of dutie from the 
Companie,and bleſſing vpon it from him}he fare downe 
in ſolemne ſilence : grieuing at his ouerſight, when he 
ſaw the Duke of Lermaabſcnt, with whom he ſtroue as 
a Competitor for Pompe and Glorie, 

The Dake had ſent before, & vaderſtood of the Nun= 
tios being there, and ſtayed ſo much the longer, that his 
boldneſſe 
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boldneſſe might be obſcrued,” wherein he had hisdelire, 
for the Nuntio having a while paticatly driucn away the 
time with ſcucrall complements to ſeuerall perſons, had 
. nowalmoſt run his courtship out of breath, bur that the 
Duke of Ylla Hermoſa ( Preſident of the Councell of 
Arragon ) ted his humonr by the diſcharge of his owne 
diſcontentment, vpon occalion of the Duke of Zerms 
his abſence, & beckned Sezgnenr Gondomor to him,viing 
this ſpeech in the hearing of the Nuatioafter a ſporting 
manner. 
. How vnhappie are the people where you haue beene : 
Firſt, for their Soules, being Heretikes ; Then for their 
Eſtates, where the name of a Faw8w777e is fo familiar ? 
How happic is our State, where the Keyes of. Life and 
Death are ſo caſily-come by ( pointing at the Nuntio } 
hanging at cueric Religious girdle, and where the Dore 
of Initice and Mercie ſtandequally open toall men with 
out reſpe of perſons? The Embaſladour knew this Iro- 
nicall Rroke, to be intended asa by-blow at the Nuntio, 
but fully at the Duke of Lerms ( whole greatneſle began 
now to waxe hcauie, towards declenſion ) and therefore 
he returned thisanſwer : Your Excellencie knoweth the 
State is happie where wiſc Fauourites gouerne Kings, if 
the Kings themſelues be foolish,or where wiſe Kingsare, 
who hauing Fauourites, whether foolish or of the wiſer 
ſort, will not yet be gouerned by them, The State of Zng- 
land{howſocuer you heare of it in Spaine or Rowe )is too 
happic in the laſt kind : They necd not much care what- 
the Fauourite be ( though for the moſt part he be ſuchas 
prevents all ſuſpicion in that kind, being rather choſen as 
a Schollar to be taughtand trayned vp, then as a Tutor to

With that the noyſe without gaue notice of the Duke 
of Lerma's entrance, at whoſe firit approch,. the whole 
Houſcarofe, though ſome later then other, as Ennic had 
hung Plummets on them to keepe them downe. The 
Nuntio onely fate vnmoued. The Duke cherished the 
obſcruance of the reſt, with a familiar kind of carriage, too 
| high for courteſic,as one not negleGing their demeanors, 
but expeCtirgit, And,aftera filiall obeylance to the Popes 
Nuntio, fate down as Preſident vndet the Cloath of State, 
but ſomewhat lower; then after a {pace giuen for admi- 
ration, preparation, andattention, he began to ſpeake in 
this manner : 

The King my Maſter ( holding it more honourable to 
doe then to diſcourſe, to take from you the expectation of 
Oratorie vicd rather in Scholes & Pulpits,then in Coun= 
cels) hath appointed me Preſident in this holy, wiſe, lear= 
ncd, and noble Aſſembly : A man naturally of a ſlow 
fpecch,and not deſirous tro quicken. it by Art or Induſtry, 
as holding Aiez oncly propertoa Spaniard as I am by 
birth,to a Seu/dier as I am by profeſlion,toa King as Iam 
by repreſentation. Take this therefore briefly for declara- 
tion borh of the cauſe of this meeting,and my Maſter his | 
further pleaſure : 7 

There hath beene in all times from the Worlds foun- 
dation, one chiefe Commander or Monarch vpon the 
- Earth. This necdsno further proofe thena backe looking 
into cur owne memories and Hiſtories of the World : 
Neither now 15 there any queſtion (except with Infidels 
and Heretikes ) of that one chiefe Commandet in Spiri» 

tuals, 
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tuals, in the vnitic of whole perſon, the Members of the 
viſible Church are included; but there is fore doubt of 
the chicfe Commander in temporals, who(as the Moone 
to the Sun ) might gouerne by;aight as this by day,and by 
the Sword of Iaftice compel to come in,0r cut off ſuch as 
infringe the authoritie of the Keyes. This hath bcene fo 
.well vndciſtood long lince, by the infallible Chayre, as 
that thereby, vpon declenſion of the Romane Emperors, 
and the encreaſe of Romes Spirituall ſplendor ( who 
thought it vanaturall that their Sun shouid be ſublunaty) 
our Nation was by the Bishop of Keme, (elected before 
o: her Pcople,to conquer and rule the Nations with a Rod 
of 1r03, and our Kings to that end adorned with the title 
of mot Catholike, as a name aboue all names vnder the 
Sun (which is) vader Gods Vicar generall himſclfe the 
Catholike Bishop of Soules. To inſtance this point by 
compariſon, looke firſt vpon the grand Seigneur the great 
Tuik, who hath alarge title, but not vniuctfall, For be- 
ſidesthat he is an Infidel], his command is confined with- 
in his owne territories,and he ſtiled not Emperour of the 
World, butof the Turks and their Vaſlals only. 

Among Chriſtians, the Defender of the Faith was 4 
glorious ſtile, whilſt the King to whom it was giuen by 
his Holinefſe, continued worthy of it. But he food not z# 
theTrath, ncither yet thoſe that ſucceed him. And be= 
ſides,it was no great thing to be called what euerie Chri= 
ſtian ought to be, Defender of the Faith,no more then to 
be ſtiled with France, The moſt Chriſtian King,whercin 
he hath the greatelt pait of his title common with moſt 
Chriſtians. The Emperours of Ruſ{#a, Rome, Germanze, 
extend not their liguts further then their ſtiles, which are 
Jocall; only my Maſter, The moſt Carholike King, is tor 
Sy domi- 
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dominion of Bodyes, as The vuinerſall Bishop for domi- 


nion of Seu/es, ouer all that part of the World which we 


call America ( except where the English intruders vſurp) 


_ and thegreateſt part of Ewrope,with ſome patt of Aſiaand 


Africa by aQuall poſſeſſion, and ouer all the reſt by real 
and indubitable right; yet acknowledgeth this right to be 
deriued from the free and fatherly donation of his Holy- 
nefle, who as the Sun to this Moore, lends luſter by refle= 
ion tothis Kingdome;to ths King of Kings,my Maſter, 


What therefore he hath, howſocuer gotten, he may keepe 


and hold;What hecan get from any other King or Com- 
mander, by any ſtratageme of warre,or pretence of peace, 
he may take; for it is theirs only by vſurpation,cxcept they 
hold of him from whom all Ci#i// power is deriued, as 
Eccleſuaiticall from his Holyneſſe, What the ignorant call 


/Treaſon,if it be on his behalfe,is T7#th, & what they call 


Trath, if it be againſt him, is Treaſoy : And thus all our 
peace,our warre,our treatics,our mariages,and whatſoc= 
uer entendment elſe of ours, aimes at this principall end, 
toget the whole poſlcſſion of the World, and to reduce 
all ro vnitie,vnder one 2emporall head, that our King may 
truly be what be is ſtyled, The Carholike end wniverſall 
King. As Faith is therefore vniucrſall, & the Church vni- 
uerfall, yet ſoas it is vnder one head the Pope, whoſe Seat 
isand muſt neceſſarily be at Rome where S. Peter fate: fo 
muſtalt men be ſubieQ to ourand their Catholike King, 
whole particular Seat is here in Spaize, his vniuerſall cuc- 
rie where, This point of Sr4re,or rather of Fairh,we ſee 
the Romane Catholike Religion haih' taught euetie 
where,and almoſt made natural}; ſo that by a Key of gold, 
by intelligence,or by way of confeſſion, my Maſter is able 
to valocke the ſecrets of cucric Prince, and to withdraw 

; EC their 
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their SubieQs allegiance ; as if they knew themſeclues ra- 
ther my Maſters SubieQts in truth, then theirs whom their 
birthes haue taught to miſcall Soucraignes, We ee thisin 
France, and in England eſpecially, where at once they 
learne to obey the Church of Romze as their Morher,to ac- 
knowledge the Catholike King as their Farher, and to 
hate their owne Kingasan Hererike and an wſwrper. So 
we ſee Religioh and the State are coupled togither, laugh 
and weepe, flourish and fade, and participate of cithersfor- 
tunc,as growing vpon one ſtocke of policie, I ſpeake this 
the more boldly in this preſence, becauſe 1 ſpeake here be. 
fore none but Narzues,perſons, who are partakers both in 
themſclues and iflues of theſe Triumphs aboue all thoſe 
of ancient Rome, & therefore ſuch ( as beſides their oaths) 
it concernes to be ſecret. Neither need we reſtraine this 
freedome of ſpecch for the Nuntio his preſence, becauſe 
that beſides that he is a Spaniard by birth, he isalſoa Te- 
ſaite by profeſſion; an order raiſed by the prouidence of 
Gods Vicar, to accomplish this Monarchy the better, all 
of them being appropriate thereunto,& as publike agents 
and priuie Councecllers to this end, Wherein the wiſe= 
dome ofthis State is to be beheld with admiration, that as 
in Temporall warre it imployes or at leaſt truſts none but 
Natiues,in Caſtile, Portuzall.or Arragon; lo in Spirituals 
it imployes none but the /eſuires,and lo imployes them, 
that they are generally reputed, how remote ſocuer they 
be from vs, how much focuer obliged to others, ſtil} to be 
ours,and ſtill ro be of the Spanish fation,though they be 
Polonians, Engelish, French, and reſiding in thoſe Coune- 
rreysand Counts, T he Penitents therefore, and all with 
whom they dealc and convet(c in their Spiritual rraffike, 


mult needs be ſo too, and ſo our Catholike King __ 
_ nceds 
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necds have an inuiſible Kingdome, and an vnknowne 
number of Subicas in all Dominions, who will shew 
themſclues and their Fairh, by their workes of diſobedi- 
ence,whenſocuer we hall haue occaſion to vic that Zeſs- 
tical vertue of theirs, This therefore being the principal! 
end of all our Councels (according to thote holy direQi- 
ons of our late pious King, Phz/ip the ſecond,to his fonne 
now raigning)ts aduance the Romane Catholike Religion, 
and the Catholike Spanish Dominion rogither, We are 
now met by his Maiefties command, to take account of 
you ( Seigneur Gondomar) who haue beene Embaſladot 
tor England, tofce what good you bauec effected there 
towards the aduancement of this worke, & what further 
proiect shall be thought fit to be ſet on foot to this end. 
And this is briefly the occaſion of our meeting, 

Then the Embaſſadour (whoattended bare headed all 
the time) with a low obeyſance began thus : This moſt 
laadable cuſtome of our Kings in bringing all Officers to 
ſuch an account, where a reuiew and notice is taken of 
good or bad fernices vpon the determination of theirim- 
ployments, reſembles thoſe. Romane Triumphs appoin- 
ied for the Souldicrs; and as in them it prouoked to cou- 
rage,fo in vsit ſtirres vp to di/igence, Our Maſter conuer- 
ſeth by his Agents with allrhe World, yet with none of 
more regard then the Ezelish, where matter of ſuch di- 
ucrlitic is often preſented (through the ſcucrall humours 
of the State, and thoſe of our Religionand Faction ) that 
no inſtructions can be ſufficient for ſuch negotiations, but 
much muſt be left in truſt, to the diſcretion, iudgement, 
 anddiligence of the Incumbent, I ſpeake not this for my 
owne glorie {1 hauing beene reſtrayned, and therefore de- 
ſerued meane]y)but to forwarnc on the behalfe of others, 
' that 
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that there may be more ſcope allowed them) to deale in as 
occaſion hall require, Bricfly, this rule delarered by his 
Excellencie wasthe Card & Compaſlc by which I fayled, 
To make profit of all humors,and by all meanes to aduance 
the ſtate of the Romnich Faith, and the Spanish Faition 
rogither upon all aduantage either of oaths,or the breach 
of them; for this is an old obſeruation, but a true, that for 
our pierre t0 Rome, his Holinelfe did nor onely give, b.t 
be vs in the conqueſt of the New Wor{d, and thus in 
our pious perſeuerance,we hope ſtill to be Conqueroiers of 
theOld. And to this end whereas his Excellencie in his 
excellent diſcourſe, ſeemes to extend our outward forces 
and priuate aimes onely againſt Heretickes, and reſtraine 
them in true amitie with thoſe of the Romish Religion : 
This I affirme, that ſince there can be no (Ecuritie, but 
. ſuch Priaces though now Romish Catholikeszmay turn 
Heretickes heicafter ; my aimes haue cuer beene to make 
profit of all and to make my Maſter, Maſter of all, who is 
a faithfull and conſtant Son of his Mother Rome. And to 
this end | beheld the endeauours of our Kiogs of happie 
memorie,how they haue achicued Kingdomes and con- 
queſts by this policie, rather then by open hollilitie, and 
that without difference, as well from their allies & kinſ- 
folkes, men of the ſame Religion and profeſſton, ſuch as 
vere thole of Naples, France, and Nauar, though 1 doe 
not mention Por/zygall now vnited to vs,nor Saxoy ( that 
hardly flipt from vs) as of an aduerſe and hereticall Faith, 
Neither is this rule Jeft off, as the preſent Kingdome of 
France,the State of Yenice,the Low-Conntreys, Bohemia - 
(now all labouring for life vnder our plois) apparanily 
maniteſt, This way therefore 1 bent my Engines in Fyg- 

iand, as your honours $hall particularly heare, _ 
$ | «hall 
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shall I nced to repeat a Catalogue of all the ſervices I hane 
there done, becauſe this State hath been acquainted with 
many of them heretofore, by the intercourſe of Letters 
and meſſengers. Thoſe only I will ſpeake of that are of la. 
ter edition,done ſince the returne of the Lord Rofſe from 
hence,and may ſeeme moſt direRly to tend to thoſe ends 
formerly propounded by his Excellencie ; that is, the 4d- 
uancement of the Spanish State, and Romish Religion t6- 
ither, 

: Firſt, It is well obſerued by the wiſedome of our State, 
that the King of Eng/and, who otherwiſe is one of the 
moſt accomplisht Princes that euer raigned, extreamely 
hunts after Peace,and ſoaffcas the true name of a Peace: 
maker, as that for it he will doc or ſufferany thing. And 
withall they haue beheld the generall bountic and muni- 
ficence of his mind, and the neceſſitie of the State ſo cx. 
hauſted,as it is vnable to ſupply his deſires, who 0n/y ſeekes 
to haue that he might gine to others, Vpon theſe aduanta- 
ges they hauc giuen out their directions and inſtructions: 
both to me and others,and I haue obſcrucd them fo farre 
as I was able. 

And for this purpoſe, whereas there was a 914r7age 
propounded betwixtihem and vs ( howſocuer I ſuppoſe 
our State too denout todeale with Heretikes,in this kind, 
in good carneſt, yet) I made that a couer for ſuch intelli- 
gence, and a mcanes to obtaine whatſocuer 1 dcſired,. 
whilſt the State of Fnz/and longed after that mariage, 
tzoping thereby (though vainly) to ſettle peace, and fill the 
Exchequer, 

Here the Archbishop of To/eas, Inquiſitor generall 
ſept ip and interrupted Gondomar, ſiying, that matiage 
\4as-nOt to bethovght ypon ; Firſt, for Religions ſake, leſt 

they 
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they should indanger the Soule of the young Lady and 
the reſt of her companic, who might become Heretikes : 
Secondly ,for the State,leſt by giuing fo large a portion to 
Heretikes,they should intich and inable them for warres, 
and impoucrish and weaken the Catholikes. 

To the firſt obietion the Popes Nuntio anſwered, that 
his Holyneffe for the Cazholike cauſe , would diſpenic 
with the matiage,though it were with a T#rk or Infidel. 
For firſt, there was no valuable danger in hazarding one 
for the gayning of many,perhaps of all, Secondly, T hat 
it was no hazard, ſince women {eſpecially young ones)are 
too obſtinate to be remoued from their opinions, & abler 
to worke S4/om0z to their opinions, then. Salomon to 
wortke them to his Faith, Thirdly, That it was a great ad- 
uantage to match with ſuch from whom they might 
breake at pleaſure, hauing the Catholike cauſe for a color : 
and beſides, if need were, to bc atlibertic in all reſpeds, 
ſincethere was 28 Faith ro be kept with Heretihkes, And 
it his Holyneſſe may diſpence with the murther- of ſuch, 
and diſpoſe of their Crownes (as what good Catholike 
| doubts but he may? ) much more may he, and will he in 
their mariages to preucut the leprous Seed of Hetelie,and 
to ſettle Catholike blood in the Chaire of State. 

To the ſccond obieftion the Embaſſador himlſclfe an- 
{wered,faying, That though the English generally loathed 
the match, and would as he thought buy it off with halfe 
of their Eſtates ( hating the Nation of Spazne, and their 
Religion, as appearcd by an vproare and aſlault a day or 
two before his departure from Londen by the Apprentis 
ces, who ſeemed grecedie of ſuch an occaſion tovent their 
, ewne (pleenes, in doing him or any of his a miſchiete)yct 
two ſorts of people vameaſurably deſired the match 
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might proceed, Firſt, The begging and beggerly Conrty. 
ers.that they might haue to furnish their wants, Secondly 
The Romish Catholikes, who hoped hereby at leſt for a 
moderation of Fines, & Lawes, perhaps a zolleration,nnd 
perhaps a totall reſtauration of their Religion in Eng- 
land. In which regard ( quoth he ) 1 have knowne ſome 
zealous perſons proteſt,that if all their Friends, and halfe 
their Eſtates could procure them the ſcruice of our Lady 
(if she came to be maried to their Prince) they would 
frecly vſe the meanes faithfully to fight vader her Colors, 
when they might doe it ſafcly. And if it came 70 porrios, 
they would, vaderhand,contiibute largely of their Eſtates 
to the Spanish ColleQor, and make vp halfe the Paxtion 
out of thcm(ſci|ues,perhaps more. So that by this mariage 
it might be ſo wrought, that the State +hould rather be 
rob'd and weakencd ( which is our ayme ) then ſtrength- 
ned,as the English vainly hope. Belides, ina ſmall time 
they should worke ſo farre into the Body of the Srate, by 
buying Offices and the like, whether by Sea or Land, of 
Inſtice Ciuill or Ercleſiafticall,in Church or State (all be= 
ing for Money expoled tofale) that with the helpe of the - 
Jeſuites, they would vndermine them with mcere wit 
( without Gunpowder) & Jeaue the King but a few Sub- 
cas whole faithes he might rely vpon, whilſt they were 
of a Faith aduerſe to his, For what Catholike body that i 


ſound at the heart can abide a corrupt & hereticall head: 


With that the Duke Medina Sidonia, Preſident of the 
Councci! of Warre,and one of the Counccll of State roſe 
Vp, and faid, his Predecefſors had feltthe force and wit of 
the English in Eightie eight, and he had cauſe to doubt 
the Catholikes themſclues that were English,and no? ful- 
dy Jefuired, vpon any Foraine inuaſion would rather take 

part 
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art with their owne King (though a Heretike)then with 
his Catholike Maicſtic a ſtranger, 

The Embaſſadour deſited him to be of another mind, 
ſince firſt for the perſons generally their bodyes by long 
diſuſe of Armes,wete diſabled,and their minds effemina- 
tcd by peacc and luxuric, farre from that they were in 
Eightie cight, when thcy were daily flesht in our blood, 
and made heatrtie by cuſtomarie conquelits. And for the 
affeftion of thoſe whom they call Recuſants (quoth he ) I 
know the bitterneſle of their inueterate malice, and haue 
ſeen ſofar into their natures,as I dare ſay,they will be for 
Sparne againſt all the World, Yea(quoth he)l aſſure your 
honours, I could not imagine ſo baſely of their King and 
State,as I haue heard them ſpeake, Nay their rage hath ſo 
peruerted their judgements, that what I my 1clfe haue 
ſcene and heard procced from their King beyond admira- 
tion,cuen teaftonisghmenr, they hauec flighted, miſrepor= 
ted, ſcorned,and peruerted to hisdiſgrace & my reioycng, 
magnifying in the meane time our defeRs, for graces, 

Here the Duke Paſtraxa, Preſident of the Councell for 
1taly, ſteps vp and ſaid, he hadlately read a Booke of one 
Camdens,called his Annatles,where writing of a treatic of 
mariage [oog lince berwixt the Foglish Elizabeth & the 
French Di ke of Antonu,he there obſcrucs that the mari» 
age was norſcriouſly intended oncither ſide, but politikly 
pretended by both States, counterchangeably, that each 
might effe@ their owne ends, T here (quoth he),the En- 
g'ish had the better,and I haue fome cauſe to doubt, ſince 
they can diſſemble as well as wethat they haue their aymes 
vnderhand, as we haue, and eatend the match as little as 
we doe : And this(quorh hcl belceve the rather, becauſe 
their King, as he is wiſe 70 conſult and' conſider, lo he is 4 
C 3 conſtant 
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conflant Maſter of his word and hath given ſtrongreaſons 
againſt matches made with perſons ws rie Religions; 
which reaſons no ather man can anſwer : And therefore 
doubtleſſe he will not goe from, or counſci] his Sonne to 
forfake, thoſe rules layd downe ſodeliberatly by himſclfe, 
Your Excellencie miſtakes(quoth the Embaſlador)the 
aduantage was then on the ſide ofthe English,becauſe the 
French ſought the match; now it muſt be on ours, becaaſe 
the English ſecke it, who will grantany thing rather thea 
breake off; and beſides, hauc no parrence 70 temporize 
and diſſemble in this or avy other deſigne, asthe French 
haue long ſince well obſerucd : For their neceſlities will 
ginc them neithertime,nor reſt, nor hopeelſe where to be 
ſupplyed. As for their King I cannot ſearch into his heart, 
I muſt belecue others that preſume toknow his Minde, 
heare his Words,and reade his Writings ; and theſe relate 
what I haue deliuercd, But for the reſt of the people, as 
the number of thoſe that are truly religious ate cuer the 
leaf ,and for the moſt part of /eaſt account; ſais it there, 
where if an equall oppolition be made betwixt their truly 
religious and ours,theremainder, which will be the grea= 
tcſt number, will ſtand zndifferenz,and fall to the ſtronger 
{ide where there is moſt hope of gazne and glorie; for 
thoſetwoare the gods of the magnizude & the multitude. 
Now theſe ſee apparantly no certaine ſupplyes for their 
wants but from vs, 
 Yes{quoth the Duke)for euca now you faid the gene- 
rall State, loathing this match, would rcdeeme the feare 
thercof, with halfe of their Eftates, It is therefore but cal-» 
linga Parliament,and the buſincſſe wereToone cfteaed. 
A Parliament? (quoth the Embaſſador)nay therein lies 
one of the ptincipall ſccuices I haue done, in working 
as | {acls 
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ſach a diflike betwixtthe King andthe Lower Houle, by 
the endeavour of that honourable Eatle and admirable 
Engine(a ſure ſeruant to vs and the Catholike cauſe whilſt 
he lined)as the King will neuer endure Parliament again, 
but rather ſuffer abſolute want, then receiae conditionall 
reliefe from his SubieQs, Belides,the matter was ſo cun- 
ningly carried the laſt Parliament, that as in the Powder 
Plot the Fat effeted should hauc beene imputed to the 
Paritans(the greateſt zealots of the Cal/#inian Set)ſo the 
propoſitions which damde vp the proceedings of this 
Parliament, howſocuer they were enucnted by Romane 
Catholikes,and by them intended to diſturbe the Seſſion, 
yet were propounded in fauour of the Parizays,as if they: 
had beene hammered in their Forge, Which veric name 
and shadow the King hates, it being a ſufficient aſpertion 
todiſgrace aty perſon, to ſay, he is ſuch, &a lufficient barre 
to ſtop any ſuit,and vtterly to croſle it,to ſay,zz ſmels of,or 
enclines tothat party. Morconer,there are ſo manyabout. 
him who blow this Cole, fearing their owne ſtakes if a 
Parliament should inquire into their ations, that they vie 
all their art and induſtty to withſtand ſuch a Councell ; 
perſwading the King, he may rule by his abſo/are prero- 
garize,withouta Parliament, & thus furnish himiclfe by 
marying with vs,and by other domeſticke proicts, with» 
out Subſidies ; wheo,leuying of Subfidies & taskes, haue 
beene the only vie Princes haue made of ſuch aſſemblies. 
And whereas ſome free mindsamong(t them,reſembling” 
our Nobilitie who preſerue the priuiledze of Subietts 
againit Soneraiene inudſion, call for the courſe of the 
Common Law (a Law proper to their Nation) theſe other 
time-ſeruers, cry the Lawes down and cry vp the prerogas 
tine, whereby they prey. vpon the Subictts, ty luits and 
exactions;, 
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exactions, milke the Eſtate, and keepe it poore, procure 
themſelues much ſufpition amongſt the better and more 
judicious ſort, & hate amongſt the opprefied Commons, 
And yer if there shou]d be a Parliament, ſuch a courſe is 
taken as they shall never chooſe their Shiere Knights and 
Burgeſſes fee: who make the greater halfe of the Body 
thereof; for theſe being to be cleed by moſt voyces of 
Freeholders in the Countrey where ſuch elefions are to 
be made, are carried which way the great perſons who 
haue Lands in thoſe Countreys pleaſe,who by their Ler- 
ters command their Tenants, Followers, and Fricnds to 
nominate ſuch as adhere to them, and for the moſt part 
arc of our Fattion,and reſpett their own benefit orgrace, 
rathcr then thcir Countries good ; yea the Countrey peo- 
ple themiſclues will eueric one ſtand for the great may 
their Lord, or Neighbour, or Maſter, without regard of 
his honeftie,wiſedome,or Religion. That which they aime 
at (asI am afſurcdof by faithfull intelligence) is to pleaſc 
their Landlords,and (fo to renue their Leaſe,in which re- 
ard they will betray their Countrey & Religion too,and ' 
clet any-man that may moſt profit their particulars, 
T herfore jt is valikely there should ever be a Parliament, 
and impoſſible the Kings debts should be payd, his wants 
ſufficiently repayred,and himſelfe lefi full handed by ſuch. 
a courſe, & indeed (as it is generally thought) by any other, 
courſe but by a mariage with vs, For which cauſe, what-! 
ſocuer proie weliſt to attempt, enters fafelyat thatdore;. 
whilſt their policic lyes aſicepe aud will not ſee the dan- 
ger.l haue made tryall of theſe particulars,and found few 
exceptions in this genenll rule, 


Thereby 1, and their owne wants togither, hane kept 
them from furniching their Nauie,which being the wall 
. OO TEINY of 
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of their land, & once the ſtrongeſt in-Chriſtendome, lies 
now at roade vnarmed and fit for ruine. If cuer we doub- 
ted their ſtrength by Sea, now we necd nor, there are but 
few Ships or men able to locke abroad or toline ina 
. forme, much lefſe ina Sea fight. T his 1 cffeQed by bea= 
ringthem in hand the furnishing of a Nauic bicd ſuſpiti= 
on in my Maſter, and ſo would auert his mind from this 
match; the hope of which rather then they would looſe, 
they would looſe almoſt their hope of Heauen. 
Secondly, All their voyages to the Eaſt-Indies I permit, 
rather witha colourable reliſtance thena fcrions,becaute 
I ſee them not helpefull bat hurtfull to the State in gene- 
rall, canying out Gold and Siluer, bringing home Spice, 
Silkes, Feathers, and the like toyes,and inſenlibly waſting 
the common ſtocke of Coyne and Bullion, whilit it tilles 
the Cuſtomehoule & ſome priuate Purſes ; who thereby 
are inabled co keep this diſcommoaizie on foot by bribes; 
clpecially ſo many great perſons ( cucn Statel-men) being 
Venturers and Sharers in the gaine, Belides,this waeth 
their Mariners, -not one of ten returning, which I am 
glad ro heare,forthey are the men we ſtand in feare of. 
Thirdly,As for thcir Weſt Indian voyages, I withſland 
them in earneſt,becauſe they begin to inhabite there & to 
tortifie themfelues zand mayin time there perhaps raiſe 
another Exgland:to withliand our New Spaintin Ame- 
r1ca,asthisold Exgland oppoſcth our pretcnt State, and 
cloudes the gtorious extent thercof in'E970pe. ' Belides, 
there they trade for:commoditics without waſt of their 
Treaſure, andoftcn returne Gold for Kniues, Glaſſes, or 
thelike trifles; and that without ſuch lofſe of their Mati- 
ners as in other places, Therefore 1 croſt whatſocuer en- 
tcadments were proiefted for Firgines or the Bermudas, 
ES it ; D becauic. 
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becauſe | ſee they may be hereafter really belpefull vnto 
them, asnow they ſerue fordraines to vnloade their po 
pulous State, which c|ſe would overflow its own bankes 
' by continuance of peace, and turne head vfon it ſelfe,or 
make a body fit for any Rebellion. And ſo much 1 pre- 
uailed herein,as I cauſed moſt of the Recuſants,who were 
Sharers, to withdraw their venters and diſcouraze the 
worke, (o that belides priuate perſons vnable to eftect 
much, nothing was done by the publike parſe, And we 
know by cxpcrience ſuch Voyages & Plantations are not 
effected withoutgreat meanes to ſuſtaine greatdifficulries, 
and wi:h an vawearied reſolution and power, to meet all 
hazards and diſaſters with ſtrong helpes and continuall 
ſupplyes,or clſe the vndertaking proucs idle, 

Four:ihly, By this meanes likewiſe I kept the ve/antarit 
Forces from Yemice, till it was almoſt too late to ler our, 
and had a hope that worke of ſeacrecie should hauc bro- 
ken forth to action, before theſe could haue arriued to 
luccour them, 

Fifthly, 1 pur hard for the CantionarieT ownes ( which 
our late King Philip of happie memorie ſo aimed ar, ac- 
counting them the Keyes of the Low Conntreys)that they 
might be delivered to his Cathohke Maicſtie, as to the 
proper owner, And had perhaps prevailed, but that the 
profeſt Enemie to our Stateand Church,who died shoit!y 

after, gaue counſell to reftore them to the rebellious 
States ; as One that knew Popudar Common-wealthes to be 
better Neighbors, ſurer Friends,and leſſe dangerous Enc- 
mies, then Monarchies; and ſoby his praciiſereſcued them 
from my hands, & farnished the Exchequer from thence 
for that time. Neither was | muchgricucd at this; becauſe 
the dependancie they had before of the English ſeemed 
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now to be cut off, & the entereſt the Enplish had in theny 
and their cauſe to be takea away : which mult be fully 
and finally cffeed, before we can hope either to conquer 
them or England, who holding togither arc too ſtrong 
for the World at Sca,and therefore niuſt be diſ@nired, be- 
fore they can be owercome. This point of State is acknow- 


ledged by our moſt experienced Pentioner & ſure Friend 


Monſieur Barnenelt, whoſe ſucceeding plots to this end, 
Shall bearc witneſle ſor the debth of his ludgement. 
Sixthly, Bur the laſt ſernice I did for the State, was not 
thelcaſt; when I, vnderwrought that admirable Engine 
Raleigh, and ſo was the cauſe his voyage(threatning muclt 
danger and damage to vs)was ouerthrowne,and himfelfe 
returning in diſgrace, I purſucd almoſt to death, neither ({ 
hopc) nced | fay almoſt,ifall things hitright, & all Qrings 
hold. But the determination of my Commiſſon,would 
not permit melonger to ſtay to follow him to execution; 
which I deſired the rather, that by conceſi;on 1 might hauc 
wrung from the inconſiderate English, An acknowledge- 
ment of my Maſters right in thoſe places, punishing him 


for attempting there though they might peo for the 
fir#t foot + Andthis I did to flop therr mouthes hereafter, 


and becauſe I would quench the heate and valonr of their 
Natton,that none should dare hereafter to vndertake the 


. like,or be ſo hardieas to looke out at Sea, or breath vpon 


our Coaſts, Andlaſtly,becauſe I would bring toan igno. 
minousdeath,that old Pyrar,who is one of the laſt now 
living, bred vnder that deceaſed English Yirags,and by her 
flesht in our blood and ruine. Todoe this I had many 
Agents, Firſt, dinerſe Coxrtiers,who were hungry and ga- 
ped wide for Spanish gold ; Secondly, ſome rhat bare him 
a the heart for inneterate quarrels ; Thirdly, fome For- 
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reiners who having in vaine ſought the E/zxer hitherto, 

hope to finde it in his head ; Fourthly, all men of rhe Rs. 

mish Faith, who are of the Spanish Fattion , and would 
haue beene my Blood-hounds, to hunt him or any ſuch 

to death willing!y; as perſons hating the profperitic of 

their Country,and the valour, worth, & wit of their own 
Nation,ip reſpect of vsand our Catholike cauſe ; Laſily,l 

I;fi behind me ſuch an Inſtrument compoſed artificially of 

4 Secular underſtanding and a religious profeſſion as he is 
cueric way adapted to (cruc himſclte into the cloſet of the 

heart, and to worke vpon feminine leuitic, who in that 

Conntrey haue maſculine Spirits to command and purſue 

their plots vnto death, Thus therefore 1 account as done, 

and reioyce in it, knowing it will be veric prefirable to vs, 

eratefull roour Faction there, & for the reſt, what though 

it be croſſeto the people, or the Clergie ? Ve that onecly 

negotiate for Our ewne garne,and treat about this mariage 

for our owneends, can conclude or breake off when we 
ſce our time, without retpect of ſuchas can neither profit 
vs, nor hurt vs; for I hauc certaine knowledge that the 

Commons generally are ſo effeminare and cowardly, as 

that they at their Muſters (which are ſcldome and ſlight, 

ealy for the benefit of their Muſter Maſters )of a thouſand 
ſouldiers, ſcarce one hundied dare diſcharge a Musket,and 
of that hundred, ſcarce one can vie it like a Souldier : and 
fa: their 4rmes they are ſo ill prouided, that one Corſelet 
ferueth many men,when ſuch as shew their Armeg vpon 
one day in one place, lend them to their Friends in other 
places 1o shew when they haue vie. And this if it be ſpied 
1s only punished by «ul in the purſe, which is the Of- 
ficers aime, who for his aduantage winkes at the reſt, & is 

gd to finde and cherish, by conniucnce, profitable faults, - 
which. 
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which increaſe his reuenue. Thus ſtands the ſtate of that 
prore miſerable Countrey, which had ntuer more people 
and fewer men, Sothat if my Matter should refolue vpon 
an inuaſion, the time neuer fits as at this preſent, ſecuririe 
of this mariage,and the diſuſe of Armes having caſt them 
into a dead tleepe, a ſtrong and wakening Fattion being 
cucr among(t them readie to atliſt vs, and they being vn= 
prouided of Ships and Armes,or hearts ro fight,a vniuer= 
falldiſcontentment filling all men. This I have from their 
Muſter Maſters, and Captaines whoare many of them of 
our Religion, or of none, and ſo ours, readic io be bought 
and (019d,and delirous to be my Maſters Seruantsin fee, 
Thus much for the State particularly, wherein I have 
bent my ſelfe to weaken them and ſtrengthen vs,andinall 
theſe haue aduanced the Catholike caute, but eſpecially, 
in procuring fauours for all ſuch as fauonr that ſie, and 
croſiing the other by all meanes, Andthis 1 practile my ſelte 
andgiac out ro be generally practiſed by others, that what- 
ſocucr ſucceſſe I find, 7 ſtill boa#t of the vidtorie; which 1 
doc to d75hearten the Heretikes, 10 make them ſuſÞit10145 * 
one of another, eſpecially of their Prince and their beſt 
Stateſmen,and io keepe our owne 3x courage, who by this 
mcanes increaſe, o:herwiſe would be in danger to decay, 
Now for Religion and for ſuch deſignes as fetch their 
pretence from thence, I beheld the policie of that late Bi- 
Shop of theirs (Bancrof# ) who ſtird vp and maintained a 
dangerous ſchitme,berween our ſecular Priefts & leſuites, 
by which he diſcoucred much weaknefle tothe dishonor 
ot our Clergie,and prejudice of our cauſe. This taught me 
(aS it did Barnexelt in the Law Countries) io worke (ecret- 
lyand inſenlibly,þc tween their Conformiſts and Non con- 


formiſts, and to caft ag cye as faras the Orcades; knowing 
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that buſineſſe wight be ſtirred vp there, that might hindee 
proccedings in England as the French euer ſed Scorland 
10 call home the Forces of Enzland,and ſo 10 prenent theiv 
conqueſts, The effeQ you haue partly (eenc in the Earle of 
cArzile, who ſometime was Captaine for the King and 
Church againſt the great Marques Hunz/ey,& now fights 
vnder our Banner at Bruxels,leauing the Ciolles of Saint 
Georpe and S. Andrew, for the Staffe of $, James. Neither 
doc our hopesend here, but we daily expect more rewol- 
fters,at leſt ſuch a diſunion as will neuer admit ſolid recon- 
cilement, but will ſend fome to vs,and fone to Amifere 
dam. For the King (a wiſe and vigillent Prince)labonring 
for a pcrfet vnion betwixt both the Kingdomes, which 
he ſcescannot be efteted, where the left difference in Re- 
ligion is continued(diucrſe sharpe and bitter braules from 
thence ariling, whilſt ſome ſtriuing for honor more then 
for truth, prefers their owne way and will, before the gc- 
nerall peace of the Church,and the edification of Soulecs) 
he I ſay ſeckes to worke both Churches to vniformirie; 
and to this end made a journey into Scorland, but with no 
ſuch ſucceſle as he expeRed, for dinerſe of ours attended 
the traine,who (tired vp humorsand tactions,and caſt in 
{(crupels and4doubts to hinderand crofle the proceedings, 
yea,thole that ſeeme moſt adaerle tovs, and auerſe from 
out Opinions, by their diſobedience and example helpe 
forward our plots, and theſe are incouraged by a fatious 
and headie multitude, by a faint and irrefolute Clergie 
{ many falſe brethren being amongſt their Bishops) and 
by the prodigall Nobilitic who maintaine theſe iirres in 
the Church, that thereby they may ſafely keepe their 
Church liuings in their hands which they have moſt ſa- 
creligioufly ſeaſcd vpon in the time of the firſt deformati- 
| T 59 on, 


on,2nd which they feare would be recoueredby the Cler- 
gicifihey could be brought to brotherly peace and agree- 
ment; for they haac ſecne the King verie bountifull in 
this kind, having lately increaſed their Pentions, and (erled 
the Clergie acompetent maintenance ; and belides,out of 
hisowne meanes, which in that kingdome is none of the 
greateſt, hauing brought in & reſtored whole Bishoprikes 
tothe Church, which were before in Lay-mens hands, a 
great patt ofthe Nobilitics Eſtates conliſting of Spirituall 
Lands, which makes them cherish the puritanicall Fatti= 
on, who will be content to be trencher fed with (craps, 
andcrums,andcontributions,and arbitraric beneuolences 
from their Lords,and Lairds,and Ladyes, and their adhe= 
r:ats and followers, 

But ( quoth the Inquiſitor generall ) how if this at of 
the Kings wherezn he i moſt earneſt and conſtant, should 
ſo far thrige as it hould cfte& a perfect vnion both in the 
Church and Common wealth ? I tel] you it would in my 
conceite be a great blow to vs, if by a generall meeting a 
generall peace $hould be concluded, and all rheir Forces 
bent againſt Rome; and we ſee their politike King aymes 
at this, | | 

True(quoth Gondomar)but he takes his markeamille, 
howſocuer he vnderſtand the people & their inclination 
better then any man, and better knowes how to temper 
their paſſions andaftettions, for, betides that he is hindred 
there in Scor/aud vnderhang by ſome, for the reaſons be- 
tore rccited, and by other great ones of ours whoare in 
oreat place & authoritic amongſt them, he is likewiſe dev 
luded in this point euen by his owne Clergieat homein 
England, who pictcnd1o be moſt forwardin the cauſe. 
For they conliderivg if a generail yniformitie were 
wrought,

wrought, what an inundation would follow, whilſt all or 
molt of theirs(as they feare)would flocke thither for pre- 
ferment(as men preſſing towards the Sunnefor light and 
heate) and fo their owne should be vnprouided ; theſe 
therefore (I ſay) howſocuer they beare the King fairely in 
hand,are vnderhand again(t ir,and and ſtifte for all Ceye- 
monies to be 0btruded with a kind of abſolute neceſiitie | 
vpon them, when the other will not be almoſt drawne 78 
receive any, When if an abatement were madc,doubtleſle 
they might be drawne to meet 1 the middeſt ; but there is 
no hope of this with them where neither partic deales ſc. 
riouſly but only for the preſent, to ſatisfie the King,and ſo | 
thete is no fearc on our (ide that affeQions and opinions | 
ſo diacrſe, will euer be reconciled and made one, Their 
Bishop of S. Andrews ſtands almoſt alone in the cauſe,and 
puls vpon himſcife the labour, the lotle,and the enwie of 
all, with little proficiencie, whilſt the aduerle fation haue 
as (ure triends,and as good intelligence about the King, as 
he bath, and the ſame Poſt perhaps that brings a Packet 
from the King to him, brirgs another from their abettors 
to them, acquainting them with the whole proceedings 
and counſels,and preparing them aforchand tor oppolitis 
on : This 1 know for truth,and this I rcioyce in,as condu- 
cing much io the Catholike good. 

But(quoth the Nuntio)are there none of the hercticall 
Preachers bulic about this match * Me thinkes their fin- 
gers Should itch to be wri7ing,and their tongues burne to 
be prating of this bulineſſe, eſpecially the parizanicall 
ſort, howlocuer the moſt remperare and indifferent catic 
themſclues, : . 

The truth is my Lord(quoth the Embaſſador)that pri- 
vatly what they can,and publikely what they dare,both in 

Eneland 
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England and Scotlandall for the moſt part(except ſuch as 
are of our Faith ) oppoſe this march to their vemoſt, by 
prayers, counſels, ſpeeches, wishes: But if any be found 
longer tongued then his fellowes, we haue ſtil] meanes to 
charme their ſawcinefle,to filence them,and expell them 
the Court, todiſgrace them and croſle their preferments, 
with the /mpatation of pragmaticke puritaniſme. For in=- 
ſtance 1 will relate this particular ; A Doctor of theirs,2nd 
a Chaplaine in Ordinarie to the King,gaue many reaſons 
in a Letter againſt this marriage, and propounded a way 
how to ſupply.the Kings wants otherwiſe ; which I vn« 
derſtanding, ſo wrought vaderhand, that the Doctor was 
committed and hardly eſcaped the danger of his preſump. 
tuousadmonition, though the State knew his #77ent was 
hone#, and his reaſons good, Where we on the other ſide 
( both here and with the Arch-Dake ) haue had Bookes 
penned,& PiQtures printed,direttly againſt their King and 
State,for which their Embaſſadors haue ſought ſatisfaQi- 
on of vs in vaine,not being able to ſtay the print, or ſo 
much as to 70nch the hem of the Anthours garment. But 
we hauc an cuaſion which Heretikes miſle, Mr C/ereze 
beine freed from the temporall Sword,and1o not included 
in our Treatiesand Conditions of Peace, but at libertie 10 
giueany hereticall Priace the Mate when they liſt : wher- 
as theirs are /iable 70 acconnt and hazard, and are muſled 
for barking,when ours may both barke and bite roo, The 
Councell Table, & the Star Chamber do ſo terrific them, 
as they dare not riot, but run at'the Stirrop in excellent 
command,and come in at the leſt rebuke. They call their 
preaching in many places ſtanding wp,but they couch and? 
dare not ſand wp, nor queF, but behaue themſclues like 
Setters, ſilent and creeping vpon their bellies, licke the' 

; diſt 


duſt which our Prieſts shake from their beautifull feer, 
Now(quoth the Duke of Lerma)latisfic me about our 
owne Clergic how they fare, for there were here Petiti= 
ons made to the King in the name of the aiFreſſed, affit- 
fed perſecuted, and impriſoned Prieks, that his Maicllic 
would intercead for them,to free them from the intolera- 
ble burdens they groaned vnder, & to procure their liber- 
tics: and letters were directed from vs to that end, that you 
should negotiate this demand with all ſpeed & diligence. 
Moſt Excellent Prince ( replyed Gondomar) I didyout 
command with a kind of command my ſe/fe :not thinking 
it fit to make it aſnit in your name or my Maſters, I obtai- 
ned them libertie to walke freely vp & downe,to faceand 
out+face their accuſers, Iudges, Magiſtrates, Bighops ; and 
to exerciſe their funCtion, almoſt as freely, altogither as 
ſafely as at Rome, 

Here the Nuntio obieQed, that he did not well, as he 
thought, in procuring their libertie, ſince 7hey might dee 
more good in priſon then abroad; becauſe in priſon they 
ſeemed to be wader PR and ſo were piztied of 
others ; and piztie of the perſon prepares the affetion fur- 
ther Belides,then they were careful ouer their owne lines 
70 gine no offence, But abroad they might be ſcandalous in 
their liues,as they vie to be in Romeand Sparne,andother 
Catholike Countreys; and ſo the opinion of their holy- 
eſſe which vpholds their credit & cauſe againſt the mari- 
ed Clergie, would foone decay. | 

But the Embaſſador replied, he conſidered thoſe incon+ 
ueniences, but beſides a fuperiour command, he ſaw the 
profit of their libertie more then of their reſtraint. For 
now they might fFreelyconfer & were cuer prattiling and 
would doubtleſle produce ſome worke of wonder. And 

belides, 
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beſides, by reaſon of their a4u7ho7it1e, & means to change 
places,did apply themfetues to many perſons ; whereas itt 
priſon they oncly could deale with ſuch as came ro be 
taken,or were their owne before. And this(quoth he)l add 
asa ſecret, that as before they were maintained by preuare 
contributions of deuout Catholikes,cuen to excefle : 10 
much more now $hall they be able to gather great ſums, 
to weaken the State, and furnish them for ſome high at- 
rempt, by the example of Cardinall Yooſſey, barrellzng vp 
Gold for Rome. Andthis they may caſily doe, lince all Ca- 
tholikes rob che herericall Priefts, and withhold Tythes 
from them by fraud or force #0 gine t9 theſe of their own,te 
whom they are properly due : and ifthis be ſpied,it is an ea- 
lie matter tolay all vpon the Hollanders,and lay,they carie 
the Coyne out of the Land ( who are forward enough ig 
deed,in ſuch practiſes) and fo ours shall not only be exca-. 
ſcd,but a flaw made betwixt them to weaken their angitics 

and beget ſuſpition betwixt them of cach othersloue, 
But amongſt all theſe Pricſts(quoth the Inquiſitor ge- 
nerall)did you remember that o/d,reverend Father Bald- 
win,who had a finger in that admirable atten1pt made on 
Our behalic againſt the Parliament Houſe? Such as he,de= 
ſcruing (o highly,aducnturing their lines ſo reſolutely for 
the Catholike cauſe, muſt not be negleRed, but extraordi- 
garily regarded, thereby to incourage others to the like 

holy vndertakings, | 

Holy Father(quoth Gondomar) my principall cate was 
of him, whoſe life & libertie when 1 had with mach diffi- 
caltie obtained of the King,l ſolemnly went inperſon at- 
tcnded withall my trainc,and diuers other wel-willers to 
fetch him out of the Tower where he was in dnranice. 
As ſoone as I came in his Gght behaucd my (elfe after fo

lowly & humble « manner,that our aduerſaties ſtood ama- 
zed to behold the regerence we gine to our Ghoſtly fathers, 
And this I did to confeund them. and their contemruous 
Clergie,& to beget an extraordinatic opinion of holyneſſe 
#n the perſon,and pietie in vs,& alſo to prouoke the Eng: 
lish Cathol;kes to the like denout obedience; and thereby 
at any time theſe lcſuites (whoſe authority was ſomwhat 
weakned fince the Schifme betwixt them and the Secular 
Pricſts,and the ſucceeding powder-plot)may worke them 
to our cnds.,as Maſters their Seruants, Tutors their Schol- 
lers, Fathers their Children, Kings their Spbiects, And that 
they may dothisthe more boldly & ſecurely,l haue ſom- 
what dasht the authoritie of their High Commiſuon;v'pon 
which whereas there are diuerſe Purſcuants ( men of the 
wollſt kind and condition, reſembling our Flics & Famili- 
ars,attending vpon the Inquiſition) whoſe office and im- 
ploymeat it is to diſturbe the Catholikes, ſearch their 
houlcs for Prieſts, Holy veſtments, Bookes, Beades,Cruci- 
fixes, and the like religious appurtenances, hauec cauſed 
the exccution of their office tobe flackned, that ſoan open 
way may be giuen to our Spirituall Inſtruments for the 
free exerciſe of their faculties. And yet when theſe Putſe= 
uants had greateſt authoritie,s ſmall bribe in the Conntry 
would blind their eyes, or 4 /1:tle greater at Conrt or in 
the Exchequer, fruſtrate & croſſealltheir ations,ſo that 
their malice went off like Squibs, made a great cracke to 
fright children and ew borne babes, but hurt noold men 
of, Catholike Spirits, And this is the effc of all other 
their courſes of proceeding in this kind,in all their Indi- 
clall Courts, whither knowne Catholikes:( connited as 
they ſtilethem)are often ſurmmond & cited; threatned and 
bound oncr, but the danger i paſt as ſoone-as the wed! 
hat 
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hath his Fee payd to him, then the exccution goeth no 
further. Nay vpon my conſcience they are glad when 
there are offendors 1a that kind, becauſe they are bounti- 
fall : and the Officers doe their beſt to fauour them that 
they nay #ncreaſe, and ſo theirreucnue and gaine come 
in fiecly. 

And they should be ſent to priſon, euen that place 
(for the moſt part)is made a Saydaary to them :as the old 
Romanes were wont to shut vp ſuch by way of reſtraint 
as they meant to preſerue from the peoples furie : ſo they 
live ſafe in priſon till we haue time to worke theirlibertie 
and aflute their liues. And in the meane time their place 
of reſtraint is a Szudievnro them,where they have oppor- 
tunitie #0 conferre togither as in a Colledge, and to arme 
themſelues 2n vnitie againſt the ſingle aduerſarie abroad. 

But ( quoth the Inquiſitor general] ) how doe they for 
books when they haue occaſion cither to write or diſpute? 

My Lord (replies Gondomar )all the Librarics belong- 
ing 10 the Romane Catholikes through the Land, are at 
their command,from whence they haue all ſuch colleQi- 
ons as they can require, gathered to their hand, as well 
from thence as from all the Librarics of both Vniuerſities, 
and cuen the Bookes themſelues if that be requiſite, Bee 
lides, I haue made it a principall part of my imploymenr, 
to buy all the Manuſcripts and other ancient & rare Au- 
thors out of the hands of the Heretikes,(o that there is no 
great Scholler dies in the Land, but my Agents aredealing 
with his Bookes, in ſo much, as cuen their learned 7faack 
Cauſabon's Librarie was in eleion without queſtion 10 
be ours, had not their vigilant King(who forefees all dan- 
gers,and hath his eye buſic in cucric place) prevented my 
Plot, For after the death of that great Scholler, I ſent to re-' 

E 3 queſh 
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queſt a view and catalogue of his Books, with their price, 
intending not to be out-vied by ary man,if monie would 
fetch them ; becauſe(beſides the damage that (ide Should 
haue recciued by their loſle, proſccutiog the lame Storie 
againſt Cardinall Bayonius)we might haue made goodad- 
uantage of his Notes, ColleRions, Caſtigations, Cenſures 
and Criticiſmes,for our owne partic, and frame@ and put 
out others vader his name at our pleaſure, But this was 
foreſeene by their Prometheus, who lent that T ortarer of 
ours (the Bishop of Winchefter )to ſearch and ſort the Pa- 
pers,and to ſcale vp the Studie; giuing a large and princely 
allowance for them to the Relickr of Cauſabon, togithcr 
with a bountifull Pention & prouilion for her and hers. 
But this plot failing at that time, hath not euer done fo: 
Nor had the Vniuecrlitic of Oxford ſo triumphed in their 
many Manuſeripts,ginen by that famous knight S.T how. 
Bodley,if either 1 had beene then imployed, or this courte 
of mine then thought vpon. For 1 would labour what I 
might this way orany other way todiſarme them, & either 
to tranſlate their beſt Authours hither, or at leaſt to leaue 
none in the hands of any but Romane Catbolikes who 
are aſſuredly ours. And to this end aneſpeciall eye would 
be had vpon the Libratic of one S. Rob.Cor70n(an Ingrol- 
ſer of Antiquities)that whenſoecuer it come to be broken 
vp(cither before his death or aftcr)the moſt choice & fin- 
gular pieces might be gleaned & gathered vp, by a Catho- 
like hand. Neither let any man thinke, that the deſcending 
thus low to pettie patticulars isvaworthy an Embafſador, 
or of ſmall auaile for the ends we aime at, (ince we ſec 
eucric Mountaine conſiſts of ſeucrall Sands, &there is no 
more profitable conuetrſing for Stateſmen then amongſt 
Schollers and their Bookes,cſpecially where the King for 
whoa 
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whom we wa'ch is the King of Schollers, & loues to liue 
almoft altogither in their Element, Beſides, if by any 
mcancs we can continue differences in their Chutrch, or 
make them wider, or beget diſtaſt betwixt their Clergie 
& Common Lawyers (who arc men ofgecateſt power in 
the Land)the benefit will be ours, the conſequence great, 
openinga way for vs to come in betweene, For poronall 
quarrels produce verball queſtions, and reall breaches. 
As he was further proſecuting this diſcourſe, one of 
the Secretaries (who waited without the chamber)deſired 
entrance ;and being admitted,deliuered Letters which he 
had newly receined from a Poſt direed to the Preſident 
and the reſt of the Councell from his Catholike Maſter, 
the contents whereof were to this effe& : 


R Ight truſtie and welbeloued Coufens and Councellors, 
We greet you well. Whereas We had a hope by our A- 
gents in England and Germanic, to effec# that great worke 
{ the Weifterne Empire; and likewiſe on the other ſide #0 
urprize Venice,and fo incircling Europe at one inſtant, 
& infolding it in our armes,ts make the eaſier roade vpon 
the Turkein Alia, and at length reduce all the Worlds 
our Cotholike command. And whereas to theſe hoty ends 
We had ſecret and ſure plots and proietts on foot in all 
thoſe places, and good intelligence in all Courts : Know 
now, that We haue receiued late and ſad newes of the ap= 
prehenſion of our moſt truſtie & able Pentioner Barneueclt, 
and of the diſcoutrie of other our intendments; (6 that our 
hepes are for the preſent adiourned till ſome other more 
conuenient and auſpicuous time.We therefore will you pre» 
ſently vpon ſight hereof, to breake off your conſultation, 
and repaire ftraight ts our Preſence,there to take further 
; directions, 
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direions, and proceed as the meceſiitie of time and cauſe 
ſhall require. 


With that his Excellencie and the wholc houſe ſtrooke 
with amazement, croſt thezr Foreheads, roſe vp in lad (i- 
lence,and brake off this Treatic abrupily,and without tar= 
riance tooke Horſe and poſted to Court : From whence 
expect more newes the next faire Wind. 


In the meane time, let not thoſe be ſecare whom it con- 
cernes to berowſed vp, knowing that thu aſpiring Nabu- 
chadnezzer will not looſe the glorie of his greatneſſe ( who 

continueth ſtill ts magnifie himſelfe in his great 

Babell ) vnzill it be ſpoken, Thy Kingdome 
is departed from thee.

theſe from the eye of Luſtice ; I collected ſuch Paſſages of 
State, as obuiouſlly preſented themſelues ; together with 
the peoples cenſure and comment made vpon them;with

Accordingto that of Salomon, A Kine that ſ;tteth in the

But whilſt I thus thought, and thug did, the difficulty 
appeared greater then at firſt; and 1 aw no readic meanes 
how 1 might ſafcly convey this Mirror of the Multitude 
into his Maieſties hands: Becauſe the things were ſo won- 
ftirous and deformed, and of ſuch nature , and concerned 
ſuch membres, as they could not ſafely be diſcoucred, and 
very hardly cared by any,except by him onely, who hath 
power to cure the Kings Euil. Beſides , 1 conlidered, 
that perhapsall the Guards placed about Princes, are not 
euer intended for theit perfonall ſecurity, bur that ſome- 
time they are more carcfully guardedfrom rheir friends,

Whilſt therefore thus Idelayed, and droneaway much 
time, by reaſons of the danger ; at length' Necesſity preſt

I cannot expett this from mortall man , though neuerſo 
mercifull : I trembled therefore, when I heard this obie-

Surely 
becauſe herein to forbeare ſpeech in regard of man, had 
breenc to honour-man more then God, And yet I muſt 
truly confeſſe, I was as much perplexed and troubled in

Nebuchadnezzar to interpret his dreame; the Text ſaith, 
He held his peace for the ſpace of an haure,and his thoughts 
troubled him, -Doubilefle, he did not Rtudic fo long to

ſed SubieRs was kept from his carcs, by ſuch as oppreſt 
them ; as Wolues howle and barke, that the vigilant 
Shepheard may not heare the worried Lambes bleate. - 
But it may. bcobiced, There was no canſe of this cryin 
generall, but of one or two particulars, Heare then his 
Maieſtic farther taking notice of the generall clamour, 
preſently after in the ſame Speech, ſaying : 7 confeſſe I aw 
aſhamed ( theſe things proaing ſ0,4s they generally arere- 
ported to be) that it was not my good fortune to be the on 
Authour of the reformation, and puniſhment of them, 
ſome ordinarie Courts of Inſtice. 
Is his Maicſtic azhamed, that ſuch things are done vn- 
der his noſe (as they ay) without his knowledge £ 0 
Shamelefſe wretches, who did that, which cauſcd this 
Shame in his Royall Maieſtic. Are not you ashamed to 
doe it, whilſt ke is ashamed to heare it to be done ? Shall 
it bea Shamcand fin in me to admonish him of it, when 
he is azhamed not to haue knowae it before 2 Is he ſorrie 
it was not his good fortune tobe the only Anthour of 
thereformation;; and $hall I be ſorrie,that it was my good 
fortune to be one of the firſt that complained on the be- 
halfe of others (bcing ſafe my (clfe) ſo that he might heare 
andreforme ? Itrow not. 
"But it. may againe be obieted, That his Maieftie had 
diners neere about him,who could & would better inform 


hint 
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him of theſe things then my ſelfe. 1 donbt not the truth of 
this, that he had many abont him, that would, if they 
could : but many of theſe not conuerſing with the peo- 
ple, were not ſenſible of their ſufferings, nor could haue 
beene induced to beleeue halfe of that to be true, which 
now they ſee manifeſtly. Others could, but would not, 
either becauſe themſelues,or their friends were intereſted 
in the bulinefſe. Others both could and would, but theſe

(as the Schoolemen ſay) but 4 24nto,and ſecundum quid, 
after a ſort ; nor was their aQt of ſacrificing (whereſocuer, 
whiſocucr,or howſocuer done) iuſtified hereby ; but our 
Sauiour condemnes the rash iudgement of ſuch, as make 
our ſufferivgsfrom men, infallible markes of our ſinnes 
before God. Wicked' men may proſper in cuill courſes, 
good men may fall and ſuffer in holy vndertakings. The 
Galileaps might be ſinners in ſeeking diforder)y to free 
them(clues from the Romane (cruitude & Imperiall taxe; 
and the Emperour, with Plate his Officer, might be youe! 
ter liners in laying this taxe vpon the people without 
their conſents ( for volenti nos fit iniuria ) and fo forcing 
them to wraſile for their libertics ; yea, and all the other 
Galileans might be-linners doubtleſſe, aboue thoſe that 
ſuffered, whilſt they ſoughtand deſired the ſamelibertie, 
though they had nothcantsto vie the ſame meanes, So if 
conſent be acrime, where will is preſent, wanting onely 
courage to atiempt, or powre toaccomplish what others 
aducnture,thenthe whole Nation were as faukie.as theſe 
few,though theſe did'onlyſufferin their perſons, becauſe 
they did only cnter into open ation, which bythe vulgar 
is cuercenſured good or badde according tothe ſuccefle ; 
and though before followed,applauded, and effeQtcd ne- 

. uerlocagerly, yet itis preſently diſclaimed &-condemned 
as ſoone as it isOppoſed by power,or-croſſed and defeated 
dy policie...Thustheſe-fopdlings.could cenſure the Gali- 
{ans io be Rebles, Traytors, and Sinners aboue others, 
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and ſo tofuffer wotthely for: endeauouring: to: deethy 
which all of them deſired to-be done: but they couldnot 
ſcecheir owne notorious rebellions and treafons again 
God, who had bcene a gratious King and Ruler ouer 
them,from whoſe ealie and equal yoke notwithſtanding, 
they and their ſtiffe neckt Fathers shranke and withdrew 
the shoulder, | 
The ſinncs againſt man, man cenfures ſcuerely, the 
ſinnes againſt God we paſle oner flightly. The judgement 
of Ceſar ar of his Subſtitute P ontowe Pilate, who have 
powcronly tokill the bodic, we tremble at, and countſo 
terrible,as it frights vs cucn from goodduries,or frightsall 
men fromacknowledgjng vs, if we fall into their hands, 
and be branded as capital offendars, vader their tyrannie 
call cenſares, though it be far performing goodduties:

The Waldenſes were a People in' France, who tooke 
this their By-name from once Waldas, a wealthy and ho- 
neſt Citizen of Lyons, This Waldas chanced, with di- 
uers of his rich neighbours, to be one day making mertie, 
when in the midſt of their mirth one of their companiec 
fell downe ſodainly dead. This accident amazed all, but 
wrought more effeQually with him, who was moreſen- 
ſible and apprehenſive of Gods hand in the ſodaine and 
vnexpetted ſtroke z infomuch, as afterward fearing the 
like death might befall him, he reformed bis life, gaue 
himſelfc to almes,and prayer,and to the frequent reading 
and meditating of the Scriptures; and withall, cxhorted 
others of his kiasfolke, neighbours, and friends to doethe 
like. Wherein he ſo farte prevailed , that many ſober 
Chriſtians adhered to him, and a great reformation fob 
lowed in that place : at which the Diuell;& his Diſciple, 
the Libertincs of thoſe dayes, repining , as" 
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- thereof was giuen to Rome, that Sinagogne of Satan, 
2painſt theſe poore ſoules, and their pictie was accoun= 
ted Hereſie becauſe they could not finde the Popes Su= 
premacie (a maine and head Article of the Romwane Ca- 
cholique Faith)confirmed in the Scriptures. For this and 
other ſuch honeſt and holy Hereſies, *the King of France 
was cxcited by the Papacie to butcher his owne poore 
ſubieQs, which he performed which incredible coſt and 
crueltic. H

mercifull is God,ſo mercilefle is man. 

But ſee the iuſt iudgement of God vpon Shepheary 
that proue wolues ; the King neuer proſpercd after, but 
was.oftcn affrighted with the lamentable shrikes ofmen, 
women, children intermixt, as if the maſlacte- had fil 
ſounded vengeance in his cares: which noiſe not only

ally, ſince we haue the Lawes of the Land inabliog vsto 
difarme themn,in theſe and all other reſpes, Andfor my 
part, I beleene itis no part of inhumanitie or tyrannieto 
execute the Lawes for the generall ſafeguard agaioſt the 
ſcacret and ſeditious conſpiracies intended or imagined

Afluredly they will then call our Sacrificing Treaſon, 
if it can ſcrue their turne to breed a quaricll, when the) 
haue vs vader hatches, and haue fitted themſclues with 
authoritic and ſtrength to doe vs a diſpleaſurc.

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have fain'd vs ſuch in their writings, and what they faine 
vs to be, we Shall ſurely find them to be in their workes, 
Their Poferitie beleeue their ſayings,and in Foraine parts 
they thinke, and will not be pertwaded otherwiſe, bur 
that we haue vſcdall cruelties againſt them,and haue caſt 
them to be worried and torne afſunder by wild Reafts. 
Notwithſtanding, whatſoeuer they write of vsat their 
pleaſure, thereby to cxaſperate their partie, to breed ade= 
teſhation of our Liues and Doctrine, and to ſtirre vp com- 
paſſion for the benefit of their perſons ( all which are as 
ealily cffeted by lyes as by truth, when prejudice poſle(- 
ſeth the hearer, and both ſides cannot be heard indiffc- 
rently ) yet it is certaine they belecuc not their owne lyes, 
but in their owne ſoules reſt {ccure that we will do them 
no violence, how much ſocuer we know our ſelues to be 
their Maſters, except we be vrged and prouoked, beyond 
the patience of men, Yet this aſſurance of our lenitie 
doth no good to winne and ſoften their afteRian, but 
doth rather much hurt, to imbolden their preſumption. 
They know our tenets,our praQtiſe,our natures ; It is the 
Romiſh Milke. onely which makes all that taſt of thoſe 
Adultcrate Teates to be vnnaturall Wolues, Fratticides, 
and Parricides, The Powder-Treaſon was tryall egough 
of this truth, where Digby, Grant,and the Winters,with 
others not of the worlt natures; and Rookewood, who 
appeared to be of himſelfe a man of tender and good afte- 
Qions,apprehenſiue of other mens ſufferings, & inwardly 
touched with naturall hate of the euill entcnded, yet all 
theſe were ſo hardned by their ſubtile and faranicall 
Guides, vnder colour of the Roware Catholique good, 
and the metrit of the worke,as they shut the eyes of Na- 
ture againſt Grace, and obſtizatly,and deſperatly reſolued 
C 3 to 
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to purſue the bloodie plot to the vttermoſ}, though the 
innocent ſuffered with ſuch as they indged nocent; yea, 
though that blow had given an end to the honour of our 
Nation, Whereas vpon the contrarie part, ourclemencie 
and Chriſtian charitic therein appeared, who fell notvp. 
on them in furic and rage to root them vp, when the oc. 
calion would hane giuen countenance to ſuch a reueng, 
nor importuned our ſuperiors ro extend the punishment 
anſwerable to the crime, but wept to conſider the ſcan» 
dall of our Countrimen, & thought it enough, Mat ſome 
tew of the chiefe MalefaQtors ſuffered a death appoin- 
red ordinarily for ordinary Traytors, without the exattin- 
uention of any new torture proportionable and ſuitable 
tothe mertit of their cauſe ; when I am fully perſwaded, 
had it beene poſſible, the Diuell conld haue made out 
Religion guiltic of ſuch a villanous attempt, in any place 
Where they had beene Maſters,as we were here,it would 
hauc coſt vs a general!

Neuer could that be thought the true Relig] 
on, which dig'd ſo deepe for a falſe foundation, and cooke 
ſo much helpe from Hell toaduance it, 
Notwithſtanding, it may be feared through our remil- 
ncſle, not ſearching the feſtered ſore to the bottome, of 
through our too tender pittie ( for they will not call it 
mercie, and Chriftian charitie, though Rookewo odalone 
had the grace to acknowledge , that as their AR was

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without example, ſo his Maicſties mercie in proceedi 
ialt them, the Actors onely, was woe rt

ſhalldeclare it, But what I write isfor the benefit of the 
liuing, and to celebrate the Indgements of God, which 
none ought to conceale, not for any reſpeA whatſocuer, 
tocloke, couer, extenuate,or hide from the cyes of men, 
lince that is a notorious Sactiledge,to ſteale the honour 


of the cucrlining God, for dead Idols and dead men, of 
FE. D 2 which 
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which he is jealous, and for which theft he will holdno 
man guiltlefle, : ; 
I would therefore aduiſe in Chriſtian dutie, lou, and 
charitie, all Magiſtrates ſupreame and ſubordinate,andalt 
people whether intereſted in the cauſeandloſle or other- 
wiſe, to giue glorie to God bya free and open publication 
of this great worke of his luſtice; left Prince, Prieſt, and 
People pay for the concealement by ſome ſeuere and 
ſtrickt Inquiſition. For my owae part, theſe few things 
that L heare for truthes confirmed, againe and againe by 
eye witneſſfefſe, I shall reucale to Gods glorie and the 
Churches edification, togither with ſuch ſimple obſcruz- | 
tions as I am direted to make vpon them forthe vſeof 
all men, For I belecue this Indgement is the morere- 
matkeable, being done vpon them who ſtand vpon Mi- 
racles, for the confirmationof their falſchoods,and make 
euctic thing ſuch, that may be wreſted by wit for theirad- 
uantage, either touching our diſaſters or their owne feli- 
Cities. And I hope cuen the moſt ſerious on both ſides, 
who might otherwiſe iudge my obſcruations rash and 
triuiall,ſadly thinking vpon this point, and withall confi- 
deringand well weighing that this befalls them at ſuch 
time as they vainely hoped, preſumed, & proudly boaſted 
of reſtauration, when they might rather expeR a Miracle 
from An:ichrift,as an Omen of good lucke, and would 
rather hauefained one ( had not this croffe come in their 
way ) then wanted ſacha meanes to ſeduce the people, 
and rceſtablish them is the common mans conceit, will 
not condemae me altogither to be a trifler in my obſet- 
vatioas,but that ſome orall of them,may profitably paſſe 
vader the verdict of their ſeuere cenfures, In _— 
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whereof, I proceed to-propound them, with fuch exhor- 
tations as Ou: veceſſitic and this occaſion giue me life and 
courage to make, to my Superiours and Equals ypon our 
fide and theirs. | 

Firſt, Obferve that the Romane Catholikes (whoare 
cunning in all their courſes ) procured this Houfe,and fit- 
red it in all reſpeQs for their purpoſe ; when doubtleſſe 
they ſuruaid the ſtrength of the building and capacitie of 
euctic roome. If the Law should take notice of their 
valawfull affembly ( as that was the leaft of their feares ) 
then they had the French Ambaſſadours Houfe for a 
Cloake to which it was adioyning.

And becauſe it might be perillous to 
the Spaniſh Ambaſadour to hane the firft publication at 
or about his Houſe, who hath beene the firſt and princi- 
pall moouer to introduce or reſtore Idoll-worship in this 
Iſland, to the generall diſcontentment of the people, 
therefore the French Ambaſſadours Houſe muſt be cho« 
ſcn,not for the Papiſts affeion, but for ours, as leſſe ſuf 
peting that Nation for all our antient enmitics,then the 
Spaniſh for all their new friendship and highalliance ho- 
ped for, which they proffred with'one hand and ſnatched 
away with the other,as if they had beene too great for our 
Royal! coniunRion, when'( I prayſe God) qurs was to@ 
good for their commixtion.

might they ſay nothing (as we hearc ) when they came

Secondly, The time is obſcrucable ; It was their fifth

Thirdly, Obſeruc the Play-Houſe ſtands in that place 
ynshaken, though too often laden with fin-full multi- 
tudes of all ſorts, ſexes, and ſets ; becauſe it profefſeth it 
ſclfc to be no better then it is,a Play-Houſe ; and perhaps 
ſome Houſes of Corporall Forpication fland there alſo, 
becauſc for cuſtome ſake, thatthey may hane the more 
commings in, they deſire to ſeeme what they are, Bro 
thcls: But this Houſe which profeſleth it ſelfe for Chill, 
whea it is for Antichriſt, and playes with the Wordand 
Sacraments in a moſt Anticke or Apigh fazkion, ws 
wich 
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when it pretends to be moſt ſerious ; and teacheth men 
to commit Spirituall Fornication vnder the shew of San- 
Aitie and Holinefle ; this muſt not ſtand, bur the Lord 
makes it a {pcRacle of his Iudgement; as he made the 
Beare-Garden long ſince, whillt they prophaned the Sab- 
bath day { a day at the Creation ordayned for peace and 
reſt) in that beaſtly ſport of crueltic betwixt the Crea- 
tures, proceeding from Gods curſe vpon our Fore-fathers 
finne ; which ſight should make Adam, Abell, and Seth, 
. with their pious poſteritic, weepe ; as it makes Carne, La- 
mech,Cham,Nimrod, and Eſaw, laugh, with all their Sa= 
nage and impious Secd and (acceſſion. Theſe Houſes 
therefore mult not ſtand when they touch vpon the skirt 
of Religion, to prophane and pollute the holy things of 
God, whereof man is not ſo carefull a keeperand zealous 
defender,as of his own right and intereſt, It may perhaps 
not ſeeme frinolous to ſome that I mention here, what 1 
haue heard for truth,concerningan other Play-Houſe cal- 
ledthe Fortune, in which, repeating their Playes vpon a 
Sabbath day in the afternoone, at night following the 
Houſefel| on fire and was conſumed to ashes. The Gal- 
lorie in the preaching place at White hefl, which ſiood

The Preacher, who ſpeaking thus humbly to God , 


had the honour to heare God ſpeaking to him, in this ,_ Rep. 3;

farthy ſelfe , nor haſt asked the life of thine enemies , but ha#t 
wed for they ſelfe onderitanding to heare Indgement : Behold, 
Thaue done according to thy Words;Lo, Thane giuen thee aWiſe 
and ondertanding heart , ſo that there hath beene none like 
thee before thee , neither after thee shall ariſe the like unto

ſucceed ; or riches , that he need not begge Peter-pence 
through the world; or the life of his enemies , that he 
need nor ſend '7eſuzts romutrther them , or Tndaſſes to 
blow them vp.

Conſideration is a 
ſerious examination of any buſineſſe, with the cauſes, 
effects, beginning, continuance, and ifſuc thereof, 1t is 
a reflection ofthe minde vpon it ſelfe, from ſome wor- 
thy obje&; a rumination of the judgement, ponde- 
ring, and revolving ſome matter in hand, vatill the 
ſame be perte&ly digeſted, ſertled, and diſpoſed by rea. 
ſon : The lacke of this, .is that vyhich vvholly keepes 
menin ſlouth, andſo in all finne and ignorance,whillſt 
they doc not conſider either the reward of glorie, 
vvhich they loſe by omiſſion of good and vertuous 
ations,or the punishment of shame, and eternal paioe, 
which they procure to:themſelves by finhe and flouth- 
fulncſſe. And this is that vvhich the Prophet alledgeth,

and praiſe, cuen when the mind is moſt able, and the 
facultiesat beſt command ; But yvhere the mind is va- 
ſteddy,and the imagination too ſtirring,or the memorie 
100 flacke, the judgement; cannot certainly, and to 
good purpoſe conſider , as it Should or yyould, if theſe 
vyere obedient. As vveſeeaburning-glaſſe held firme, 
contratts and gathers.the ,vnited beames of the Sunne, 
and fo ſets the, obje&on. fire : but if either the glaſle 
moue,or the.obje&t moue, it loſeth the force, at leaſt 
fayles in. the effet., This likewiſe wee may ſee moſt 
cleerely in perſons , vyhoſe braines (as they fay) are 
crackt and diſtracted , how they flicker and flit in 
their diſcourſe ,, as the phantaſie sbifts and vyanders 
toandfro; ſothat they can hardly bring either their 
yyords toa perfed period, or driue their purpoſes to

delires. Yea, the example of the 
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Procedit gemere : lo it is as true which he likewiſe faith, 
Gencroſum eft , quod non a natura ſua non degenerauit: theſe 
therefore cither being baſe in their Originals, or dege. 
ncrating from the nobilitie and vertiue of their Ance- 
ſtors, become of Common -wealths-men, common.-woes-men, 
and ſtudy to doe ſuch aQts, and invent ſuch projeas, as 
may vndo the publique for their _ and inordinate 

c ſo corrupts the State, 
and ſo ouerſpreades the face and body thereof, like a 
Cankcr or Tetter-worme,as it hath wel-nigh caten out 
the valiant race of the ancient Engiish yeomandrie , which 
was one cf the chiefe gloties of our Nation, and the 
principal baſe and foundation of the Common-wealth, 
at leaſt of the ſtrength and libertic thereof. Not that 
heereby I intend to diſparage the Nobilitie , ( which is 
ſupplementum , or complementum , as the other is frmames- 
tum Reipublice) butrather to preſerue itintire from mix- 
tnre and coagulation, and to let all men ſee that the 
roote of eucry coinmendable yocation is diligence; 
and to be without a vocation catinot ſubſiſt with true 
Nobility. For all the honors & priviledges of the ancient 
Nobilitie,were granted vpon this ground,that they had 
worthily ated ſpmething for the generall benefit of 
many : yea Principalitie it ſelfe ſprings from this low, 
bat truitefull root. So that as Prinmum ens conſiderarum i 
Metaphyſica,eft illud quod prix eff nebilitate & caritate * Sit 
#n Phyſza, fic in Politica, &c. And therefore virtns & me 
titia determinant nobiles & zgnobiles , ſervos  liberos : ac 
cording to that which Siracides faith : Bleſſed is the rich 
that ts found Without blemich, and hath not gone after gold, 
nor hoped i1 mony and treaſures. Who ts he? and wee will com- 


mvcad bins for Wouderfull things hath be done among ft bis Py 
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ple; Who bath beene tried hereby and found perfit ? Let him 
bee an example of glorie. Who might offend , and hath not of- 
fended , or might doe enill and bath not done it? Therefore 
ohall bis goodneſſe bee eftabliched , and the Congregation 
chal! proclaime bus loue and charitie, And at er , pea» 
king of Enoch, Noe, Abrahars, Iſaak, and 1acob, the ancient 
Yotthics, and of their workes of wifdome, he ſaith , 42 
theſe Were honorable men in their generations , and Were Well 
reported of #n their times. There are of them that baue left a 
name brhind? them, ſo that their praiſe shaibe ſpoken of. There 
are ſome alſo Which- haue no memorie , and arc perthed, as 
though they had nener beene , and are become as though they 
had neuzr beene borne,and their children after them. 
| Thus if we looke into Antiquitie amongſt the Eth- 
nickes , cuen vnto thoſe that canonized , or rather dei- 
fied their Princes , we shall finde, that when the de» 
fire of dominion begaa to diſturbe the whole World, 
and brake out into open hoſtility and invation , the di- 
ligent and induſtrious perſons were forced, for their 
owne ſafety, toeleR out ſome of the trongelt from 
the reſt, to be their guard from forraine aſſ.ults : And 
totheſe they gaue both titles and priviledgrs, to incou- 
rage their diligent attention on their offices; yea and 
ter death did ſo farre celebrate their' happy memo- 
ries,as the Ages following (ignorant of the true cauſe) 
made them gods, and gaue them divine hovour; eſpc- 
cially the Poers , which were the Chronicle:s of th-ſe 
times, Thus it appeares, that Nobility was fir{t f.om 
Office, not from nature , among the Heathen : aud for 
the lewes, Sjracides ſpeakes of the Iudges who gover- 
ned the State, and defended them from forraine tyran- 
ny. Let (ſaith he) their bones flouruh out of their place , and

Now 
libs. for any man therefore to purchaſe hogour without 
ſome worthy action fore-going, or for any man to 

conferre this without merit.concurting, is not truely 

to be Noble, bur the idole of Nobility : and ſuch Parb- 

ment hoour, (as One well calls it) is nothing but as a 

licence to be idle,or to begge withall , becaule they put 

Hiſt, of the jt to no beiter vſc. Great and Worthy actions (as the ſame 
m_ Author faith) are the right children of honourable perjons 
W10 line not fo much in the yſſue of their bodies, or in the name 

ad iitle of their fore fathers Nobilitie , as in the 1ſſue of their 

mindes, their good deeds , and the good name thoſe good deed: 

Ecel.33. 21, haue gotten them. Therefore ſaith Siracides , Let all thy 
Workes be excellent, that thine honour be newer ſtayned. The 

workes that Nobility is-originally tycd, vnto,, arc aacs 

of bouniie, juſtice, charity, piety,loyalty,and prudence; 

to watch and warde, and ſtudy, and counſcll, for the 
Common-wealth; foreſeeing that they doe no injury 
to it them(elues, nor lufferit ; through their flouth and 
neghgence, andcowardiſe, to receige prejudice trom 
othcts, Fora Noble man therefore to be a Monopo« 
liſt, or a racker of Rents, ora corrupt taker of b:ibes, 
or a protector of wicked perſons, or to buſie or employ 
himiclte, in priuate workes ,' as common. perſons doc, 
is to dey bis owns officcand calling, honour and bee-

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ing. Forſuch are the Guard, the Sentinel, the'Watch, 
the Perdu for the Common-wealth ; great reaſon they 
should therefore ſtand together , and defend the State 
yvith their goods and bodies, from an invaſive warre, 
and notinvade. it themſelves by: force or fraude, asit 
they vrere open enemies. i[t is therefore farre v it for 
cue Nobilitic to be educared in an idle. courfe: of life, 
andtrayned vp onelyto hunt, to hawke, or daunce, or 
drinke, or court, or play, (the ordinarie exerciſes of :helc 
degenerate times)when the;contzary is injoyned them; 
2$1tit were expreſſed in their Patents; ivnder the for- 
fciture of rheir honours. So that they 'ought -to''ſtady, 
and take care by.all meanes, to inable themſeclaes for 
thegenera!l ſervice of the State 'in publique imploy- 
ments, to vvhich end they yrere firſt cteaxcd men, and:

[tis vyell therefore, vyhers the:childrenof the No- 
bility are/trayned wp in counſel and! militarie atfaires: 
where they ſceke: the ; warires, :and{places:ot.attion' as 
their Proper. : Academies; :arid :doc'inot thinke them-< 
elues accoimplished; till they arc able both to advile, 
and execute in matters: of State. Bur on: the contrarie 
lide, where the Nobilitic liue idlcly ;acquatatingihems 
(clues with all effeminate fashy0ns,and:molhifying pleas 
ues; vvhere in ſtead of: good bookes' anilicxam ples} 
(the true mirrors of the mind ) they: dreſle themſctues 
n no other. inward:habire of; vertue., +then-ducitas me 
eve of, their MiftiefFes judgeth tis-% veherg\non ather 
Qunſcll.is ealledtforgpivrhe: Page; her Favrt:boy; and 
the . Coach; man ;' ao Sibero.afiba; exerciied!y;! but 
oO. © * Coun- 
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Court warres; no other armour vſed , but vyhat the 
Taylor and Sempſter put on; no other enemy ſeene, 
but yvhat the Stage preſents, and no other cnd pro- 
pounded ro honour, then the purſuit of caſe and plea. 
ſure : Where the Yeomandrie(to'bee lightned of the 
heavie burthen that preſſeth them, by exaQtions and 
projeas) are content to paſle yyith theireſtates, to pur. 
chaſe themſclues thoſe lazie and idle attributes of ho. 
nour: And the Merchant, Mechanicke, and Husband. 
man, couſen cach other interchangeably ; and all for 
their private gaine, prey vpon the Common-wealth, 
there mult needes defolation and diflolution follow. 

I haue ſcene in Scorland the miſerable Cottages of 
the poore Hindes ; and 1 wondered awhile at the cauſe, 
imputing it either to the barrenneſle of the ſoyle, 
or the lazie difpoſition. of the Commons : Bur 
vyhen I looked vp higher, and inquired diligently 
into the true cauſe, I found the Land fertile, the poote 
men painfull, but the lordly Owner is in all the fault; 
who deſirous to liue at Court{not for aQtion, but idle- 
neſle) muſt raiſe his Rents to the extreameſ racke ; yea 
pull one piece from another vvith violent torture t0 
this end. And thathe may doe this the better , heene- 
uer lets out Leaſe but from yeereto yeere ; and he that 
gives moſt is the next new Farmer for my next new 
maſter : 1 ſay for my next new maſter, becauſe of late 
the auncient Owner, by this idle courſe hath leaned 
to out-law himſclfe of all ; ſo that the diligent tradeſ: 
man cates outthe lazic Lord : and as the Poet fingsof 
Troy, iam ſeges vbj Troja fuis, ſo may I fay of theſe, the 
Taylor hath taken meaſure of many faire Mannors, 
a0d ſfuryayed them by1he'Yard-wand; makipg that the 
T Iacobi- 
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luobs-fafſe to leuell the Nobilitie : who bejog carefull 
todreſle themſelues ſaperfluouſly brave, care not for 
their countrie , but make that naked and ragged ; and 
the poore Tenant vncertaine to ſtay longer then his 
yeare, is loih to builda neſt foranother bird : and fo 
the Land is 1mpouerished , and polled, and every thing 
expoſed to waſte. Bur this is not all the milchiefe , for 
the poore Tenant yndone alſo by this hard Farme, and 
outed of all , (having notwithſtanding his paines and 
providence, caten vp his horſe and cowes , and whole 
eſtate ) now fals cither to theft or beggerie; in vvhich 
lazie kinde of life, hee ſoone findes tfuch ſweetneſle, as 
hee wonders not now, that his Land-lord loued his eaſe 
ſo well,fince he ſees by experience, that proyerbe to bee 
true which ſaith 3 Well fare nothing once in the yeare_- ; tor 
ſuch as haue nothing are vvithout care or feare, and 
may ſit (ti}] when others muſt looke out. You may as 
well reclaime him from this courſe , as you could be. 
fore his Land-lord from that curſed crueltie and exaQti- 
on , whereby he firſt fleade his Tenant , and after ſtripr 
himſelfe , and puld his owne eltate ( in the juſt judge- 
ment of God ) ouer his owne eares. Now he fils the 

Common-wealth with beggers of his owne breed ( as 

lowſy perſons their next neighbors with vermine) and 

mecting with many like himſelfe, bound vp togetherin 

one fortune and condition , hee becomes yvith them a 

dangerous body, fit for any deſperate attempt, cither of 
thett, ryot, or rebellion ; as waters falling from a ſtcepe 

hill raiſe a floud in the next valley. And thus vvhercas 

they vyere profitable and diligent members , the idle- 

neſſe and Noth of other men hath made them ſuperfiu- 


OuSECxcremeants to be cut off or purged out ; for feare of 
| F farther 
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farther infetion. And whilſt I ſpeake of Scotland, be- 
cauſe it is there a generall praQiſe , I except not Erzland, 
as if this ſinne were a firanger in any part of Brittaine : 
For though 1 muſt confeſle it is not ſo vniverſalla cu- 
ſtome with vs, both in regard of ſome long Leaſes yet 
vnexpired, and of fore good men yet left, who beare 
the honorable CharaQers of their Anceſtors , and in re- 
gard of the Yeomandric ( who are not yet wholly cx. 
tinguished , and who are the only men that ſupport 
the liberty of the State , and make it ſtill retaine ſome 
reſemblance of the ancient countenance ) yet it hath 
gotten ſuch footing, that euen good men ( thinking 
they may doe with their owne what they liſt) forget 
that they are Gods ſtewards, to doe good with their 
goods ; and that they are truſted with ſuch an eitate, for 
the bencfite of more then themſclues , for which they 
muſt giue an accompt: but ſuppoſing themſclues to 
Sap-15-12+ Jiucin this world as in amarket , imagine there u nothing 
elſe for them to doe , but to buy and ſell , and that the only end 
of _ creation and being Was to gather riches , by all meanes 
ofavie. 

p And looke now from the Noble-man , or from the 
Pope himlſelfe, ( if wee count him the higheſt ) through 
euery office, trade, or profeſlion , to him that holdes 
the plough, if this be not the common practiſe and 
courſe of life, as if the very end of each mans becing 
were to inrich himſelfe by the loſſe of others , yea dy 
the loſle of all ; and the more he doth thus, the mote 
wiſe he is thought to bee, and the moreworthy of pre» 
ferment; and if he doth otherwiſe, he is eſteemed but 2 
ſimple fellow, vnfit for any imployment. Toinſtance 
this in two or three particular profeſſions at _—_ 
Ty ooke 
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looke ypon the Lawyers, and ſeewho it is amongſt 
them, that refuſeth to plead againſt truth and innocen- 
cy, forfalſchood and treaſon , if he may haue his Fee. 
Looke vpon the Clergie, if there bee not a D. Shaw, 
ready to juſtifie any ation or opinion which should be 
borne out with the ſtrength and authoritie of the time, 
and to prove it Canonicall and Orthodoxe, for the 
hope of preferment. 1 ooke into the Counnie, if the 
greedy Farmer doe not ingroſle three or foure ſeucrall 
Farmes , which had wont to maintaine as many fami- 
lies; whileſt, beeing voable to ſtocke all of them , orto 
follow all of them being ſtockt, he beggars hereby him» 
klf, the poore,his Land-lord,and the Commonwealth. 
Andthough this be contrarie to the Law of the Land, 
and to all conſcience , yet in hope of priuate gaine he 
will doc it to the publique loſſe. Looke into all Offi- 
ces either of the Church oc Common-wealth , if this 
abuſe be not generall:ſo that the places which had wont 
to maintaine , and imploy three or foure able men, are 
now ingroſt by one that perhaps vaderſtands nothing 
1a them , but muſt execute by deputy ; nay, wo 
this one ignorant man ingrofſeth two or three of thele, 
tothe generall detriment and diſcouragement of all. 
And whercas heeretofore able men both in ſtate and 
otherwiſe, were choſen to high and honorable places, 
who would neither giue bribes to come in, nor neede 
take any beeing in : Now others are imployed 100 of- 
ten, who mult bribe to come 1n, and mult needs take 
'bribes ro recouer their expences, and to maintaine their 
eſtates, being once come in. Would to God there were 
an At made, that whoſocuershould ſecke direaly or 
indirealy, by himſclte or friends, by mony or orhcr- 
F 2 wile 
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wiſe, any office in Church or Common-wealth, till he 
were thcreunto freely called and invited by ſuch as had 
lawfull power, might thereby be diſabled to enter, and 
bee caſt out, vpon proofe, beeing entred. Then men 
would labour to make themſelyes fit, and that might 
truly be termeda Caine, vvhich now is nothing but an 
intruſion, vſurpation, or purchaſe. Thus the ſtudie of 
privacie diſturbes and overthrowes all bleſſed commu. 
nitie, and turnes the bleſſings of God into curſes : for 
if God ſend plenty,the poore Farmer cannot liuc, things 
are ſo cheape, that all the increaſe hee hath cannot pay 
his Landlords Rent, it is ſet fo high, and proportio- 
ned to the greateſt increaſe, and to the greateſt price: 
And the Land-Jordcan abate nothing of his Rent , ha- 
ving ſet his apparell, dyet, and other expences at the 
higheſt pitch : if he Should abate of his Rent, hee muſt 
then abate of theſe alſo, which neither his wife, nor 
his childe, nor himſclfe yyill admut : Nay rather let the 
poore ſterue, let the Common-wealth decay , and the 
vvhole runne toruipe, then they rcforme any of their 
ſinnes, or forbeare any of their ſuperfluities. Thus 
therefore whereas wee had wont to pray for peace and 
plenty, vvhileſt charitic dwelt amongſt vs, now both 
rich and poore muſt pray for warre, ſcarcitie , and fa- 
mine, elſe one man cannot liue by another. 

This is the effe@ of privacie, whillt every man cares 
_ tor himſclfe,and negleas the Common-wealth : 
but thisis contrarie to the praiſe of the Piſmire, vvho_ 
likea good Common wealths-man , gathers for him- 
ſelfe and others in communitie. And therefore S/omon 
ſends ys to learne there a leflon of trac policie and wit- 
dome to doe the like : Goe to the Piſmire2, 0 Sloggard 

(lait 
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faith he) conſider ber Wugyes and bee Wiſe : that is, provide 
for others as well as for thy iclfe, provide for thy ſelfe 
yvith reſpe to all : To doe otherwiſe, is to play the 
foole; thus to doe, is to be truly wiſe. 

3. The Concluſion or extration remaines, which is, #0 
bewiſe: For that is the end or ſcope of all; the thing 
whercia vve truly reſemble the Angels, and excell the 
beaſtes. As one ſaith very vvell, that Reading makes 4 
full man, Wuriting a perfect man, and ſpeaking 4 ready man ; 


ſo fay I heere : conſider the P:ſmrire as a Naturaliſt, it Eccl, 38.14, 
will make thee a great.ſcholer : conſider her as a Mo- Eccl39.1- 


raliſt, itwill make thee a good and diligent man :con(t- 


&rher as a Polititian, it will make thee a good Citizen, Fcc1.49.4; 


agood Common. wealths-man. 

To be a great Scholer, a grear Philoſopher , to bee 
{ene in the hidden ſecrets of Nature , to have the Arts 
al onguems, the Langiuages ad verbum ; yea to know as 
much ia all as _Lr;#0ze; or inore then ſo, as much as S4- 
lomon did, is not yet toarriue at this point,to be wiſe. 

. To vnderſtand the whole bodie, of. Divinitie , to re- 
folue all the knotty controverſies. thatare in the world, 
or may bee imagined, to confute all the falshoods, to 
confirme all che truths that are propoſed| and oppoſed, 
to know as much as Salomon did ; and more, as much as 
Satan doth, is not yet to arriue at this point, tobe wiſe. 

To bee a great and. perfe& Politician , diving into 
thoſe arcans Impery that arc ſcaled vp in Glence: to bee 
acquainted with all forraine Countries and Cuſtomes, 
t0know the natures ofall people,and to be able to carry 
alweete hand, vyherewith to manage them caſily and 
naturally : to haueawit apt and ready for all times and 


turnes; fitting all perſons, places,and occaſions: to haue 
| F 3 G12es 
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Gizas Ring, to ſee all, yet bee ynſcene : Mydz cares, to 
hearcall , euen the whiſpering of the reedes : row 
eyes, to ſee all: Briarizs hands ; a finger in every corner 
of the world : to diffemble more artificially then M4 
chiauell, more naturally then Zews the eleventh: 10 ex. 
cced <Achitophel in crafty hypocriſie, to equall Fwlaior 
Salomon in warrantable, honeſt, and neceſflarie policie, is 
not yet to arriue at this point, ro be Wiſe. 

Fot he that will be wiſe, muſt not onely labour for 
vviſedome, {that is, to get the Theory o1 bare Speculation 
thereof as it is a Sczence) but when he hath gotten that, 
he muſt labour with wiſedome alſo, or elic hee can cf. 
' fe nothing : that is, he muſt shew his wiſedome in 
ation : tor 7 #r11s in adtione conſiftit. Wiledome 1s not gi- 
nen that we should fit (till and fNleepe with it , or play 
ordally with it, as with a pleaſant companion, but to 
dire&t vs in vertuous yndertakings._ 

There needesno wiſedome tofleepe, to bee ſilent, 
or to be idle ; the foole can doe all thete as well as Salo» 
01 : Put ro watch when others ſlcepe, and to that 
purpoſe that others may ſleepe the ſafer; to worke when 
others play, and to that end, that the idleneſle of one 
may not be prejudiciall to many, toall : to ſpeaxe when 
others will not, cannot, dare not; and ſo to ſpeake, that 
Others may beinformed, awaked , cdificd, warned, in- 
ſtruacd, and made wiſer : this'requires wiſedome , this 
is to be Wiſe : that is , dil:gent, diicreet , and couragious, 

1he idle and ſecure people were drowned in the ge- 
nerall Deluge : there needed no great wildome to Joe 
as they did. A foole can (it ſtill, and laugh, and ſing, 
till the vyater ſtop his winde,-and he be drowned ; and 
{0 can a drunkard , or a mad-man:; but to obcy the 

| yoycc 
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yoyce of God, to vvarne andadmonish others, to build 
the Arke,to prouide for the creatures as a maſter for his 
ſeraants,toenter into and ſtay in the Arke, till the ful- 
neſſe of time apointed by God vyvas accomplished ; this 


required vviſedome, this yvas to be truly vyiſle : as Salo- Sap. 10,4, 


mou faith , Wiſedome When the earth Was overflowne , preſers 
ved it ag1ine governing the juſt manby a little Wood. 

To vvaſte and impoverish a plentifull Eſtate like a 
Prodigall, ro ſucke the life-bloud out of the Common- 
yvalth, thereby to deje the ſpirits of men vvith their 
fortunes, and ſo ſubjugate them vader the yoke of fla. 
rerie, to drawall the juyce and marrow from the veints 
and bones of a people , requires no great vvit to bring 
about : We ſee Claudius the dullard , N-ro the Mounti- 
banke; Caligu/a the debosht diunkard, (that had neither 
yitnor honeſtie) could doe thisas vycll and as readily, 
$Tiberis , that had vvitvvithout honeſtic: But to fiill 
theveines of a decayed eſtate, to inrich a Common- 
wealth, to reſtore libertie, and to rule by vertuous 
Lawes: this requires vviſdome, and this is to be thus 
Wſe. For the vvcalth ofa State, ſtands not altogetherin 
the yvealch of one man ; The Prince may be rich, and 
the State poore; but if the State, be rich the Prince muſt 
needs be rich alſo, his vvealth conſiſting in his ſnbjeas 
lone: And vyhat he is, compared vvith his ovvne,isnot 
reſpeted; but yvhar he is, compared to his neighbours, 
enemies, or Confederares abroad: nor is it vvorth 
thought, vyhar he hath alone in particular,but vvbathe 
o_ inthe generall, as a Prince in his peoples at- 

lons. 


To commit Idolattie , (as allthe World did) to call Gen.1.13, 
that vniverſall , coinmon , and catholique confution, and, 12. I, 


Gen, 19.16 
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Paitie;to ranne a whoring afrer our owne imaginati. 
ons, or the blinde obedience of out blinde leaders, re- 
quires no great light of wiſedome,, but what the fire of 
our owne luſt affoordeth. But'(to doe as Abraham did) 
to come out of 7dolazrie, to leaue his parents and natiue 
Country; to deny our predeceſſors, and our ſelves alfo 
inticing vs to 7dolatrie, this requires true wiledome, that 
is, to be thus Wiſe. | | 
To cate, drinke, daunce, and riſe yp to play with the 
Sodomites; to abuſe our bodies woorfe then beaſts in 
ſinnes not to be named, there needs no other wiſedome 
then to follow the ſway of our owne corrupt concupi- 
ſcence; a beaſt can do this ( but that hee hath more wit 


Sap-10-6-7--then to doc it) vvith 2s much diligence as man : but to

line ſoberly and chaſtly in this filthy place ; to make 
heere a covenant with our eyes, and eares, and tongue, 
and heart, that one should not ſet the other on fire ; to 
Jeaue this polluted place, not tolooke backe, or touch 
a ragge ſtayned with the flesh, but with diligence to flee 
from Sodome to Zoar, this requires wiſedome, and this is 
to be thus wiſe. 

This wiſedome heere ſpoken of, is requiſite in every 
worke wee take in hand: It lifteth vp the head of him 
that is low, and maketh him fit among great men, and 
it ſatisfieth the deſire of all men living : yea faith Se- 


Prov.13.29 mn, A diligent man in his buſmeſſe flandeth before kings,O'+ 


Nor can this vviſedome bee attayned vvichout much 
diligence: for though God filles the heart of cucry 
expert workman vvith vviſedome, making him natu- 
rally apt 1o climbe towards ſome perfeion,yet he hath 
appointed labour as the meanes of attayning this cx-

Hee 
travelled into forraine Lands, not onely for his private 
pleaſure or profit, to attaine the Languages, orc learne 

ashions, or by way of merchandize to enrich himſelte, 
(which are the ends: propoſed and pnrſued by-all our 
moderne Travellers) but for the publique , that hee 
mightreturne able to ſerue the Common-wealth, and 
bring homeſome knowledge with him, to cnrich, a 
dorne, or reforme the State wherein he was borne. 
'> Thus divers of the Heathen Philoſophers did the 
like, whileſt either becing banished their Countries, 


or making a'yoluntarie traycll, they obſerved whatſoe- 


ver they law might bee beneficiall to their Countries 
and brought it home with them for the generall pro« 
fit of all. Thus did Zycurgue, Pythagoras, Solon, Socrates, 
Plato, LAriftotle, 8eneca; and before all theſe, Moſes, that 
mirror of Magiſtrates; who beeing forced to flic from 
his nativeſoyle, in forty yceres ſpace had time to rc- 
examine , and purge the Arts hee had learnt io Egypt, 
and by forraine conference, and divers ſeverall chan- 
ges of fortune, 10extra@ principles of wiſcdome and 
experience for future times, For aſſuredly hee that ne- 
ver met croſſes or troubles, be his nature never ſo preg- 
nant , can be but a foole, in compariſon of what hce 
might be, or in.compariſon of. others, But the beſt 
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Maſter is he that hath ſerved;the beſt Pilot, he 1h: t hath 
beene shipwrackrt ; the beſt Goveraour, hee that hath: 
obeyed ; and the belt teacher, he that hath erred. Aſſu-: 
redly the Crowne of old men , (eſpecially of Princes) 15 to have 
much experience, and the feare of God is their glorie, Caſt 
your eyes backe tO Abraham, Iſaac, Iacob , Ioſeph, David, 
and all the ſervants of God, and marke how they were 
fitred for their vocations, & put to many hard ſchooles 
tolearne wiſedome : yea Sa/omon himſcite, into whom 
God infuſed a plentifull portion of witedome , did nor- 
withſtanding increate and perfect the ſame by experi- 
ence, So that though in his other words and writings 
he excel] other men , yet in his Zccle/iaFes, (which is a 
ſurvey, areview , a cenſure of all both of his life, his 
yyords, and yvorkes , and yvritten in age after all this 
addition of experience) he therein excels himſclfe, 

Conſider in our owne daycs what difference there 
hath beene betwixt Princes and great perſons, who 
have neuer felt or feared the change of their Eſtates,and 
others who baue beene perſecuted from their Cradles, 
and ſo forced to beware of their ſeeming friends, aſwell 
as of their profeſt encmics. 4 16153-5080, | | 

Conſider if ever Age affoorded ſuch three Contem- 
poraries , as Elizabeth then of England, Henry the fourth 
of France, and [ames our preſent King and Sayeraigne. 

The firft and laſt perſecuted from their Cradles, be-

did till herlaſt, and the other doth continue a Defender 

of the Faith, in ſpite of Hell, whoſe gates could never 
prevaile (though ſer wide open) to touch a hayre of 
their heads.

Sunne exhales vapours from the Sea; theſe , botteled 
vpin cloudes, fall dovyne in shovvers , and refiesh the 
earth , and ſo by rivers and dzaynes,-as by VcInES, paſſe 
into the ſea againe, from yyhencethey aroſe. _ 

And this is to be ſecne , eſpecially inihe Exciſe of 
Wine and Beere, yyhere every Hereticke and Schiſmaticke, 
that loues his liquor though he.hates the State , and 
euery drunkard and debosht perfon , vvo beiog firſt a 


flaue to ſottishnetie, cates notto yyhom cliche becomes: 
Z OS H 3 a flaue, 
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And yet this diligence of theirs, in winning much 
Land from the Seas viurpation ;/and this providence 
of theirs , 1a making $hift to live with their Families at 
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4 {laue, are made by this ſecrct and infenſible meanes 
to contribute towards the warres ; yea and the careleſlc 
and improvident ſoaldier , who ſpends his intertaine- 
ment idcly, and fejlech (as it were) his blood for 
drinke, and his flesh for bread, is, as if he werea vo- 
luntary , and ſerued at his owne charge : for cuciy pay- 
6ay , he payes backe his -meanes to the Sutler, and heto 
the common purle. | | 
Now as they pay Exciſe generally ypon all Beere,ſo 
eſpecially great Exciſe vpon forreigne Wine and Beere, 
3. Firſt becauſe, though they cannot altogether keepeit 
out, for that it should hinder their trading, yet that this 
may bcea meanes to reſtraine and limit the exceſle 
thereof , being but for matter of pleaſure, not neceſlitie. 
2.Secondly, by this meanes their owne Beere and 
Batly is vented at good rates , which if ours were gene. 
rally and freely admitted, would ſcarce be vendible; and 
ſo menare excited and incouraged to ſow, mault, brew, 
and to ſceke to ſupply the Common. wealth within it 
ſelte , without borrowing abroad. 

And whilſt I conſider this, I can but ſometime 
wonder ( perhaps in my ignorance) at our teſiraints 
about the-out-Jading of Corne and Beere, even when 
there is no dearth but plenty, if men were forced to 
bring out their ſtore. Aſluredly if in the time of ſcar- 
city , when God ſeemes to call ys to faſting and humili. 
ation , (as at this preſent) faſling were enjoyned and 
{triQly obſcrucd , and the Alchouſes daily and duly viſi- 
ted for auoyding of tdlenes , drunkennefle and exceſſue 
xyor , there needed no other prouifion againſt fa- 
mine. But this is the plague, theſe Statutes being penall 
Nc beg'd atoichand , Ot left to the pu rſuite af boovies 
- and

#nd'baſe Promoters, who compound the forfeiture and 
cooſen the: Lawe ;-or committed tothe overſight of 
ſuch-as are Ingroſlers themſclues, who deſire to hauc 
all things deere, that' they may yent their owne com- 
moditics at the beſt rate , and ſogrow rich , though the 
Common wealth waxe poore. ' '- TS 

3+ Thirdly from this Exciſe of forraine Beere and 
other commodities the State makes more gaine to- 
wards the maintenance of the warres and other pub. 
lique workes, then all the reſt that deale in them, For 
in, Beere- eſpecially they double the price , and haue 
clearely as much for the Exciſe as the Merchant paid to 
the Bruer. Now inthis they do the parts of prouident 
fathers, who ſeeing their prodigall children waſte their 
portions ,. they yaderhand Iend money, which their 
childrea know not of , and ſo preſerue their Lands 
from fale:, and their pawnes from forfcirure, returning 
them againe when they hauc more wit to keepe theny 
and vie them, 

And in my conceit, this were a good 79j/e to take our 
frogall Fexes, and a ſare trap for out negligent 'drun- 
kards and prodigall heires ; who being only niggardly 
in publique works where they should trecly giue , wilt 
grutch todiſburſe ſix pence towardes the maintenance 
ofthe Miniſter, and reliefe of the poore, or twelue 
pence towardes a Subſedy for defence of the State , or 
for the Kingsand Kingdomes honour , when they wilt 
at that very time, willingly ſpend ren times ſo muchirr 
ryot and exceſle , nener feeling or complaining of the 
matter, thovgh: they continued rhis courſe eue!y day, 
and cannot by perſwaſions of reaſon,or' the force and 


authoritic of the lawes of God or man,bediuertedand 
; | H 4 diawne 
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dravne from it: ſuch abaſeneſſe there isin'man;, fich 
a dull and beaſtly fortishneſfle in nature ,' to contrary 
Religion and reaſon, eſpecially being ſeconded in any 
euill by company, and confirmed therein by cuſtome, 
paſtreclaiming. Ou [Es VIBL HIST 05 

Now if the vnited Provinces had peace with' Spaine, 
as other Coantries haue,'or were 'in ſubjection to 
Spaine , as not onely the Spanyards, but ſome of their 
owne infeted members, and ſome others perhaps of 
Outs, inconfiderately (as I ſuppoſe) feeme- to defite: 
then neither should they be ſecure of their owe lives, 
eſtates, and ljbertics, nor their neighbors ſafe by them, 
For aſſuredly, howiocver men flatter themſelves, as the 
Catholike King would be King of all Catholike ſub- 
jets, ſo moſt of the ſceme to detire him fot their head: 
Bur $hould they be ſo vnhappy as to haue their deſires, 
what were they but flaves? ſince: where the Spaniard 
comes, he ſets himſclfe downe like an abſolute and ty- 
rannicall Lord , ſilencing all Lawes bue his owne, 
which are as thoſe of the Medes and Perſians ; yea as 
thoſe of Drao written in blood; Never did the Lurdanes 
more Lord it in Ezg/ard, then they where they con- 
quer,or be let in vpon any tearmes; tell me Naples, Hi- 
lan, Autwerpe, if this be not true. And though Religion 
be made the italking-hoiſe ro infaruate and bewitch 
the mindes of men , and make thera betray themſelues 
and their Countrics to flaveiie ; yet the Laike becing 
dared, and the Woodcocke in the Net, that maske is 
caſt away, and there js a much truſt to their promiſes, 
as to the Moores their Kinſmen and late Counrimen,

peace with Spaine , then they aſt trade , as others doc, 
at the appointment 'of Spaiue ; who hauing once the 
Faſt and Weſt mazes in poſſeſſion, would force all £- 
rope to be their Retailers,and that ypon moſi ſervile and 
ynequall conditions , and ſo to take all commodities of 
them at the ſecond hand , and to vent them for their 
profit only. Whereby , bauing before the Indies, thoſe 
fountaines of gold and filuer in their power, they would 
alſo this way ingroſſe all the wealth of Chriſtendome 
into their coffers; and thereby inable and armethem. 
{clues to accomplish that: vaiverfall Dominion they 
aymeat. For: what should let them , whilſt they had 
the linewes of warre at command , and felt themſielnes 
firong enough torush into the battel when they plea- 
fed , and ſo to ſurpriſe others vnprovided' and vna- 
warcs? whereas now the vnited Provinces mecte with 
much of their Marchandize at an indifferent rate, 
and ſometime exchange Leade and Iron for Gold; not 
admitting them to be Mafers of the whole world by the 
Popes Donation, having as good 4 title as they had, Whili# 
they haue a ſword and power to wake good their title , as they 
did and doe.

Againe, it the Yaited: Provinces were-all one with 
Spaines, or vaſſals to it, then were their conjuntion 
much more: tertible ::for having; before the: greateſt 
Land, force:of any Potentate in Chriſtendome, if to 
this there. were ; added their-flrength art ſea;, wherein 
they excecde all Chrifian States but our owne,, who then 
conld withſtand-him ? for, if he frighted vs, eucn at 
Seca, in 88. when wee had theſe to: helpe ys, 'to guard 
our Coaſts, and:to.keepe>backe;, anddiuert the;Prince 
of Parma from his intended attempts, what then would 
he do having theſe to helpe him, and when he should 
finde not only the Haucns of Dunkerke; Newport',Oftend 
$luce,but allthe Coaſts of Zeelandand mt {omany 
mouthes ; opeti to aſſault and'devoure vsat an inſtant ; 
and oportune toland fresh forces and ſupplics of all 
Kindes at pleaſure ? - This truth Eſconeds, Secretary to D. 
Iohn of Auſtria , ſaw long ſince, and at this day the Spa- 
wiardices it too well; and therefore labours more for 
theſe Countries then for the Indies ;' nay , he waſteth and 
mployes willingly all his 124;a» treaſure about the 
terching in ofthelez becauſe he ſees it to be more for 
his profit, at leaſt more conducing to the dire& end 
of hisaymes., to haue 2heſe then: #hoſe.

bim i - regard of Religion ; Wee beeing for Chrift, and hee for 
Antichriſt. | | | 

Thus had he theſe Conntries joyned to thoſe Zee 
poſſeſſeth, together with thoſe that are Clients, ſubjeQs, 
or vaſlals to the Houſe of 4u#ria, Germany were wholly 
poſſeſſed , open roades by Sea and Land made to the 
conqueſt of Demmarke and Sweden ; France were be- 
fieged -and girt' about', Eglavd cither ſubjected or 
blockt vp , and $hut out of the world, and all Chri- 
ſtendome in daunger of a violent and ſodaine ſurpriſe 
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by Sea and Land. It concernes all theſe therefore to 


looke about them , eſpecially the petty Princes of Ger- 
marie , except they intend to hold their Crownesat the 
courteſie of Spaine, and become fellow vaſſals with the 
reſt of Europe , to the Catholique Sea and Sceptcr at. 
once, as they haue dishonorably ſuffered their ncigh- 
dours to be by diſ-union. Whereas the uwited Prouinces,

ſecure, by reaſon theſe States and their Countries are 
imbroylcd, and they againe inrich themſclues by that 
which impouerish the Eng/i5h and all other Nations, 
(for which partly they may thanke the warres)I meane 
by the Eaſt-India» Voyages, wherein they hauec theſe 
aduan tages, which ( I tuppoſe) others want. 

1. Firſt, they goc with lefſe-charge then others both 
for menand viaualls. Their ships requiring fewer per- 
ſons to man them , and their men lefſe vituall and 
courſer to keepe them, then ours, Beſides , many of 
thery are venturers , and ſo sharers in the gaine: And 
therefore wilbe content to live with litile, to indure 
all difficulties , to worke out all hazards with pati- 
£nce, and bee good husbands for the geoerall , whillt 
they know the profit redounds totheir particulars. 

2. Secondly, they carry out no coyne from their 
owne State , but what they bring in of others ; their 
owne being kept baſe ( perhaps for theſe purpolcs ) ſo 
that they furnish themſclues elſwhere , and weaken not 
the wealth and common ſtocke which is currant in the 
State, 

3. Thirdly, they vent the commodities which they 
bring from thence, for the moſt part in other places, 
and returne either mony, or other more necefiaric 
fupplies, in ſtead of the lefle neceſſarie , which they 
carry out. 

4. Foutthly, they make ( as I haue before noted ) an 
ealic exchange , not trading ypon ſo ſtrit conditions as 
wee doe, but freely as the Spaniard doth with them 
and others;and ſo oftentimes me ete their commodities 
halfe Way , and barter powder and $hot , for Pepper, 
Cloucs , and other ſpices. 5. Fifily, 
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s. Fiftly, They hane a large territoric and ample 
command-in' the Eaſt-/ndjes, from whence they haue 
expelled the Spaniard and Portugal! by force, and ſo haue 
farre better oportunity & conyenicncie to trade there, 
then any other Nation whatſoever ; nay, they are able 
to lade themſclues from their owne Lands. Yea, it is in- 
credible what ſtrength they haue in thoſe parts both of 
men, Forts, and Confederates; and what a circuit of 
ground they command, whereupon thoſe rich com- 
modities are growing : All which they haue wonne 
with cheir induſtrie, wifedome, and valour, from this 
Enemy of theirs, having crackt his credit there among(? 
the Infidels, as they hope to do heere alſo amongſt true 
belecyers. Neither hath He hope either there or here; 
ever to recover what Hee hath loſt both in reputation 
and Rent, except Hee can worke a diviſion amongſt 
themſelves, or at leaſt betwixt them and vs: which 
therefore to effe&, He turnes every ſtone, and tryes all 
concluſions Policie can invent. Bur I truſt, even Thoſe 
of theirs that are moſt intereſted in the quarrels of the Church 
at home , and thoſe of ours Who are moſt intereſied-in the Ex- 

frerne quarrels, ſee the ylue of thele differences too well, 
togiue ſcope to their affeions ſo farre , as thereby to 
be made inſtruments to repoſleſſe the Spanyard either 
here or there in the ground he hath loſt. Sincewhae 
they ar home helpe to giue the Spanyard, they take from 
their owne Libertic; and whatwe take,or helpe to take 
from the Hollander to giue ro-that State, is to take from 
our ſelves, to giue to our enemies, whilſt we weaken 
our beſt friends, and make the generall enemy of Chri- 
ſtendome ſtrong, for our owae certaine ruinc among(t 


others, . 
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As for the terrible-grouth- of the Hollander , which 
ſome ſeeme to ſtartle at;it cannot fright ys ; lince: their 
principall ſtrength is at-ſea, and ſo obnoxious to many 
vaayoydeable dangers in their trade, except they hold 
good correſpondencie with' vs. For our veryCoaſt 
wilbceuerable to command them, and hold them in 
awe, and they muſt reſolue. either in ſtormes to ride 
out all hazards,& fight againſt winde, tide , rocks, ſands, 
and all other caſualties , or to ſubmit themſclues to the 
mercie of our harbours. And in calmes or- fayre wea- 
ther they muſt paſſe euery flie-bote,, atikeaſt every Fleet 
they ſend out and receiue:-home,, with a guard ſuth- 
cient to keepe vs vnder hatches ; otherwiſe wee shall be 
ſure to gaine more by their voyages, then they them- 
{clues that are the venturers. Now how impoſlible it is 
forihat State'to preucnt theſe diſaſters of theirs, and 
aduantages of ours , is apparent to-any man thit obſer: 
hcth the (ituation of their Coaſt and ours,and: conlide- 
rcth how much one Denkerkeſtandes now in their way. 

Thus therefore whether they trade as Marchants or 
men of warre, and yyhether they labour to increaſe 
their Eſtate at home or abroad;, or 10-hold their owne 
already acquired, our friendship is ſo/abſolutely neceſ- 
ſarie, as they can doe nothing -vvithoutit, nor ſtirout 
vvithout leaue. So that God hath bound vs together by 
an vndifſolueable band of neceſlitie; and it were well 
therefore that our hearts afivell- as our Lands, and our 
trades inall other places, aſwell as-at. hone , ;were ſo 
vuited. Now if I may haue licence after ſo-many judi- 
cious perſons that haue handled our trade in the Eaſt- 
Indies to and fro, and grounded theirreaſons vpon cx- 
pericnce, to caſt in my conjeaures, I would ſay, the 
£auſe wee thrine not al that VOYage,1is ©

quire more Mariners then theirs, and the moſt that goe 
haue ſmall or no ventures., Great men being all the 
sharers: and thoſe that go meerely as ſeruants , beſides 
that they. are. not ſo carefull of the maine aduenture as 
they should bee, and would if they were owners, wilbe 


well payde and full fed,, notwithſtanding -howſocver- 


the Voyagefals out. at: 

- 2- Secondly , our ships carry out much ſiluer, ſome 
by permiſſion , more: by ſtcalith ; and this is ſure, no- 
thing weakens: a State: ſo: muchas tranſportation of. 
coyne. Let otherthings be tranſported outof the Land, 
or bee deare or cheape within the Land, all is one; this. 
or that man may bee the richer or poorer, the State is 
the ſame till. But where mony is exhauſted, and the 
returne doth-not:.caunteryaile the out-going, there the 
State decayes by degrees. As for example , if our Cloth, 
Corne, Beere, Saffron, Tinne, Hides, and the like, will 
pay for our Silkes;, Wine, Spice, Tobacco, &c. wee may 
ſtill live, though wee live poorely (as luxurious bodies, 
who haue- good lomackes ;to ſupply: and renue, their 
decayed firength. and wearied ſpirits) but if we. waſte 
more one way ; then the other will counteryaile, whilſt 
wee have no other commings in. of Bullion from the 
Indies, as Spine, hath and wee, wont to haue,, our King- 
dome mult needes decay and fall into pouertic, wan« 
ting monie ; which is properly the wealth and.ſtrength 
Ofa State : Euen as wee ſec naturall bodies, when they 
are libidinous, fall into conſumptions, becauſe their ex 
pences exceede their revenues and commings in. 

, 3+ Thirdly , wee. may obſerue our waſte , andſo our 
weakenes in; this kinde, when _ ſpend: in England 
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more wine, velvets, Silks, gold and ſilver, in Laces, ſm: 
broderie, Guilding ; more Sugar, Tobacco, Drugs and 
Spices,then they do perhaps, in the places from whence 
wee fetch them, and where Nature hath made ſome of 
them necetfarie nourighments: ſo that our owne ships 
are. not ſufficient to furnish 'vs, but others alfo vent 
much of theſe their vanities vpon our Coaſt, Thus per- 
haps this orthat man may be the richer by this Trade, 
but I cannot conceive how the publike purſe is filled 
with Bullion, or the Commonwealth advanced, bur r#- 
ther much impoverished, and miſerably weakned by it. 
As for ſuchas ſay , The Kings Cuſtome is the greater, 
and shipping increaſed by it, I can conceive noproba- 
bility in cither,but conjeRure, that ſtocke which is there 
waſted, and worne out with viſe, would in both theſe 
reſpes, be more beneficiall, were it any other-where, 
or any otherwiſe employed. a Eu 
4- Fourthly, weare tyed toſuch hard conditions,as 
muſt needes- bee a venter indeed, if wee profit by the 
Voyage : For if we be ſtrong; we muſt not teach; with- 
out Spaixe ſcales the Warrant z and if we be weake , wee 
become a prey to them - orany other: :anore potent. 
Thus we are (ent out as sheepe among Wolves, and 
like Doyes among Kites ; and if we ſtirre any of theſe 
contrary to expreſic order, that Iuſtice ,-which would 
moderate all commerce amongſt Chriſtians, in an eyen 
and equal! Balance, makes a preſident of his owne, and 
mues vs vp at our returne. | = 31 | 
5, Fiftlyand laſtly, we have no Land, or a very lit- 
te in thoſe Parts, and ſonot the like meanes from our 
owneannuall crops to lade our ownevhips, or the like 
liberty and oportyniry to furnish our ſelues by __

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with thoſe ſeverall Nations, as they have. 
. But now if it were poſſible to vnite our Trades there, 
and to bring both- Nations into one Corporation , it 
would be a meanes to ſtrengthen and aſſure both parts 
here and there , andtoentich both parts without feare 
of any third, or falling out amongſt our ſelyes. 
"For: 1 verily beleeve , that that diſguſl berwixt. the 
two Nations.in the Eaft-Indies , was not ſent thither 
without a Rowish practiſe : nor can Lbeleeve, that thoſe 
many delayes and dallyings fince vſed in the compoſi- 
tion of thoſe grievances , and in not ſatisfying His Ma- 
Jelties juſt demands , proceeded. altogether. from free 
_ -andloyall: thoughts to their owne State, but had the 
corrupt mixture of Sparzsb Lees in the bottome. Which 
may teach ys to be more charitable, then to cenſure the 
whole Nation for the prattiſe of ſome few.: ſince wee 
may conſider ,, this State is compounded of members 
diverſly affeted.; and that the good and bonett people 
doe ſufter in our ſafferings , whilſt they ſee the others 
offer vs injurie, vpon purpoſe to make vs breake off, 
for the benefit ofthcir Grand Signior.. mo 
Thus we bave. ſcenca glimpſe of that profit, which 
the wnired Provinces make of i 4k Land:enemy :- their 
other Enemy. is the Water both ſalt and fresh ; of this 
likewiſe they make a profitable friend, as I will labour 
briefly to manifeſt, 424 | 
The Sea lyes continually raging vpon. their Coaſts 
in ſuch a manner, asifit would hourely cate them vp, 
and fallow all at a mouthfull. It over-lookes them, 
and they ſceme, tolye vnder it : yet they keepe out this 
ſtrong enemy at the armes cnd by artand induſtrie, ha- 
Ying nothing bat, compicrs and. fortifications ond 
+ a 0 
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to oppoſe it. To make theſe ſtrong therefore, and to 
nite them thar they may not be blown away with the 
violence of every ſtorntiy vvinde, it is incredible” yyhar 
paines they take, ſetting a kind of long graffe ypon the 
ſame barren Sands, as curiouſly and pnuary , as VVee 
ſet flowres and hearbes in our gardens : vvhich 'graſſe 
once getting roote, bindes the-earth rogether , that the 
winde cantiot readily come'to blow it away, atid tea- 
cheth them by the like combination to turne- their 
weakeneſſe into the like ſtrength. Now this were 'n0- 
thing, if they had but a little banke to keepe, but conſi- 
dering what # large Coaſt they are to-gnard atid make 
good in this manner, (wanting 'our natural yvalles of 
rocke) it is a' miracle that they shonld haue ſo: much 
courage as to vndertake it, and ſo much conſtancie as 
to purſue it,and-ſo much cunning as to effect ir. I wake 
no'queſtion if ſome Nations; who rare theit” heades 
alofe ; hadthe like worke in hand,” they would cither 
neuer attemptir, or faintand give oncrin the midſt ; & 
rather with the Zelvetians , ſeeke'new Countries to in- 
habite, then be at ſach a continuall coſt and care to de- 
fend their owne' againſt two'ſach '<hemies at once: 
vyhen theſe notwithſtanding, donot only keepe their 
ground, but as they hane dealt vyith Spaine for his in- 
ruſion ypon their ancient Libertics', Rights, and Pri- 
viledges, fo heere they haye wonne vpon the Ocean, 
and' recovere@'a great part from the Seas vſurpation; 
part vvhetcof,,. having neither ſarid nor orher ſoyle to 
helpe then, they defend vvith ſtupendiois' heapes of 
ſtone, vvhich, vvith.incredible coft, they fetch from 
their neighbor Princes, euch in places farre remore,, for 
monic;and with'a'continiall ſupply of theſe from rime 
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totime, Keepe out theentrance of ſo furious an-adver. 
fary. The aflavlt and battery vyhich the Sea makes in 
this one place that I. haue. ſeene , is about an English 
mile loag or- more, which they defend-and maintaine 
yvith huge pilesof timber (brought likewiſe from fo- 
reigae parts) inter-lined vvith thoſe heapes of ſtone 
ore-mentioned about the bredth of two or three acreg 
all that vvay : otherwiſe the Sea would breake in ouer 
all, and-ſoone determine the controuerſie betwixt thena 
and Spazne, taking poſſeſſion of all from both of them 
Thus wee ſee how this: people : maintaine their 
owne, both againſt the King of Spaine and the Ocean, 
by helpes vvhich they fetch from forraine Nations; 
vvhilſt both ther ſoaldjers,yvherewith they oppoſe the 
Spaniard, are principally ſtrapgers,: and the very walles 
and bankes , vvhercby they hold out the Sea are like- 
wiſe forraine, andfar-fetcht. ' And thisis none of the 
leaſt part of the Piſmires wifedome and diligence : to 
which S/omon ſends vs for imitation , whilſt he ſaith, 
=> zo the Piſmire , 0 Sluggard , Conſider her Wayes , and be 
&.:* p : 4 
Now as they haue this open andable enemie, the 
Ocean, beſieging them almoſt about, & aſſaulting them 
vvithout continually; ſo haue they vvithin the faczzoue 
freth-Wwarers , that! yvill keepe within no: bankes (like 
Schiſmatickes , without the ſalt of ſobriety and diſcreti- 
on) onerflowingthem art certaine ſeaſons. ; Infomuch 
as their ſoyle ſeemes a ſpunge in Summer, and a ſtan- 
ding Meare in Winter; for then, almoſt, all the face of 
the Continent'is ynder water. Bur ſee what profit they 


make of this Adycrfarie , whillt cuttiog ilarge paſſages 
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from place to place with incredible coft, theſe waters 
worke for them continually as fairhfull' eruants, con- 
veying their eartiages by this meanes, to and fro, ina 
cheaps, eaſie, and fafe manner. And ſuch vſe doubtleſſe 
do they make of the ſecuerall ſes and Religions , by 
neceſlitie tollerated among them , to helpe to carry 
the generall charge and burthen' of the Common. 
wealth, withthe greater eaſe andaſſurance. 

Nay not only the water, - but the winde alſo is theit 
journeyman , and labors continually for them by Mils 
and other Engines ; ſome pumping and forcing the wa- 
ters out of their ſurrounded paſtures ; ſome preſling 
oyles, others bearing flaxe, hempe , copper;ſomegrin- 
ding corne , others ſpice; ſome making paper , others 
ſawing timber; and briefly, neither man , woman , 
or child , neitherſea nor land, neither water nor winde 
ſuffered to be idle,but whereſocyes it blowes , it blowes 
good toſome of them. And it is remarkable & wonder- 
full, that though there be many of theſe Mils in every 
towne, yet none of them lacke worke , but haue aſmuch 
to do as they can turne their hands to attend. But whilſt 
wee confider the harmony of the whole , togethet 


_ with the neceffarie dependancie of one part with and 


ypon another , wee readly ſee, that theſe Mils helpe 
to imploy their hips, and their ships them interchan- 
geably ; So that whercas one ſaith wittily but not 
well, How all theelements conſpire there together t0 
be naught, to Shew their diſlike of the naughty people, 
I may trulyſay, All the naughty Elements arc forced 
there to do good, to shew the yertuc and diligence of 
the good people, who conſpire together in honeſt la- 
dor andaxcificjall induſtrie. And this is cne of agg 
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ſes they can do things they vndertake, at cheaper rates 
then many with ys, becauſe they make the artificiall 
Engine to worke for them, vvhich with the eaſe at- 
tendance of one or two diſpatcheth the bulineſle, per- 
haps, of tweaty. Thus as Sertoriue taught his yveake 
ſouldier to pull off the horſe tayle, haire after haire, 
which a ſtronger could not moue together all at once, 
ſo theſe make their ſtrong wits ſupply the defeat of 
weake handes,and with the helpe of Pa/llzs or Mercarie, 
effect thar yyhich Briarizs would wonderat. By this 
meanes an infinite number of people are imployd in 
Shippes, Samorcules, Hoyes, Skutes, and Botes , to car- 
zy and recarry commodities, to fisch, fowle , and trade 
Hon towne to towne. So that, though it be hard (as I 
haue ſayd) to determine whether the Land or Sea be 
molt inhabited by this Nation; yet it is very proba- 
ble, and I verily belecue, that if their Land feedes one, 
and inricheth one, the water feedes two, and inricheth 
ten for that one. And ſo excellently haue they contri- 
ved theſe channels , as they.ſerue not only for neceſſa- 
ric draines to their grounds, and for highwaycs' in 
tranſporting their goods commodiouſly fron place to 
place, but for arnamentsalfo to beautific aſwell as in- 
rich their Townes, where the Ships and Botes paſle vp 
and downe through their ſtrectes , and loade and vn- 
loade, take-in,anddeliuer wares at their doores; the Li- 
vers being walled on both ſides with faire houſes , and 
the bankes ſer orderly and pleaſantly with trees ia moſt 
places as you paſſe the common ſtreetes of greateſt 
dealing and ſtirring. | 
Thus trade they withia land among(t themſelues-to 
the exceeding pleaſure ang profit of all , and abroad at 
; K 4 SS 
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Sea by the Eaſt and Weſt Indian Voyages, by their fich- 
ings for Whale , Cod, Sturgeon » Herring, and ihe like, 
they imploy a world of Shippes and merr, and by this 
meanes are not only able to maintaine the vyarres , but 
to helpe their neighbors alſo vvith Men and money :. 
and notyyithſtanding all this, to build and plant yvirh 
ſuch coſt and curiofitie , as if they meant not to loſe the 
poſſeſſion , ordid it for the vſe of other men , eſpecially 
thejr goodfriends the Spaniards. Nay rather they ſcame 
to build thus richly and /gorgeouſly vpon purpole, asif 
they imtended by that meanes to intice the couetous 
andambitious Spaniards to aſſault them , and yet vvith- 
all roaflure the Aſlaylants of their reſolution , to ſtand 
out to the laſt man ; and that they take not ſuch paines 
for the pleaſure of any other, but themſchues and their | 
ovyne children, eſpecially not for their Enemies, vvhom' 
they rather contemane then feare, as theſe evidences 
manifeſt. 

Now as wee paſle along, it will not be amiſſe to 
ſpeake aword of their buildings , whichare faire, large, 
vniforme, all of brick , edged with marble or free-ſtone. 
No coſt is ſpared either ro adorne them without or 
within , or to adapt them to the owners vie. Many of 
their houſes are paved with blacke and white Marble, 
and curiouſly fronted and in-layd with diuerſe rich 
pieces. Yea the paving of their ſtreetes isſuch, being | 
much of It bricke laid edge-wiſe , as doth witnefſe the 
gencrall willingneſſe of their hearts to advance any 
publique worke cither for neceſſarie vſe or ornament : 
wherein they area people beyond compariſon forward 
and liberall , ſo thatall common workes of wharſocucr 
Kinde , arc with great zealc and diligence performed - 
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all hands, and that they may be vyell and ſubſtantially 
effeted and maintained, no coſt is thought roo mich 
atany hand. Ki£947 ; "<4 

I tell not any of theſe nigh and notable thinges, as 
wonders farre off, but ro make this wonder the more 
notable, that being ſonecre and ſo well knowne by 
many; they are followed by ſo few, nay ſcarce imitated 
| by any. 


Their planting is likewiſe remarkcable , where not 


only the ſeuerall Citics and-rownes have large ;faire, 
and pleaſant walkes , ſet with trees after an exact, 
artificial, and beautifull manner , and ſo kept and pre- 
ſerued with great care and coſt ( as the private Gardens 
of great Perſons with ys, oras Morefields of late, in imi- 
tation of theſe ybur alſo the very hedge-rowes are fo 
fenced, and orderly diſpoſed, and the high-wayesſo 
planted , as'a' man would: thinke he till tranclied 
through private walkes , not publique roades , and 
thorow-fares. 9D : 
Onereaſon of this may bee, becauſe through all theſe 
Countries there arc either none or very few Commons. 
' Thoſe thar are; being very ſmall, are thusimployd for 
matter of ornament, where the common perſon is 
not ſuffered (as with vs) to ſpoile all at his pleaſure, to 
cut downe- what his predeceflors planted but all ispre- 
ſeracd by generall-conſent. Which I know not whether 
to attribure to the good diſpoſition of the people;,and 
their care of poſteritic , or to'the wiſedome and dili- 
gcnceof the Magiſtrates, executing good Lawes ſitialy 
and impartialiy which tend and reſpe& publique vtili- 
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and conſentingin one for the common good. 
And that I have ſome reaſon for this doubt, con(i: 
der that with vs there is more good ground waſted {to 
paſle by Forreſts, Chaſes and Parkes , matters of meere 
pleaſure, or more pleaſure then: profit, ) and not to 
mention Commons which lye dry Winter and Sum- 
mer) in fennes and ſurrounded grounds , then is con- 
tained in all che Lowe-Countries; in all the Low-Countries,l 
ſay,where meanes for the maintenanceof all theſe wars, 
and works, and buildings, and wonders before mentio- 
ned,and after to be mentioned is found out. And theſe 
fennes or Commons of ours (whatſocuer other shew 
they make to the ignorant and vnexperienced at firſt 
fight) ſcrue for nothing but to breed idle perſans , va- 
2abonds, theeues, and beggars : For cither, being ſuch, 
they reſort to thoſe placesas to their haxrboroughs and 
couerts, or comming thither able and honeft men; are 
ſoone made fuch : Fir, by the charge of the poore, 
which they finde there, trowhom they are forced to 
contribute by the: Law. Secondly, by the waſted ſoyle, 
promiting fairely in the Spring, but deceiuing their ex- 
pecation.in-Winter, the time of moſt need. Thirdly, by 
the converſation of their acighbors,corrupting one the 
ether by idle example. Fourrhly, by the oporiunity of 
places out 'of the way ,'and. ſo out of the eye of the 
Law and Magittrate , and giuing shelter. to- all diſor- 
ders. S0 that in-Evglavd generally, where you finde the 
largeſt Commons,there you-may finde theſe miſerable 
enormities. Neither will the people learne better either 
by reaſon or experience, ſo. hath; ſuperſtition. wedded 
they: to the errors. of their Anceſtors in. every Ic- 
ſpe. * —_ Ts — -_ + = DET TO 
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. But in theſe Countries cither through the lacke of 
Commons , the diligence of the Magiſtrate , or the 
good diſpofition of the people, it is farre otherwiſe, 
where there arc none or very few beggars , except neere 
the Court, and thoſe moſtly ofother Nations. For in- 
deed euery man workes , and depends ypon himlclfe 
(with Gods bleſſing ) forhis ſuſtenance ; thinking it a 
Shame , that two hands should not feede one mouth, 
and clothe one backe : None but the aged or impotent 
with them will aske any thing, andthey yery ſeldome; 
and that rather by preſenting themſclues as objes of 
compaſlion to the paſſenger , then by.verball ſollicitati- 
on. And this is ſo well knowne, as families falling 
into decay, haue died throngh peaurie, rather then they 
would make others acquainted with their wants. 
Which obſtinacie or prideof theirs I praiſe nor, but ſet 
the ſame-downe only.to shew the generofitic and free! 
dome of their natures which -abhorres dependincie. 
To preuent this inconvenience , the charitable Szare is 
forced , where the like ſuſpicion is had of want , t6 
ſearch the'hayſes of ſuch ,and to contribute towards 
their neceſſities , by a kind of ſilent andcloſe compulli- 
on. Yea there isoften found , that diversof theſe haue' 
beene relecued by mony caſt into their houſes, and 
that in large ſummes by liberall hands, whilſt the pet- 
fons have kept themſelues ſecret, as doubting the re- 
jettion.or returneat leaſt of their free-benevolences, it 
the receivers had knowne where to make reſtitution. 

Andnow indeed'l muſt confeſle; though their cha- 
rities be not ſo full ofoſtentation , nor ſpent in that 
fort , that wee { by the example of our forefathers.) be- 
Row outs ; thatis , at the dovre , ( which courſe tcon+ 
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demnenot, but wish continued, in regard of the aged 
and impotent perſons, and in regard of the couetous, 
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who take an eaſic excuſe to be vacharitable, and will 
neither give priuately nor publiquely ; and in regard of 
the vain-glorious, who will give there publiquely orno 
where ) yet it is more properly,and | thinke,more profi- 
tably beſtowed by: them then 'by vs. For with vs ( as 
good Cuſtomes may be corrupted ) this Doore-aole ( as [ 


- may call it) rather makes rogues and vagabonds, then

relceues aged and impotent perſons. So that , as the 
Abbies, and other like houſes, having in their handes 
the linings of many/poore people, (whoſe ſuperſtitious 
forefathers gave ſo much tothe Church 5; as they left 
nothing for their children y might well relecue at their - 
doores ſuch , as vnder the colour of denotion and long pray- 
ers, they had before rob'd and difinherited : fo doubt- 
lefſe many with vs, having before fed themſclues full 
with the ſweat of other mens browes, cuen to glut- 
tonie, drunkenneſſe, and ſurferting , may relecue with 
their ſcraps, crummes, bones, and broken beere, the 
neceſſities of ſuch, as they , or their predeceſſors , haue 
before vndone and made ibeggers, either by ſome hard 
Farme,,' ot by- vſurie;, or ſome craftie bargaine', or by 
ſuites and moleſtations , or ſome other the like cruc|l 


exaQion. But theſe on the other ſide giue littleat the 
doore ( 


except to the impotent, or to children) but 


their charities are  more/properly and profitably pla- 


ced, vs, 


2. Firſt, in putting ont poore children apprentiſes, 
which haue their trades taught them freely , and their 
| Meateand drinke they duly receiue at the houſes of the 

better ſort from day today by tunes, during their ap- 
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prentiships: Where notwithſtanding they are not ſuf- 
{cred to hang idlely from their worke, and to loyter 
away the time , but fed, diſpatched, and fent away pre- 
ſeaily. The like to this, or rather better , was that a& 
for binding out apprentiſes vvith ys evers to husband- 
men. in the Country , yvhich vvas hotly purſued a- 
vyhilc by ſome good Patriots vvith happy ſacceſſe ; but 
this ſoone met difcouragements , as many other good 
things doe, yvhich are exceutcd yyith more heate thea 
conſtancie. | 

2. Secondly, their charities axe ſeene in: their Almef< 
beufes for the aged people of both fexes, ſeuerally by 
themſelues; vvhoſe Roomes are kept, and they tended, 
both in a neceſſary and neate manner; inſfomuch , as 
aman comming into one of thoſe houfes ( as every 
toyvne hath one of them at the leaſt, very largeand 
faire, vvith gardens andall other neccflarics for the de- 
light and recreation of wearic age) he would judge 
them to be built only for shew and brauctric: Yea 
euery ſeuerall chamber or Cell is ſo adorned and fur- 
nished , as it would not only content the dweller , but 
delight the beholder alſo : And a ſtranger would rather 
judge them the' habitations of rich Marchaats , thea of 
poore decrepide and decayed perſons. 

I know no Nation cxceedes vs in theſe kinds of 
workes , eſpecially ſince the Reformation of Religion, 
and that the Goſpel came to bee freely preached a- 
mongſt vs,ſo that {to the honour of God and His cauſe 
beit ſpoken ) our rthankefulneſſe bath beene more fruite- 
full, then our Adverſfaries merit : but theſe of ours are 
the charitable a&ions of particular perſons, ſo that one 


lace hath {-perhaps) ſuperfluitic of proviſions, having 
place hath ('perhaps) ſupe 1 _ 
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many Almes-houſes , and another lackes neccſſarie ſup- 
plics , having none : whereas in the wnited Provinces 
theſe houſes are maintained atthe publike' charge of 
the Stare or the Cities ; and ſo every place is alike tuffi- 
cicntly provided for according to an eyen and cquall 
proportion. | 

3. Thirdly, their Waſe-honſes for poore Orphans are 

ordinarie in every: Towne, where: great numbers of 
children of both Sexes, are educated ,( as in Chrifts. 
church Hoſpitall in London) and ſome of them taught 
Trades, others trayned vp in Learning , and every one 
employed according as they are inclined and found cas 
pable;and then ſent outto ſerue in the Church or Com- 
monwealth, when they are fitted for that purpole. 

The women have choice to goe or ſtay at plcaſure : 
but if they marry, then are they diſmiſſed from thence, 
yet not empty handed , but ſo provided as may ſerue to 
{ct yp yong beginners, leſt they should ſeeme onely to 
marry , as with vs they vſc to doe too often, to fill the 
Commonwealth with idle 

4- Fourthly , their Gueſt- houſes for ſicke are ge- 
nerall in all places, andwell provided of all neceflarics 
as the orher before-mentioned.: There the fickefinde 
cleane linnen, good beds and fires , attendance , meate, 
drinke , Phiſicke, Chyrurgerie , and whatſoever may 
hclpe roward his recovery at the commoncharge of the 
State. Sothatbe hea native or 4- ſtranger, an inhabi- 
tant or hired ſouldier, or any other perſon , if hee bee 
poore and {icke, hee is admitted and provided for, till 
God diſpoſe ofhim , either to health or death. Inſo- 
much as we hall not ſee in an Age, a poore man ora 
£hilde lye ficke groning in the ſixcetes, nor a diſtreſfled 
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woman there travelling in ehild-bed,in the eye of mex- 
cileſle paſſengers; as itfals out too often with vs, more 
Imuſt confeſſe,out of foolish pitie, for lacke of exec 
ting good Lawes for their timely employment, and for 
pR__ of idlenefle , then for lacke of charitable 
carts to relieye their neceſfities once decayed. 
Fs "_ their Bedlams and Dut-houſes| for diſtra- 
Qed people , and their Houſes of correQion or Tucht- 
houſes, for idle people that will follow no certaine nor 
ſetled courſe of life , nor betake themſelves to any yo- 
cation » are as Ordinarie and generall in every place as 
any of the reſt afore-mentioned: and all meanes ved 
to reclayme the firſt to their wits, the other to their ho- 
neſties, Neither are any of theſe houſes leftro the cor- 
rupt and covetons abuſe of any one man-, bnr their 
Rents, disburſements, vſages, and orders, are duly and 
ofica viſited and examined by the Magiſtrates & Prea- 
chers, and an. open eare affoorded to all complaints, 
with.a ſpecdy reformation ofall injuries and abuſes en- 
joyned. Z 7 
6. Sixtly, their Lumbards or Loane-houlcs, are prin- 
pally for the benefit of the poore, where Brokers are 
not ſuffered to take fifty, or one hundred in the hun- 
dred, and ratably in lefle ſummes eyen to ſixc pence, to 
the grinding of. the faces of poore mien, the diſcourage- 
ment of labourers, the maintenance, enticement, nay, 
enforcement! and proyocation- of 'theevery ;, but the 
poore may vpon pawnes ſupply his owne neceſſity at 
calier rates; and haue reaſonable time of redemption-al- 
lowed: for the ordinarie rate for'vſe is fiue or ſize inthe 
hundred': what the Lumbard takes 1 certainely know 
. not , but. in-ſome. places I keare the Lumbazd-it ſelfe is: 
tied to thoſe lowe rates aforeſaide. 


Thus firſt, theywiſely. prouide to keepe men fron» 
anus art, hm as Soon 
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want, by imployment, and then prouide to ſupply 
their wants, if age , ſicknes, infirmitie , or caſualtie caſt 
them into pouecrtie, by vnayoydable neceſlitie. 

And all theſe with many other charges domeſticke 
and forraine , may the more caſily be ſuſtained, whilk 
the people are naturally or cuſtomarily frugall , and 
bound to beſo , if not by Lawes , { as weeate to no pur- 
poſe) yetat leaſt by rhe example of their Predeceſſors 
dead and Superiors liuing, as | would to:God wee were, 
This frugality of theirs appeares in three reſpeRs ; in 
their feeding ,-and: cloathing, and'calling : or -in their 
dict , apparel], and titles. {2 ; 

x.\Firſt, their &er is but homely,encry day is nota 
faſting day , but they know God made a Sca aſwell as 
a Land, fishaſwel as flesh, and appointed there should 
be Faſts aſwel as Feaſts. Yea,their whole life ſeemes no- 
thing but tofaſt from faperfluity, if wee compare it with 
our owne,except their exceſle in drinke,which is the on- 
ly ſtaine of their Nation : Neither'is this ſo much as Ru- 
mour makes it ſeeme; for euecn in this vice 1 feare wee 
exceede them; at eaſt I am ſure,ifthey ſpend more time 
in drinking then we doe , wee ſpend more drinke then 
they vſe to doe inthe like time. + 

As for their feaſtes, ifany excefſe be among them, 
itis there to be found, and that rather in their long - 
ſrtings, then coſtly ſurfers: for theſe' their mecrtings 
ſceme meerely to be loue-feaſtes, andto be made more 
fordocietic and neighbourhood , then for the delicacic 
of the Cares,which are neither various nor chargeable. 

They travell not over Sea and Land for daintics , nei- 
ther need they traycll farre- for Cookes ; their owne 
ſerue their turne , and fit their Komachs and pallates 
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better, then either the luxurious 7:aljan, or ryotous 
French, Salt is their principall ſpice , and they travellto 
the Indies rather for ys then for themſelues : ſince if 
they ſpend one pound of thoſe Drugges, wee , for that 
one, (1 belecue) ſpend one hundred. And the ſame may 
be ſaid of Sugar and other compoſitions for ſauces, 
which they bring to vs, as to Gluttons, whilſt, like 
ſober and temperate perſons , they abſtaine themſclues 
from the exceſſive vſe of thofe vynwholeſome prouc- 
cations. 

2, Secondly, as their dietis moderate , whereall cx. 
ceſſe and waſte is avoyded, ſo are they modeſt in their 
apparell , shewing themſclues conſtant to their country 
fazhion, and decently cloathed cuery man according 
to his ranke and flate, The Lawes neede not limit 
them, whilſt Reaſon is their Law ; and they are asha- 
med togo in ſuch apparell , as we shame to be withoar: 
I meane , as with vs the only glory is tobe gay , and the 
greateſt shame to be ynder-clad or even-clad to our 
Callings : ſo with them the greateſt shame is to be 
gaudy , and the greateſt glory to be decently and mo- 
deſtly attired , equall to their abilities , or rather ynder 
then aboue it : But now the light example of the French, 
ſeconded by our more ſutable conyerſation, hath be- 
gun to taint them by degrees with cuery exceſle, eſpe- 
ciallyin apparell ; and if the prouident Magiſtrate looke 
not to itbetimes, the ynbrideled and licencious youth 
will, in this reſpec, vndo the publique , and weaue fet- 
ters of ſilke for their owne feete, which their plaine 
and wiſe forefathers ( in imitation of the renowned 
Spartans ) broke aſunder by induſtrie , and kept broken 
by frugality and contented ruſticitic. Aſſuredly the cu- 
þ2.£ M cuſtomary 
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cuſtomary ſubjeQion to any of theſe vices, effeminates 
the heart of man,, and preparesa State fit and ſupple for 
any other ſubjeQtion , how baſe, dejeaed, or dishono. 
rable ſocver it bee. 

3- Thirdly , as their diets and, clothes are meane, 6 
are they generally contented with the eſtates and titles 
of their Anceſtors, not vainely or ambitiouſily hunting 
after the badges of Gentilitie or Nobilitic , and vndoing 
themſclues 1o purchaſe either. For they thinke it a 
madneſſ to clip their wing, thereby to impe out their 
traines, to leſſen their meanes for the increaſe of their 
charge , and to ſell theix Landes 10 buy titles. Much 
better u it ( ſay they ) tobe Earle of Holandin poſſeſiion, then 
titular King of Ieruſalem. And by this contentment they 
enjoy themſclucs in a retired -priuacie , whilſt the 
Common-wealih enjoyes them as.able toſcrue herin 
all reſpeas publiquely , as if they had ſtites anſwerable 
to their deſcrvings. By this meanes alſo they arenot 
charged with ſuch pompe & futniture cither of clothes, 
ſtuffe , Plate, and attendants, as ſuch a ſtate would 
require, nor are they forced,, for the ſuckling andfatiſ- 
fying of theſe Calues., to draw milke from. the Com- 
mon-wealth till bloud follow, as they muſt do ,$hould 
they heightea their ſtation. | 

] dare ſay, that their moderation.in theſe three ref. 
peas , is none of the leaſt mcanes that they are ſo well 
able to goc through with all other difficulties; whereas 
with vs the contrarie affeQion in theſe particulars, 
workes the contraric effeQs, being the three principall 
cauſes of our generall want. _ ha] 

1. Firſt for diet, itis wonderfull, that the Belly and 
Backe of England , like Be/ aud the Dragon ,by _— 
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and Pride $hould deyoure all Gods bleſſings, which 
both by Sea, and Land ie ſelfe aboundantly brings 
forth ; and which; if men and not beaſtes had the dil. 
poſing of it, were able plecntifully to helpe others; 
when as wee, not therewith contented, as if it were 
ſome barraine part of the world, and not one of the 
fruitfulleſt, doe call for ſupplies out of 1reland and Scot 
land alſo, {eſpecially of Becke and Mutton) when no 
Landin Chriſtendome is better furnished of thoſe ſo- 
lid and ſubſtanriall prouiſions then our owne. But 
thoſe brethren of ours both in Ireland and Scotland arc 
content with dried fish , barly-broth , milke , whay, 
* cruds , 5hamrocks, long woorts, rootes, and the like, 
yyhilt they furnish vs with their flesh which they 
finde ſo vendible in our Markets. 

One of the cauſes of this may bee the idle waſte of 
our young fore, cuen then when they are new falne fro 
the dam. What droves of Calues, Lambs, Rabets, and 
yong Fowle, with fish, fruit, and abundance of other vi- 
ands;, are daily deyoured in one City of Loydon before 
they come to maturitie, and that for the ſatisfation of 
every prodigall youth,and luxurious Dame 2 

2. Secondly, for apparell, (beſides that no mans me- 
mory can thick vpon all the out-landish royes, which 
are howrely brought in, and made neceſlarie to vs, by 
the charge of ſo many new fashions that haue floated 
amonglt ys in their ſeaſons) the principall clothing 
vſed amongſt ys, is both forraine and beyond the abi- 
lity of the wearer, if either his eſtate and calling, or the 
Lawes of the Land were looked ypon with reſpect. 
But wee are more led in theſe things by the example of 
our preſent ſuperiors, then the Lawes of our wiſer pre- 

7D M 2 deceſlors, 
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deceſſors. It vyere bravery therefore  indecd vvorthy 
of a Conttier, knowing others would imitate and fol- 
low him in the head of the fashion, to adorne himſelfe 
vvith domeſtique ornaments, banishing thoſe Dorres 
and Butterflies from his eares and elbowes , who durft 
buzze about him contrarie per{waſions : and whilſt 
hee ſceth the [ralian, French and Spaniard come in Silkes, 
to incounter theſe with skarlet cloth ; thoſe English bra- 
ucries, as ou: Anceſtours had' wont, and our vyiſer 
neighbours vſe to doe. What adyantage hath an embro- 
dered coate,ofa plaine modeſt habite, in treaty or coun- 
11? Onely this, that the more ſober perſon knowes 
there may be a ſudden $sharpneſle of yvit , or a reſerved 
formality, no ſolidity, where there is fo much yanity. 
And now, I pray, vvhen Gallants know that this is the 
ocnerall opinion of rhe world, and their outward ha- 
bits is one of the principall markes whereby men gueſlc 
at the inward, vyhat haue they gotten by their affeaed 
braueric ? nay how much rather, if they bee vyiſe , have 
they loſt, to buy the opinion of folly at ſo deare a rate? 
doubtleſſe, if in theſe kindes wee could bee ſo happily 
vviſe, as to moderate our ſelves cither by Lawes or cx- 
ample, wee should ſoone abate much of our neigh- 
bours pride, vvho for lacke of yent for their vanities, 
vvould bec forced to ſpend them vyvithin themſelves; 
andſo our Broad-clothes would in short time fret out 
their Silkes and Velvets; and wee should learne by the 
frugall example of the vviſe Piſzzire_, to make profite of 
them, as they now make profit of ys. h 
The like may be ſaid of that ambitious diſpoſition 

or hamourofours to hunt aftertitles, as if the Calen- 
ure of Spayne had.infetted our more temperate m—

and fo intoxicated onr judgements , that like perſons 
giddy vvith high climbing, or high looking, vyee had 

orgot our owne ſtanding, infomuch as the Teomandrie_ 


aſpires to Gentelizie, the Gentilitie ro Nobilitie, the Nobils- Eſa, 14,14. 


tie to Proncepalitie : Euery one with Lucifer ſaying, Ero /i« 
wils a/tiſsimo. And thus Confuſion mixcth all , and 
marres alk. 

There are Lawes to prevent all theſe diſorders, and 
to keepe eyery man in his ranke : But they lye dead, 
whilſt theſe vices often live in the pexfons that should 
execute them. So that the offence is lawfull, the Lawe 
is fiafull ; vice hath gotten the vpper-hand of vere, 
and the Lawe now cither ſerves to no end, or onely 
ſerues to shew vs our trauſereſsions, and how apt wee are 
to doe whatſoever Iuſtice prohibites, though therein 
wee contradi& both the will of God and che King, Would 
God that heereaficr whoſoever durſt preſume to begge 
the penaltic of a Statute ordayned for preuenting or 
remooving theſe and the like common annoyances, 
thereby to make the lawe yoyd for his private benefite, 
(diſpenſing with a generall offence done to the Com- 
mon-wealth) might be counted a traytour (as truly hee 
isno better) and ſo punished for his treaſon, zbat others 


might heave, and feare, and do no more ſo. Deut 37-13 


I might adde fitly in this place the ſeveritie of the 
Magiſtrates in the waited Provinces, in taking all mulats 
of this kinde where the tranſgrefiion is common, and 
imploying ſuch forfeitures to the generall good: of the 
State , meting with the blood of one Scorpion, an Antidote a- 
gainft the pr pov” others. Likewiſe 1 might ſpeake of 
their Mercie in that which concernes life, inſomuch 


as, though Fellonie be death by their Lawe, yer few dis 
_—_— P 
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for the firſt ofence , bur haue two orthree admoniti. 
ons by whipping , and branding, before they be cut of 
as dead members, But indeed their generall diligence 
ſo takes them vp, and prouides ſo well for their im. 
ployment, as there are very few theeves amongſt them, 
in compariſon of other Countrics yyhere idleneſle is 
more permitted. 
I muſt likewiſe tell you, how not only Robbery , bur 
euen that cloſe kinde of thefr , wſuries vyhich eats vp 
all trading, and picks the pocket of every profeſſion, is 
no free-denizen in their Land, but a meere ſtranger or 
ſojourner, and that a very-poore one : And how by this 
meanes Land is bought and fold at good rates, and the 
ftocke of cuery man kept {tirring in ſome kinde or 0- 
ther ; vvhich quickens the Common-wealth , and 
keepes the backe of the Marchant from breaking. And 
I could wish , by the way, with all my heart, that it 
were banished Englandalſo, or at leaſt muzled for bi- 
ting ſo deepe:: Or, if neither of theſe, yet that the 
bandes and aſſurances might be publiquely recorded, 
anda part ofthe intereſt keptbacke to the yſe of his 
Majeſtic and the Church, towards the redeeming of 
Impropriations. And great reaſon for this, ſince now, 
offending againſt God and the King, they pay no- 
thing of their increale to either; but by this meanes 
might be reſtrained , or at leaſt conſtrained to do his 
Majeſtic ſervice, and to recover to the Church their 
ancient right ; which to performe , I doubt not, from 
the tenths of the vſe-money in England, a ſumme ſuf- 
ficient might ſpeedily beraiſcd, 
 Imight likewiſe Shew their equity, not onely in de- 
ciding controyeriics, and cutting off delayes ia Lawe 
| with 
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with expedition , but alſo in providing for the poore 
Debtor, who hath not to pay his Creditor. For if it ap- 
peare, thatcither fire, ſca, ſureriship, truſt, or ſome 
ſuch crofle,, or ( as we fay ) caſualty, hath impoverished 
him ; and that his wants ariſe not cither from prodiga- 
lity , or flouth,, or ſome perſonall defe@ in his Calling, 
he shalbe_ inabled and fet vp againe; at leaſt, if hee be 
calt intopriſon, the mercileſſe man, whowith vs ſayth, 
He will make Dice of his bones,shall be forced to keepe 
him there at his owne charge. Ando itis, if the ſuite . 
ſincll of vexation in the Plaintife, or if the Defendant 
ought and be able, but fraudulently denies, or delayes 
to ſatisfic the Plaintife,a quicke and ſpeedy tryall mani- 
feſteth the truth, and cuts off thoſe demurres , which 
with vs had wont to occaſion greater loſſe of time and 
money, then the loſle of the debt, or thing in queſtion 
could haue beene to either party , at firſt withour ſuite : 
though now to the honour of the Clergie , Conſcience 
begins to finde the right end , to yawinde that infinite 
bottome of controverſies , which the confuſed yariety 
of opinions had made in the determination of Right 
and Wrong, Yet whether that courſe of theirs, where 
the impriſoned lyes at.the charge of the Actor , would 
doe well or no with-ys, I doubt ; though there, I am aſ- 
ſured, ir neither makes any man the leſſe wary of his 
eſtate , or the leſle carefull to pay his debts; neither is 
dealing any thing the more dead; every man ſo honeſt- 
ly and directly; aymes to doc what he is able for the ge- 
nerall atisfaion of all; ſo that few repeat ofany truſt 
they have affoorded orhers. 
_ - Livight here alſo obſerve amongſt them , that which 
Comnes obſerves of the Yenerians; that ypon EVETY. Exe 
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traordinary occaſion , when they are to conſult about 
any ſpeciall point of State, or execute any thing conſul- 
ted of, which concernes the publike ſafety , they begin 
at God, and appoint certain Bzjd-dayes ,as they call them, 
or dayes of Faſting and prayer , to implore thedircion 
and aſliſtance of God in the proſfpering of their cnter- 


Com lib.s, PSzes. And as Comes, vpon that occaſion , both pray-

ſcth the Yexetiavs, and pronounceth them bleſſed; fo 
doubrleſſe may I ſay of this people, that they proſper 
the better in all their vndertakings and attempts, for 
this their ſolemne , dovourt , and piqus proceeding. 
Whereas wepaſle by theſe, and the like paſſages with- 
out obſervation, and haue loſt a Prince of excellent hope, 
and haue had the Daughter of our KI'NG, great with

Wwilderneſſe of many Woes and miſeries , with infinite other 
difficulties and barbarous indignities , impoſſible to be 
proffered or forced vypon Ladies by generous ſpirits, and 
impoſſible to be borne and overcome, but by an invin- 
cible ſpirit : And haue ſeene a Palatinare ſpoyled , the 
chiefe City ( SanQuary for the perſecuted members of 
Chriſt; a Seminary of piety heretofore) ſtormed, taken, 
poſlefled, and made a Cage for vncleane birds: yea, all 
the reſt blockt vp and beſieged beyond hope of reco- 
very : The Church alſo amongſt the Grifene, and in 
France oppreſlcd and perſecuted ; and yet for all this 

haue notfaſted a meale,, sheda teare , ler flic a publike 

ſigh ,or generall grone, abated any of our pompe or 

pride, 
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oy ; for theſe afftitions and humiliation , but rather; 
like corruptcd:flesh , ſwel'd higher for theſe ſtrokes zor 
as ſen flefie limbes,hauc not felt the cauterizingand cut» 
ting of our owne members. Nay , 88. and the Powder- 
plot are forgotten., orwe. haue forgotten to give thanks 
for thoſe deliverances; or whether we may praiſe God 
for them or no, 1 know not, but I ai ſure ofthis, that 
wedoe not, | 

Perhaps this may bee-the peoples fault , who are ſo 
farre from obſerving extraordinary and religious Faſts, 
as they will not obey the Magiſtrate commanding or- 
dinary and civill Faſts for politicke refpe&s. Perhaps it 


may be the Prieſts, who should obſerve when God calleth Tocl.s, 1g; 


vs co faſting, and then. admonish the Magiſtrate , and 
blow the trumpet to excite the people to mourning. 
Perhaps the fault may be generall, Peaceand Plenty 
having rockt vs aſkepe with a'continuall fealt of ſixty 
and foure yeeres long,, ſo thatrnow we haue forgorto 
faſt, or haue bodies ynapt for that exerciſe. But where- 
ſoeverthe fault is, I wish it were mended. | 
I should conclude all with a touch of their Councel, 
and politique Government in point of State , 'but that 
the buſinefle is too deepe and priyate- for my inquiſi- 
tion : Onely I obſerue a generall freedome permitted 
and vſed wr teh generall ations which concerne all, 
and are maintained by all,are generally debatcd,argued, 
lifted and cenſured by all men without contradition, 
And this ( Ithinke ) to the end cither that Rumour ha- 
ving ſcope enough to play in , may die without an Ec- 
cho ,or that fo the beſt and worſt may bee ſecne of 
heard, and all danger and ny, ditcoyered which 
are ſubjeR tothe conimon ecye- t after all this; the 
TT or nm 2" reſolution 
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reſolution and conclufion is filent and fodaine , whilt 
they giueall men libertie to informe , oy themſelucs 
only dire& and difpoſe of the baſineſſe : for rhey ſeeke 
not the fatisfation of their owne wils ſo much ; as the 
ocncrall ſatisfaQtion of all , where it may be with the 
ood of all; ' And whilſt: men doe no hurt with their 
[ney they permit them freely. to do all the good they 
can with their tongues , without feare of punishmenr. 
No, man doth any thing, which he is ashamcd. to 
heare of; or if he doth euill ( as all men way erre ) deſi- 
reth to heate of it by any means, that ſo he may the 
better and ſooner know how: to amend it. It is the in- 
folent and obſtinate which hideth' his faulres-, and 
ſtops the mouth of truth by violence; the penitent con- 
feſleth his error, becauſe he intends rogiue fatisfaQtion, 
And now | have showne you but.a glimpſe or ha. 
dow of the: true ſtate of thoſe Countries, what need 
wee ſecke for Plato his communitie , or Sir Thomas More lis 
Vtopia,, when the realitic of their wishes and beſt con- 
ceptionsare brought into aQion ; and the beſt of what- 
they fancied might bee , is heere feene truly to bee, af- 
ter a moſt exact and correted Copic? And this is 
enough to make all wiſemen well affetioned toward 
the people, which 1 wish with all my heart , that ſo 
our aſſociation. might be firme , our imitation ſafe. 
What shall- we nced to trauell to ſuch places for fashi- 
ons as affoord nothing but -what wiſe men and good 
men shun? Let vs rather flocke thuther where all things 
abound , which wiſemen and good men ſecke : Fidelary 
in bargaines ard contratts , wiſedome in connſell, firength in 
warre , brtherly loue and aſſurance. modeity and fuqalitic ; 
and thatl may lay all ina word, Pictie ;and Religes: |

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' For that which I heare ſome whiſper in ſcerne a- 

aſt this Erconxum of their pietie, as if there were no- 
thing lefle cared for then Religion amongſt them, 
where all Religions are tollerated , is eaſily cleered to 
an indifferent and yndetſtanding ludge : conſiderin 
Firft ; that they are in warre, and mutt for that cauſe 
hold good quarter with all , but in regard of theit 
owne infefted members, whoſe corruption might 
otherwiſe be wrought vpon to breake out , as alſo in 
zegard the burthen of the warre requires many able 
ſupporters, who muſt bee -wooed and bribed with pri- 
yate libertie, to defend the publique; and oftentimes 
wee ſee Tndas carries the purſe, and the moſt able ate 
notalwaycs the beſt affeted. Secordly , where the gold 
and riches of Ifidels are imployd to invade the Stare, 
they thinke it Jlawfull to vſe the gold of rewes, Turks, 
and Heretikes to defend themfclues withall. Burt if 
any obje& , the Enemy takes the 1»fdels gold by com- 
pulſion without contra&t , and therefore his a& is 
lawfull : theſe ſay , They doe it without compullion, 
with the conſent and good liking ofthe /ew, and there- 
fore they hold their courſe more juſtifiable. Thirdly 
and laſtly, they arc a Common.Wealth , and ſo want that 
abſolute power oner their members , which Monarchies 
hauc and may vie; and therefore are forced ſomctimes 
to. winke at ſingular Mſchiefes, for the avoyding of 
oniverſall Incomveniences. Neither are they apt or deli» 
rous to preſſe the conſcience too ſtrialy, ſince God him- 
fſelfe ſaues no man again# hu Will. 

But as I much lament that the wine of giddie Schiſme 
Should diſ-mantle the Chriſtian Common-wealth, to the 
ſcandall of ewes and Twrkes, and derifion of Atheiits, 
bY L N 2 wishing 
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vvishing vvith all my heart it vxere otherwiſe: ſovvith. 
all I vvish, fince ſuch a happineſfle as vniverſall Peace 
cannot be hoped for ,: till it pleaſe God 10 effe& it by 
miracle, that in the meane time there vyere an equall 
toleration of Religion thorow all Chriſtendome; vvith 
proviſion, that none but one Religion Should: be: profeſ- 
ſcd, and publiquely preached in one place, though 
others might there liue ſafely and freely vvithonr im- 
peachmentof their conſciences, perſons, or goods; fo 
they neither made attempt of violent mutation , nor 
had publique mectings, or harboured ſuch. teachers as 
yvere contrary in--opinion to the Church and State 
yyhercin they lived. | wh 

And (ifit be lawfull for filly ſubjeAs, vvho Rand a- 
loofe off to pric into the ſacred Arke of their Soye- 
raignes intent, and ſo to. gueſle ar their: hidden purpo. 
ſes) 1 verily beleeve, that this, or ſomething like it, is 
that yvhich his Majeſtic aymes at, if he couldeffe& it as 
yvell in Italy, France,and Spaine,as he vyould ypon thoſe 
or better tearmes, vvillingly grant it in England. Othet- 
wile bee ſees it vyould be ptejudiciall and diſadyantage- 
-ous to the 7rurh,to permita tolleration only in Exgland, 
except he could likewiſe eſtablisl} it yniverſally. But 
then it were to be hoped, that Truth would get ground 
of falshood by familiaritie ; and that civill communion 
yvould prepate the. mind for ſpiricuall, and not ſuffer 
.ſuch an averſcneſle to continue amongſt vs; as'is novy 
generally profeſſed, vvhen Chrifians hold each other in 
vyorle account then Turtes. Infomuch as ſome menſay, 
and it ſeemes not vvithoutſome reafon , that they had 
zather liue ynder the Turke,, then vnder the King of 
pane. For the Twrie yyill permit them the free _ 
| _— Clic 
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ciſe of their religion , at leaſt the libertie of conſcience; 
bur the Inquiſition of Spaine tycs all men in a Tyranni- 
call manner to be ſlaues to Rome,and forceth them yith 
tortures to renounce their Faith,doing violence to the 
will of man , which they themſelues hold to be free, 
eyen whilſt they punish the perſon and will for being 
ſo. And aſſuxedly therefore, as religious pretences and 
a ſtrict obſervance of the Rowish Faith, have much 
advanced the Sparrsh Conqueſts one way, amongſt 
fooles that wilbe caſily mi(ſ-led with flourishes : fo the 
preſſing of the Iqui/itien vpon conquered Countries 
hath hindered his Conqueſts in other partes among(t 
wiſe and free Nations, who can looke into thoſe dou- 
ble drifts of policie. And this diſcoverie hath ſayed 
Chriſtendome from that. Catholique ſubjeQion , at 
which that State hath maincly aymed , cuer ſince it ac- 


quired the ambitious title from that City and Sea, Where « pour 
the Mart of ſuch royall Marchandize is kept, 12. 13+ 


For wee ſee, whilſt the Twrke holds all men $halbe 
ſaved in their ſeyerall Religions, fo they be conſtant to 
them, theſc;hold all Ghrifians to be Hereticks,, that ad- 
here not in all points to their opinions though never ſo 
abſurd, abhor'd, and contzaditorie to the revealed 
will of God. And, theſe ſuppoſed Heretickes, they 
purſue with the ytmoſt violence , malicious hearts can 


cexpreſſe by cruell ations, viing them worſe zhen a righte- Pro, nn 10 


05 man Would vſe hi beaſt , which he knowes is his fel- 
low-creature : When theſe, forgetting all reſpe& to Man 
the true: image of God, as themſelues arc, do prefer 
dead Idols of their owne invention before him z Yea, 
and thinke there is a ſufficient cauſe to deftroy him, if 


he will not, with them, dishonour the Image of God 
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which he beares by ſubje&ing it to one of their dead 
ſtatues , the worke of their owne hand. This aſperitie 
myſt be 'removed on both fides by lenitives ; which 
cannot bee till the rigorous Inqui/ition be abolished, and 
geeater freedome giuen to Chri//ians to converſe, and a 
better and more charitable conceit wrought and ad- 
mitted on both ſides of each other. For then there 
might be hope of a generall Councell, where all might 
freely and without perill or prejudice ſpeake, which 


is the only abſolute Phiſicke for this Maladie, 


But if this meeting might not yet bee vniverſall , in 
regard of that imperiouſneſſe which drtichri# chalen- 
geth, and exerciſeth over the whole Church , which 
will be hardly layd downe without blowes and bloud;

Wales, inhabited by the Duzch-men in the time of Henry 
the 3. and ſee what they ſay , both for the juſt praiſe of 
thai people, for our and their conſanguinity; and fora 
brictc, yet full confirmation ofall that 1 haue ſaid, more 
largely and looſely. 

Orlet every Reader take a necrer courſe, and looke 
home to the next great Towne inhabited by the Duzch in 
our Land, and conſjder in what ſtate ſuch places were 
at their firſt arrivall , and how they have increafcd in 
wealth, people , beauty , order, andtrading , ſince their 
admiſſion and entertainment there,and ( I belceve ) he 
will be of my mind. 

To inſtance one place for all amongſt many that I 
know, looke ypoa the City of Norwiche, which may be 
a mirror to all the Kingdome belides , and that partly I 
might ſay, principally by their mcanes. The orderand 
good governement of the Magiſtrates, the diligence of 
the Citizens, their quicke trading., whereby they {ct 
many on worke withig-ten or. twelue miles. round 4- 

wee" bout 
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þÞout the Citie, is notable and admirable. This is prit: 
cipally occaſioned by the example of the Durch , asalſo 
by a kinde of vertuous emulation , to which the Engish 
are excited by their diligence. And this, though it 
move envie in the baſer and Nlonthfaller ſort, who are 
loth to ſee others live by them , and ſay they are preju- 
diced by the cheape ſale of ſuch wares as the Strangers 
worke : yet others of better mind and metall, arc in- 
coutaged by this, and proyoked to fare hard, to be fru- 
gall, to worke catly and late, that they may fell as 
cheape, and makeas good worke as the Stranger. 

Many neceſſatie trades they haue brought in a- 
mongſt ys , whereby our owne materials , and our men 
are joyntly well imploycd : they haue beene the In. 
venters of many profitable Engines both for peacc and 
watre: Trayellers by Sea and Land are beholden to 
their labors ;and'for the belly , they hauc taught vs b 
rootes, fruite, and the Garden crop, to ſpare much fles 
and Corne , if wee were as wiſe and willing to vi 
them as they doe. This doubtleſſe is a good preventi- 
on for dearth and ſcarcitie , and Iwould it were made 
more generall in our Land, that ſo wee need not ſpend 
all our-flesh within our ſelues, at leaſt not borrow of 

others, who haue farre more need of their owne then 
wce. There was once a courſe taken by the Iudges to 
ſettle and reward ſuch planters and Gardiners at the 
publique charge in cnery place ; but being only pro- 
pounded , and never farther enquired after, it vani- 
Shed, and died afſoone as it was conceived, before it 

could conceiue and bring forth a yeeres increaſe. 
I might hecre alſoshew you, how , notwithſtanding 
their numbers, and thar they all, or the greateſt part 
Eg ED. _ 
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live vpon their handie-labour, yet they are not'bur- 
thenſome' to the places where hos are ſeated , butra- 
ther every way helpfull vato them. None of them 
bcg of vs » their owne poore they ſuſtaine within them- 
{lves, (though they finde vs willivg to helpe them)and 
in all reſpes shame the Nlothful, cheare vp the diligent, 
and fatisfie- the 'wiſe and: well-minded. So that wee 
may cvidently ſce , as Zgipt was bleſſed both for 10- 
fephs ke, and in hauing bim an inftrucer, to teach 


them to f ng wiſely in a plentifull ſeaſon againſt a 
o 


famine; ſo are wee happy, in hauing theſe men with 
vs as examples of imitation , and bleſſed alſo by God 
for their ſakes. Wherfore to shur vp all in a word : 


Since God hath gincn ys one original! , not only. 


from Adew or Noh , or Laphet , but in a farre ncerer line 
to be derived from our firſt arrivall in Zng/azd, and fo 
fittedour natures and manners together, rhat (except 
ſome ſmall differences which will be betwixt Nation 
and Nation , euen by the different temperature of the 
ſoyle and ayre , or other naturall accidents, as betwixt 
brother and brother in a houſe) wee agree well, and 
ſceme as if wee were one people.

the ſeuenteene Netherland Proutinces, acknowledging him 
as their true and lawfull Soueraigne Lord, as they had 
acknowledged his Anceſtors before him , from vvhom 
hee ſucceſſively inherited thoſe Countries, no man can 
make any doubt or queſtion. The queſtion then is, 
whether this King, when hee came to the poſſeilion of 
thoſe Countries, did impoſe ypon the people any prel- 
fures , more then his former Anceſtors had done ; but 
who is able to shew that he did? the ſaid King beeing 
then in as full and quict poſſeſſion of all thoſe Coun- 
tries, as euer any of his Anceſtors had beene; and depar- 
ting from thence into Spaine in the yeere 1559. hee left 
none of his Netherland ſubieQs, for any cauſe of inno- 
vation, in any thing any whit diſguſted, but in as great 
tranquilitic as euer they had beene, He left behind him + 
in thoſe Countries no Spanish Gouernours nor ſouldi- 
ers, but gaue the particular Governments to the Nobi-

ations of innouation cauſed it ? proceeded it from this 
P:ince, or from the Netherland people ? 

When no thought or cogitation was in this Kings 
minde of any breach between: him and kis ſubicRs, in 
the yeere of our Lord 1558. certaine of the raſcalitie 
bceing ſuggeſted by ſedicious Preachers, and thole Prea. 
chers ſet on by ſome of the Nobilitie, little better then 
baokrupt, they began in moſt rebcllious rage, to fall to 
the robbing and ſpoyling of Churches, The Ducheſle 
of Parma being at Bruxels yyhen the newes of this out- 
ragious and generall facrilegicus theft yvas brought yn- 
to her, was much amazed thereat, and demanded of the 
Earle of Barlamont, (who then was preſent) what they 
vvere that had donethis, vyhercunto hee anſwered her 
in French, Ce/te ſont que de Gens , vvhich as much to fay, 
they are but Rogues or Raſcals, The Church.robbers, and 
thoſe that ſet them on worke, vvhercof ſome vvere 
Gentlemen, {thongh much vaworthy of that title) ha- 
uing gotten notice how the name of Geus was giuen 
them, did foorthwith accept of the name , and wore in 
ſtead of brooches on their hats, little woodden dishes, 
to betoken beggars dishes; and ſome of that ſort did at- 
terwards weare Foxe tailes in their Hats in ſtead of fea--- 
thers ; ſo as it ſcemeth they tooke a glorie in this wor- 
thy name : for they alſo cauſed a print or ſtampe of a 
Cocke to be made, at whoſe mouth the words Yize Jes -- 
Ger par tous le monde were ſet downe, yvhich is as much 
to fay, Line, or flourich may the Rogues oner all the World: 

and the paper-prints oc pictures taken from this ſtamp, 

were ſet vp in all houſes, taphouſes, and tauernes where 


they frequented : herehence it commeth , thatin l; the 
| _— 
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Low-countries, this kinde of people doe ynto this day, 
.. beare the name of Gexſes, how bcit they have ſince beene 
taught to call themſelues the Reformed , but Protellants 
they neither doe,nor cuer did call themſclues. 

Here have you the originall and beginning of the 
breach berweene the King of Spazze , and theſe his Ne. 
therland ſubieQs; and as touching their beeing oppreſ. 
ſed and wronged by the King of Spayne, and in danger to 
be brought vnder the ſeucritic of the Spanish Inquiſition, 
the blame that the King of Spaine herein deſeruerh js, 
that he was ſo much ouer-shot, that when hee heard of 
their breaking downe of Altars and Images in Chur. 
ches, of their robbing and carying thence of ſiluer Cha- 
lices, Patcrnes, Cruets; Candleſtickes, Lampes,and Re. 
liquaties, with the Tapeſtrie, and whatſocuer they

Tewes, and Geuſes would take pleaſure in,yet would ve- 
ry Turkes, and Mahomctans bee ſcandalized to be- 
hold it. 

Now becauſe the King of Spayye had ſworne at his 
being in the Netherlands, to defend the Church and 
Eccleliaſticall perſons in their auncient and Chritttan 
Priuiledges, and that he apprchended Church-robberie 
to be theft, he ſo much wronged theſe people, as to ſend

For the reprochfull name of Gezs calt vp- 
on them, yyhich you interpret Reſcal/, they wore it, and 
the enſignes and badges of it , as an honour, tolet the 
world ſce, the King of Spajne and his Councell, eſpecial- 
ly the Clergie, accounted no better of them , then of 
Rogues or beggars, and intended with the vimolt ſpeed

As forthe Foxe taile, vyhich you fay, they wore in 
their Caps, it was perhaps to put you in minde,thai net- 


ther they nor their Preachers wete ſuch Votaries as your

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-. chaſte Friar Cornelius Adrianſon of Bruges ; vvho being a 
molt zealous perſecuter of the Genfes, and very deuoute 
and obedient to the Church of Rome and the Catholike 
King, inueated an Order of humilitie and innocencie, 

.. and vſed to vyhip the peniteat female ſoules, that hee 
confeſt,with a Foxe-tayle ſtarke naked, telling them it 
became Innocencie to bee ſcene ſo. This muſt needes bee 
a ſore and ſcuere kinde of Penance both tothem and to 
him; yet not ſo abſurdand abhord, as that Sodomiticall 
practiſe of the Friars of Gant and Brages; for which much 
about that time , many were burnt, and many were 
vyhipt, by the ſeatence of the Court of Handers, becing 
all mien of their owne Religion. 

For the haoging vp of a Crucifixe ypon the Gallowes 
at Gortum, vvherewith you charge the people, I mult 
confcfle 1] allow not of the faQt; nay rather I condemne 
itasan idle and ſcandalous ation, neither can I ſuppoſe

But becauſe it is impoſsible in ſo narrow a Diſcourſe 
ns vvc intend, to ſpeake of all particulars, and to deliver 
ſcucrally, vyhat enery Province, and euciy City ineuc- 
Ty Prouince, holds apart from others, as proper onelyto 
themſelues, I vvillonely «hew you a few-of tho Pris: 
ciples (rather then Privledzes ) of State , yvhich theſe 
Nations haue preferucd intice in generall,notwithſtan« 
ding the many powerfull hands they hauc in that time 
palt tzorow ; when, euen the molt noble and generous 
Nations, vyho boaſt and glorie of vninerſal Monarchics, 
have indured in lefſe time many violeat changes, anda 
totall and figall lofle of their Libertics, 

; The 
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The Bataniens(for that is the moſt generalt name pros -; 


per to this people) were originally of the Cazzens, now 
called Heſſens ; they firſt pofſeſt the Land which they 
now hold, without.joiuric to any other Nation or I 
ſon, finding it notinhabited by reaſon of many wants 
and inconueniences, vyhich their invincible induſtries 
haue fince oucrcome; and much of it allo not habitable, 
in regard of fundry difficulties vyhich their admirable 
inuentions haue ſince remoouecd, or conuerted into 
profitable helpes and neceffarie commodities. Thus 0+ 
riginally they are free vvithout forraine tenure for the 
place, or complaint of any perſon for elbow-roome or 
intrulionn. Their Gouernemeat alſo was as free as go- 
ucrnement could poſlibly be : they choſe their Gouer- 
nours themſelues, yycre he one or more, King, Gene- 
rall, or Earle; and ever had reſpe@ that their Liberties 
and welfares should not reſt in the boſome or diſpoſi- 
tion of one man onely; but ſo wiſely and warily proui- 
ded, that were he wiſe or foolish, yertuous or vyicked, 
yal ant or cowardly,truc or falſe that ruled for the time, 


he might profit tkem , but should haue no power to -* 


ruine them himſelfe, or betray them to be ruined by thg 
Tyrannie of others. 

For thisend alſo they choſe a certaine mixed number 
of the Nobles and Commons to\fitin'Councell, whom 
they called Srates Generall; and in theſe:con fited a great

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In theſe States wnited , together with their Prince, 
(whatſpeuer title he bore) was the Soueraigne Power in- 
cluded; yet ſo, as they had reference in all great affaires 
to the people alſo; vvho were not shut out, {like beaſtes 
by Butchers againſt the Gay of laughter ) bur called 10 
counſell, if the buſineſſe concerned them, andthe gene. 
tall yvelfare. And to lay truth, many of the Szates were 
of theſe Commons , who therefore would carctully 
looke to preſerue the common libertie. 

With this Councell of the $zatesall great affaires paſt; 
yvithourt it, nothing of moment. And, that you may 
apprehend this cleare truth the better, 1 will produce 
ſome of the Articles containing their freedomes,which 
their Princes vſcd to confirme by oath in the preſence 
- of the Srazes, before they or the people would acknow- 


ledge them for Princes, that is, Iudges and Executorsot 
the Lawe.

recited,and the 1-qui/zors bloudie ſentence thereupon, 
by his Kingly authoritic and publike at, Hans 1568, 
Feb. 16. 

Andawhile after(to finish and perfe& this plot to the 
full) the Duke of Alva was ſent with an armie of firan- 
gers, to enter like a Conqueror , to lay the yoke vpon 
them by force, and to humble them to farre , as they 
Should not onely afterward indure the Kings owne ab- 
ſolute commands, but his ſernants alſo; yea the meaneſt 

1 command of the baſeſt yaſlall thatshould be borne Spa- 
JI ish, and be there ſent to domineetre. Yetaftcr the pow- 
ring foorth of ſo much bloud, when &Alza boaſted, that 
11he had cauſed 72999. perſons to paſſe vnder the hands 
y of the common Executiorers, betides thoſe banisht and 
ſlaine in the wartes,or murthered by the Spariih {onldi- 
ers in peace, he left theſe Countries more imbroylcd, 
and farther from the ſabieRion deſired , then he found 
them: hauing onely waſted his Maſters men and mo- 
ney, giuing the people a iuſt cauſe to diſclaime his ty- 
rannous authoritie , and to brand his beaſtly and ſauage 
domi:.ation with theſe exceptions, and foulc aſl pertions: 
Firſt, they charge him, that hee had couniclied the 
Ty King 
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King to vſe all extremities in all cauſes concerning 
the Netherlands,and was alwaies the hcadof ſuchas were 
worſt affeted vato thoſe Prozimces. | 
That he was the onely meanes of noarishing the dif- 
like and contention betwcene Dam Charles Prince of 
Spaine, and Dom Tohn de Auſiria, and betweene othersand 
him, by his bad reports.

Countrey, newly wonne and conquered by the ſword, 
and therein torule and raigne accoiding.to-bis will and. 
pleaſure. 

They fay further, that his crucltics were ſo-vnnatu- 
rall and vngodly, that neither Nero, Pharaoh, Hered, not 


any hcathea Tyrant could cuer hue deuiſed or in

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tedgreater; that hee had brought the King into con: 
tenipt and great difiike of the Nctherlands , althorgh 
they vvere his patrimoniall inherirance,contrary tothe 
admonition and counlſcll of AriHorle giuen to Alevare

ſelfe a father, and as voto a free Nation; but to the con- 
quered Parbarians and itrargers, as a Lord and Com. 
mander. 

1 hat hz had cauſed indgement to be given , and exe. 
cution to be done vpon Noblemen and great perſona. 
ges, by {trangers, defamed perfons,and men of baſe con- 
dition and qualitie, and not without great and particu- 
Jar deſire of reuenge; being ſuch perſonages, without the 
vvhich the King, nor the Emperour his father , shonld 
cuer haue attained iO ſogreateſtate and gloric. And 

 thst in Bruxels vader pretence of hatred of Religion, he 
1 had tyed one Anthony Vrenhow a Gentleman, to a ſtake 
witha chaine, compaſling him-about with a great fire, 
butnor rouching him,for the Spa7rards to paſſe the time 
withall, turning him round about like a poore beaſt; 
who was forcedtoliue in that great paine and extremi- 
tic, roalting before the fire ſo long , votill that the Zol- 
landers themſclues hauing compaſlion of him, thruſt 
kim thorow, contrary to the yvill and intent both of 
the Duke and Spanich Prieſts.

of his was ſuch, that a man could hardly keepe and pres: 
ſcrue his owne goods from ſpoile, becauſe of his and his. 
ſouldiers couctouſnes ; nor his vvife and daughter from#y 
abaſe, becauſe of their lecherie, nor his life from vio! 
lence, becauſe of their bloud-thirſtineſſe : neither could !! 
Nobilitie, riches, honeſtie, nor yet any fore-paſled merit 
or ſeruice, helpe or auaile any man, if he were once fal- 
kn into hatred and dillike of him. 

That he vſcd to helpe himſclte to effect his will by 
ſuborniag of falſe witneſſes, at it appeared at Dornicke at 
the death of Martin Hutten, who was the Kings Officer, 
exceuted for the ſame. 

That without reſpe of any iuriſditions and ordina- 
ric Cuſtomes of the Countrey , hee tooke all authority 
from the ludges , both of criminall and ciuill cauſes, 
which in any wiſe might concerne the Confiſcations v- 
ſed andexecuted by his bloudic Councels; whereby nei- 
ther ſpirituall nor temporall perſons, widowes nor or- 
phans, poore Hoſpitals, Lazer-houſes, Orphans houſes, 
nor ſpicituall Hoſpitals, that had iuſt and due peafious, 
and yeerely Rents comming, proceeding, and to bee 
jecrely payed vnto them out of the reucnues of the ba- 
nished andexecuted perſons goods, could be payed; but 
he to the contratie, drew it all into his owne hands, 
without giuing any charge to ſec the ſaid Rents payed

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the liſt whereof he ſent vato-the King, amounting (as 
he ſet it downe) to about eight millions of Guldernes

. That the vnreaſonable and vnſpeakable exaRions 
and taxes the one following the other, (beſides the con- 
fiſcations aforeſaid ) exated and laid vpon the poore 
people were excceding great,as the hundreth peny gran- 
ted vnto him for fixe yeeres, which amounted ynto ma- 
ny millions of Guldernes; the twentieth peny, and alſo 
he asked the tenth penie of all goods mooucable and 
vnmooueable, yea and of all wares bought and ſold,and 
ſorght by all the meanes he<ould, toraile the ſame (a- 
gainti the aduiceofall the Eſtates and Councels of the 
Countrey) not onely proceeding of the cleare gaines of 
the things ſold, but the tenth and twentieth peny of 
the capitall and principall value of all things ſold : fo as 
they should haue driven all Trade of Merchandize,han- 
dicrafts, and dcalings (whereby the Inhabitants for the 
moſt part get their liuings) out of the Netberiands;which 
exation hee thought with all rigour and extremitie to 
hane raiſed and put in praQiiſe, if he had not beene im-+ 
peached and hindred from the ſame by the warres;wher- 
as before that,the Countrey gaue him twenty hundred 
thouſand Guldernes yeercly, beſides certaine cxtraordi- 
narie millions continually payed. To conclude, he cau- 
ſcd the King and the Netherlands in ſixe yeeres gouerne- 
ment to ſpend at the leaſt fiftie rwo millions of Gul- 
dernes, which came for the molt part out of the Nerher-

wherewith the moſt worthy and famous Queene of tn. 
gland recompenced her ſubiects for their loſſes : But the 
Duke of 41aa, neither yet the King of Spaine, vvould 
not offer, promile, or pay the Netherlards one pery;not- 
withſtanding afterwards, that by the reckoning wade 
by the Merchants on both ſides, he (hauing receiued in 
the Mcrchants names, about two hundred thouſand 
Guldernes of ouerplus found to be in the English Mer- 
chants hands) would not giue it vnto thole perſons that 
had lot it, as the Quecne of Z#z/and did; but rather cau- 1 
{cd many men (by reaſon of ſtopping the Trade) to be- 
come Bankcupts, to the generall hurt and preiudice of 
the whole Countrey. Belides, for want of paying his 
ſouldiers, hee ſuffered them, without all militarie difci« 
pline, to vſe all ryotous, difordered,and forcible ations; 
as threatning of the people, ſtriking, robbing, raaſack- »/ 
ing, forcing of women, and ſuch like ations, and to / 
burne and ſpoile diuers faire Villages, as Carmicke vpor 
the Sea, Sanuefort, Alfen, and many others; and ravſack- 
ing divers Townes, to murther the people, tbiuking to 
hauc entred forcibly into Yerechr and other townes, and ) 
to haue ſpoyled and ranſackt the ſame : what they did 


to Dornicke, Valencia, Tpre, MaPricht, Dementer, Merbelen, 
F 3 Oudts 
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Oudenard, Dermonde, Naerden,and elſewhere, is yet in wioft 
fearefull remembrance. 

, Inhistime in Braxels, there was aboue one hundred 
yand thirty Burgers murthered, and cruelly brought yn- 
to their ends by the Spaniards. In Gard ina certaine vp- 
rore made by the Spaniards, there was ſixtie or ſeuentic 
1 Burgers at one time, and after that an innumerable 
Y numberof men and women ſlaine and murthered, In 
Ypre likewiſe at the execution of a Preacher, there was 
two and twenty Burgers shot thorow and killed, beſides 
thoſe that were hurt. 

In Dornicke at a certajne vprore betweene them of the 
Caſile, and the townes Garriſon , two Spaniards beeing 
flaine, they cryed Sparia, Spania, and therewith wilfully 
killed fifteene Burgers : and there likewiſe they forcibly 
yentred into the widow Poztiers houſe in the day time, 
11and killed her daughter and her couſin, thinking to hauc 
found great ſtore of money in her houſe; for the which 
there was no other execution done ypon the offenders, 
but onely they that had done the deed, were ſcnt away 
from thence, and put into another Garriſan. 

In Fleſsingue was there not a Bill found about Pactero, 
(that was kept priſoner by them ) wherein was the 
names of an innumerable number of men both Gentle- 
men and others of the chiefeſt Bourgers, which by the 
Dukes commandement should hane beene aca” abi 
1in the yeere 1572. in divers townes, thereby to compell 
"them to yecld ro the tenth penie ? What horrible mur- 

thers were done and committed in Naerden and Harlem, 

contrarie to the faithfull promiſes made in Dom Frede-

There is no-honeſt nor godly Chriſtian, but abhor-- 
rethand is aschamed to doe any injuries yato the bodies: 
of the dead; and the buriall of the dead is thought a fit 
and an honourable thing amongſt the Heathens and 
Barbarians : but the Duke of A/z4 cauſed diners dead 1; 
bodies (to ſpite both God and man)after they had beene 1 
buried and lien certaine dayes in the ground, to be digs 
ged vp againe, and to bee drawne ynder the Gallowes, |, 
and theie to be hanged or burnt ;alledging,.that tFeyiy 
dicd without receiuing the Sacrament, or being confeſt:. 
butin truth it was done onely, that according to-his 
Proclamation, he might confiſcate their goods. 

The ſtate of martiage (the onely foundation of all 11 
ſocictie in euery place and Towne, and the bond of jy, 
lone and peace, the right ground of all good lite andy, 
conuerfation amongſt men , .which moſt-conſiſteth in jj 
true and right conſent) was by the Duke of, 4/ua broken 
and difannulled; for that the parties that were married 
in the reformed Aſſemblies,were held as Heretickes valeſſe 
they married againe,(which.mat.y did)intendingtherby 
50 beftow the rich women ypon his ſouldicrs for a priſe.

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To conclude, he did openly breake and diannull all 
honeſt amitie and loue, that one man is bound ro shew 
vnto another, murthering and EXECuting vyomen that 
holpe their husbands,and children that comtorted their 
parents in their vitermoſt and greateſt extremities, and 
fuch as did but comfort them with a Lettcr;ss was to be 

; ſeene in the towne of c Ha#richt, vvhere the father was 
, cruelly put to death becauſe he lodged his ſonne{that he 
1 had nor ſcene in a long time before) one night; and an- 
other, becauſe he gaue a poore widow (vvh-le husband 
had beene put to death for Religion) certaine corne for 
11 almes; another, for that he ſent certaine money voto 
his friend which was then in En2/and, and confiſcated 
. the goods of many honelt and rich women, becauſe 
they had lodged thcir husbands in their houſes, whereby 
they were compelled to begge their bread. 

Hee likewiſc prophaned the holy Sacrament of Bap- 
ciſme, cauſing the children that had beene openly and 
publikely baptized i the Name of the Father, of the Sonne, 

) andof the haly Ghoſt, to be baptized againe , becauſe they 
had beene baptized (as hee ſaid) by Heretickes, vvhich 
vvas againſt the Decrecs of Counncels, and all the Lawes 
both of God and man. 

To shew his extreme pride and high minde, in the 
Caſtle of Antweype he cauſed his image to bee made and 

'! Erccted of brafle, (like Nebauchadnezzar) phcing vndetr 

}) his feet the Nobilitie and States of the Conntries of the Ne- 
therlands : and at Antwerpe in the market-place, where 
he published a Pardon, he cauſed a princely Throne t0 
be erected, which is vſcd to be ct vp, onely therewith 
to honour Princesand Kings, which he of himfelfe cau- 

{d to be (et vp and late thereon; to the diminishing S 
Cc 
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the Kings honour, vvhich no Lieutenant to the King 
before him durſt attempt. 


This is part of that vvherewith the Countries of the, 


Netherlands, both of the one and the other Religion doe 
charge yoyr great and glorious Duke of Ava, who 


yyent out of his command like a ſauffe in the noſtrils 


of all the Nerherlanders , that loucd their Countries li- 
' berties , howſocuer they yaricd in points and opinions 
of Religion. | 


After his departure the King ſent the great Com- : 
mander of Ca//zle, not to moderate any thing of his Pre- 


deceſſors tyrannie, but to purſue it more couently and 
cunningly. In his time, vader colour of a mutinie , Az- 
twerpe, Bruxels, Mafiricht, Aloft, with diuers other places, 
(becing then vnder the peaceable gon neg of the 
King) were ſurpriſed by the Spanish Souldiers, ranlackt 
and burnt, as if they had becne townes of enemies, and 
at laſt forced to redeeme their owne liberty, by ſatisfying 
the Souldier their ynreaſonable demands; fo vaderhand 
paying.the Kings Army. The Captaine of theſe coun- 
terfeir Mutineers was one eronme de Rhoda a Piicit; who 
(as it plaincly appeares ) had ſecret inftruttions to mu- 
tine, or pretend Rebellion, 'or doe, or counterfeit: any 

other falshood , which mighr impouctish the people, 

make them vnable to refit any violence, and tofaci- 

liate the Kin 
ſubietion of thoſe Countries to Tyrannie. According + 
ly (the great Commander being dead ) hee tooke ypon 
him, by ſome priuate in ltruction from Spaine,tO ;uleall: 
Whillt notwithſtanding by publike Decree the King 
hal cltablished the Genera! EFates in the Goueramwent.

But it plainely appearcd, the face and heart of theſe de-,/ 
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ſignes and ations was not all one. For howloeuer the 
publike countenance ſtood for the Srates, the ſecret in- 
}} tent was that Rhode should gouernezwhich he knowing, 
vſurped the Kings name, authoritie, and Scalc, and rc. 
turning into Spaineafterward, in ſtead of pynishment, 
vvas vvell rewarded for it: becauſe, thongh he croſt the 
1; publike Att of the King, yet he performed the ſecret in- 
)/ tent, apd private inſtruction giuen him. And this vyas 
manifeſtly diſcouered at the comming of Dons 1ohn of 
Auſtria to gouerne, vvho was forbidden to ſpeake,or fee 
Rhoda, or giue him any countenance, but ro demeane 
himſelfe towards him, as if he had beene an enemy and 
 Rebell, yet vnderhand to carry himſclfe in the Govern- 
y ment of thoſe Countries, onely as heshould be dircfed 
by the inſtrudtions of Rhoda. oh 
Thus Dow lohn ſeemed to hold altogether with the 
1, Nobles and with the __ to pitic their preſlures, 
y to promife a ſpeedy redrefſle of all grieuances; notwith- 
11 ſtanding all this was but fained to betray them ; for hee 
ſonghrandaymed at the ſame end that all the reſt had 
done beforc, though after a new manner ; labouring to 
winne and conquer one part by another, and to divide 
the Countries, that he might rule as hee liſt. All this 
plot vvas diſcloſed by the providence of God, who (be- 
ing no Tyrant, but a father himſelfe) is an enemy to 
all oppreſſion and tyranny ; and beeing Truth it ſelf), 
1 Hates all diflimularion and falshood : for a Letter of the 
Kings to Dom Tohn was intercepted , wherein all thefe 
ſnares, traines, and plots, vyere amply layd downe and 
dcliacated to life, for the better execution of them 
when time ſcrued, Vpon which, the. whole State bc- 
nolding nothing that might mooue them to hope for 
= rcfot- 
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reformation , but vyhar might cauſe them rather to./de- 
ſpaire of faire dealing, they altogether agreed and reſol. 
ucd to renounce theirallegeance to the King of Spayne, 
and finally ro declare him falne by Tyrannie from the 
Seignorie, Principalitie, luriſdition, and {oheritance

Soone vypon 
the contriuing of this plot, when the King of Spaine, to- 
appeaſc the Netherland broylcs in the beginning, had ſent:

ous wrongs here mentioned. Bur when. theſe grew fo 
frequent, that the ſmart vnto the King of Spayne became 
intolcrable; and ſo manifeſted vnto the world, that all 
other Princes and people tooke notice thereof, how was 
it poſſible that it could ſtand with the honor of a King, 
and of ſuch a potent King as is a King of Spaywe , ſtill to 
continue to put vp wrongs, as faſt as shee continued to 
doe them ? hee was therefore at the laſt mooued with 
the preparation of his great Armada nauall of the yeere 
of our Lord 1588. the memory whereof, by the incel- 
fant clamors of piFttanicall enemies of peace, hath poſſeſſed 
more place in the heades of the -inconſiderare vulgar 
multitude,then the many great wrongs that inforcedit, 

But thankes bee to God, our peacefull King: James 
comming to the Crowne, and well knowing how mat- 

' ters had paſſed, did (to the great happines ofohea Realm) 
falue vp this ſore from further feltring, vehereunto hee 
found Spaine moſt ready and willing, and well contefit 
ro lerpſſe and forget all Englich iniuries. For to giue 
the Spaniards their due, certaine itis, they are men that 
arenot of vnteconciliable 3nd revengetull natures, nor 
ſuch long entertainers of defire of reuenge , as ſome 0- 
ther Nations are faid ro be : And this appearcth want- 
feſtly in this Nation more then in others : for rotwith- 
Randiog all fore-going hoſtilitie berweene Frgiichmen 
and Spaniards both by tea and land , and inuaſions eucn 
in Portugal and Spaine it ſelfe , vyhereof people may Ie- 
Waine more ienlible, then of an vneffeuall A4rmaaa; 


yet 
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ethath not any Eng/zch Ambaſſadour, nor any other 
of the Fngijsh Nation beene by Spaniards in Spaine bar- 
barouſly abuſed; but I am ashamed ceuen for the honor 
of our Nation) to repeate, how Spanish Ambaſſadors and 
other Spa#iards haue beene vicd in England. 

As for the ſundry benefits which the commerce and 
trafique betweene England and Spaine hath brought'vnto 
our Nation, I doubt not but many of oir Merchants, 
ſea-faring men and others will conteſle, and farre more 
profit and bemefite will no doubt enſue the moſt hogo- 
rable and great alliancenow expected. 

But let vs come to Our good neighbours and friends 
the Ho/anders, and conſider of the gratefall goodnelle 
and benefits which we reape by them, that thereby wee 


may know how-well and wiſely wee are aduiſed to e-* 


[teeme them for our good neighbours and friends, and 
lofriendly ticking vnto them. | 

That we haue for aboue theſe fifty yeeres taken their 
parts is ſufficiently knowne ; that the people of England 
hauc oftentimes generally ſmarted by the great preſſures 
and parliamentall -payments- impoſed'vpon them by 
Lucene Elrzaberh ; to yphold theſe: friends and+neigh- 
bours withall, is 1ikewiſe well enough knowne; asalſo 
that great aboundance of Fng/i5þ bloud hath beene shed 
in their quarrell, and an infinit number of Englischmens 
lives loſt; vyhoſe/ courage and valour was worthy of 
| more honour; then in their baſe and dishonourable ſer-

vice could be deſerucd; and'now when all comes 10 all, - 


they are ſo farre from honeſt ciuilitie, that they will noe 
acknowledge any friendship done them, and therctore

This the vviſedome of their Sate ſawe, 
vvhen they fought proteQtion rather from the Queene 
of Enzland, as beeing more ft, then from the King of 
France , as bcing more potent, And this the wiſedome of 
our State then confeſſed alſo, vyhen they ioyned vvith 
them for theaptnes and oportunity , each Sraze had to 
helpe or annoy one the other , aſwell in commerce and 
trade, as alſo in warres offenfiue and defenſue : and [ 
vvonder thorow vvhat new Spectacles your yviſdome, 
(the vviſedomr of the preſent times ) ſees the contratie

cejized ypon all tharlanded,to the number ot 27.perſons, 
and kept them, as they pretended, for hoſtages, but 
would neucr deliver them, till they had for their ran. 
ſome drawne the ship fo drv of Amunition , clothes, vi- 
Quals, and all other neceſſarics, as shee could ſpare no 
more, hauing left her ſelfe ſcarce enough to bring her 
home : vvhich when the Sp«ntards perceiued, and lawe 
withall, that they could not by falshood poſleſſe the 
Ship, they tooke the 27.priſoners;and in ſtead of ſetting » 
them free,and ſending them home as they promiſed and 
conditioned, bound each of them to a (euerall tree, arid 
in the ſight of the Sunne, and in the eye of their lamen- 
ting friends on shipboord, yvho could not helpe them, 
cut their throates, and left them: there and went their 
yvayes : ſo that when their companions came on $hore, 
they beheld the yvofull ſpeftacle, but could doe no far- 
ther courteſie to them, then couer their bodies vvith 
earth, burying them with a pcale of cryes and impreca- 
tions ſent to heauen, for iuſt yengeance to bee powred 
ypon that perfidious place and people. 

- About two yectes after, a ship of Sourh- hampton came 
thither, the Merchant of which named Chamberiaine,had 
beene there the yere before , and there was owing to 
him an hundred pounds of Tobacco : hee, making no 
queſtion but all had beene well, leaped ashore to trade 
with the Spaniards, and was preſently taken, and his 
throat cut in the ſighrof them that were in the Boate,// 
vvho hardly ſcaped.

[ intend not to repeate the particulars, leaſt I 5hould 
be thought , rather to rcuiugold quartells by renueing 
there memorie, then to ſtop farther breaches by burying 
all fomer iniurics in oblivion, Yet I muſt ſay, that if they 
Should thioke, wee put vp thoſe affronts offercd to our 
Nation in Groenlant and the caſt Indyes, cyther out of 
feare of their ſtrength, or our owne weakenes , they 
Should injiurie vs nolefle in the conceit, then they haue 
done in the agt, Religion only hath bownd our hands, 
and weeare ſatisfied that the Sretre doth diſclame it, and 
caſt it vpon priuate perſons; otherwiſe wee were as well 
able to ſcourge them,as to defend them from ſcourging, 
It were an ingratefull part in them , whilſt wee indanger

2 Obſcruc the moſt excellent Prince of Wales his for= 
wardnesand extraotdinatie diligence to accomplish this 
worke ; I dare not fay, whatſocuer 1 thinke, that the 
Whole frame was firſt of his compoſure, but Iam ſure he 
was a principall Agent in the happy concluſion, 
;- Obſcruc his Majeſtic how readely and gladly he gri» 
ted when it cam to the vpshot : ſoc that he {cemed to. 
hold off before for politique reſpectes; 
Firſt, to beget a feelcing in our friends of their owne 
eſate, who did not; in his Maicſties- judgement , ſecme 
(enfible enough , for along tyme, cyther of their owne 
danger, or of this his royall fauoure and bencfite, 
Secondly, to make his owne ſubicRes the more eager 
and earneſt by the delay,and ſo giue them tymc to debate

Thirdly to ſecure the Enemye by this meancs, till all

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were ready, that ſo wee might refleQt vpon them, by a 
thinne and flight shadow the open and groſle iniuryes 
they haddone vs before , vader the coyerture of treatyes 
and truſt, Now for the better vnderſtanding of his 
Maicſties minde, in all pointes. proportionable to this 
deſcription , I haue inſerted his privy Counſels letter to

maine as refugers. And becauſe the time of the yeare is {0 
farre ſpent, a5 it will be requiſite to vſe all posſible expeds.

ignorant of their owne honorable. rootes ,” which firſt 
ſprung from Armes and muſt be by that moſt honorable 
profellion mainetained whereof thoſe ſword:s ate- wits 
neſſes, which none but Gentlemen weare amongſt them, 
AndIam perſwaded therefore, this groſſe andeftemina= 
tecanceite,.is bred amongſt them. , eyther, by-their #09 
tender Moyghers, who had rather ſee their Country perish, 
then to behold their children hazard themſclues for the 
ffeguard of it; orfrom their Anabaptifticall neighbours 
who ſuppoſe (erroniouſly)all armes to be Antichriſtian; 
orfromthe Malignant papiſt, who though hehath the

\ But to returne to Our matter, . and to manifeſt our ge- 
nerall willingnes and allacritie. for the vodertaking of 
theredefence; I would neither hauc the Common peo- 
ple ignorant,nor yet think vs (@ ſtupid not to-vnderſtand 
the bencfite of this defenſiuc ayde ſens: quer to; them at 
this preſent, which iggreater then at firſt ſightitappeareth 
toall eyes. For beſides that wee helpe to defend there 
fortiresat,our owne charge, which all ſee.,. wee alſo 
fſpcndthe meanes), which weemtcpiucon; of) Bug/and, 
among them gl ,;{o- they. hane the yie;-both. of our 
menand 20nye, which makes tiadcing G—_ 
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ker ſetting many trades on worke, and filling the pub. 
lique purſe ſomething fuller by exciſe and other date, 
which all obſerue not, What ready mony hath beenedif. 
burſed in their Countrie for Hats, Armes, and otherne- 
ceffaries to furnish theſe troopes is apparant to all, and 
the laborious' Tradeſman taſtes of the dooble benefite, 
and will bleſſe God for it, howeſoeuer the 7gnorant and 
inſoleut will not acknowledge to haue recciucd hereby 
ſo much as a ſingle curteſic, For I heare them obied, in 
ſcorne, thatall this /s not giuen but lent , they muit repuy 
zt, True, asthey did the money for the Cantionaric 
townes of Flushing in Zeland,and the Bricl!, in Holland, 
with the Caſtle of Ramekins in the Iſeland of Walthe- 
ren which came to 81 $000, which firſt vpon ſuite tohis 
Maieſtic they inftald for 40000 by rhe yeere, and conti- 
nued the paymeEt thereof for fiue yeeres, but after, finding 
it heauy, they againe ſought eaſe of his Maicſtic, and gra 
tioully obtayned a generall releaſe and poſſeſſion of their 
townes and Caſtle for the ſamme of 200000 payde to 
his highnefle , and of 25000, aſſigned by 'his Maieſties 
bownty towards the reward of the'Officers, Which abz- 
rement proceeded neither from our want (for then it had 
beene a molt ynthankefull part in them, -not cqually to 
reſpect our want in the repayment, as wee did their in 
the lending})-nor outof the excelſe of their wirt (as foe 
would /arrogatitly have it} bat our of ' there humble 
ſuite, and his Maieſties 'grations and ready graunt: Who 
conlidering what- became his honor would give rather 
then Wk ig —_— not defraude that truſt be oy 
was tepoltd in hispredecefſdr,and fo ſuccerfinely in him, 
bur 'redeliuered the: nog ke their ey their 
owne polleſſion againe, And this may teach thenn m_ 
& #3 ! t 
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that itis not in the power of oxe Stanly or one Yorke, 
to ſtaine the honor of a Nation ; but they may as ſafely 
truſt vs,as themſclues; prouided they be ſure of their re-= 
ligion whome they truſt. If they be carelcs in admitting 
Captaynes and officers, they may well ſuſpeA ſuch ſoad=- 
mittted : but if they know then farthfull to God,, they 
neede not doubt their fidelity to them. Andit is not only 
ours, but all other Nations, yea their owne oft of all, who 
areto be ſuſpeed and fo kept from Command, ifcyther 
they bec of x0 religion or popishly affetted : If of none, 
then they are for any Deuill rhat will tempt them (and 
Manmon eſpecially is then the God they worship) if po= 
pich, then they are for Antichriſt, and fo for the Catholi- 
que King, who is his beſt beloued ſonne , and like to be 
the heyre of all that he can giue him. For he vſcth his cc» 
cleliaſticall Keyes ro no other end , but to open and shut 
the heart, and all other houlds, for the intertainement of 
the Spanish pompe and pridc,and for the inlargement of 
that quinteſſentiall Monarchie, though the ſpirit of God 
by the Mouth of Daniel fay the contrary neuer ſo pereme 
torilyand plainely, 

But ſome obic_ the Kinges bownty in this reſpect 
proceeded from the conſideration of his owne charge , 
which he chould haue beene at in. keepting thoſe places , 
meerely for the proffit of the vnited Provinces. Perhaps 
indeede this was the cauſe which made him the more 
willing to part with them, vpontheir ſuite,and his Coun- 
{ellsaduice + but this doth-not leſſen his bownty , nor 
their obligation, For to keepe a chargeable gage, foran 
other mans benefit, ſe long as the ownerpleaſeth, to rc- 
ſtore ivfafely and better incuery refpet then it was atthe 
firſt ingagemeat,and that when the owner deſires it, and 
B ij vpon 
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vpon no termes of adaantage but vpon ſuch as he him- 
ſclfe preſcribes, witnefſeth extraordinary honeſtic in the 
lender and deſerues extraordinary thankfulnes from the 
borrower, Indeede the firſt motion for reddidition of 
theſe places proceeded, perhaps, from ſome who wished 
well to the Spaniard, anddid not like the continuance of 
this their _—_— vpon England, who was by theſe 
cautions really and perpetually in point of honor, and prof 
fit, and zntere$, ingaged for the defen(e of their Stare and 
zitle equally with themſclues : And this was ſeconded by 
a windie hamor bredina few others by proſperitic and 
peace, which looked not fo farre as the firſt mouersayme, 
but ſuppoſcingthemſclues able to ſtand vpon their owne 
feete,, thought ſcorne to hold any longer of others, and 
began to meditate how to forget the hand that helped 


them vp, and to requite that curteſie with quartells: 


which they could not doe ſafely (they ſaw) whilſt wee 
had thoſe pawnes in ohr cuſtody, But for the carriage of 
our 9ueene of blefſcd memoire deceaſed , of our preſem 
ſounercigne, of our Counſell and State in generall, there 
was no paſſage eyther in the firſt taking of them on, in 
the holding,or reffroreing of them , but ſauours of re+- 
gion and honor.in all apprehegfions, aud will do fo toall 
generations heercafter. | 
Againe they obiet that our preſent ayde lent them is 
for our owne ſake; tince our Parliament generally appie- 
hended theſe Countiyes to be as the bulwarks or at lealt 
as the Counterfcarfe and outworks of our owne land: 
and.it was Wiſcly ſayde of a greate Cammander in his 
ſpecchimade to the Parliament, Anno 1621. that if wee 
Jooſe the Connterſcarfe though it be beyond the ditch, 
'the whole {ortification is acconnted loſt, For the ago 
erues 
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firues but for 4 defence to make compoſition , ſo that if 
wee wilhe content to looſe the counterſcarfe,then wee muſt 
preſently thinke of nothing but making a faire compoſiti- 
en,0r (uch,at leaſt,as the beſteger will afford vs, And wee 
willingly ackowledg, this to bea truth, wishing them to 
do vs good for their owne ſake , as they ſee:vs do them; 
goodas they ſay for our owne ſake, If wee.count-:them: 
our 0#t-workes (as wee doe) they ought tocount vs as: 
the marketplace,or Santtwary,or heart of the Citty, which 
thoſe ontworkes are appointed to guard, They count 
themſelues and the world generally and worthely counts 
them, to be a wiſe, politique; and prouidemt people ; let 
them therefore shew itin this particular, louting vs and 
drting vs all the good they can piouftie for religion ſake, 
curteouflic and rcadely for nerbourhoods ſake , faithfull 
for friendships ſake,or at leaſt politiquely for 1herr owne 
ſakes, 1 ; f4:th 
Apaine they obicQ oar people are imployde by this meas 
nes, and [0 our State pruned, drayned , and disburthened 
of many unruly and vnneceſſarie members. This is very 
trte alſo ; for our nation (as ranke ſoyles yeeld many 
wedes , and ranke witts: many ext7anagancies) bringes 
forth many people', and withall fpirits of extraordinary 
temper for the warre; which might be attributed to our 
dict (fince wee cate more ſolid flesh then any other Na= 
tion in Enrope} but that wee likewiſe 'finde all. that-is 
bred in our Climatc (as appears by.our Maſfzues and 
Cocks of the game) are of a more noble and gencrous 
liraine (as I may fay)then many others, Theſe fiery Spi» 
tits are often moſt +nruly, ſo that their, parents. are weary 
ofthem,and ſceing thty will take no courſe:toliue other. 
wite, cloth them furnish them with mony and cxpole 
my B ij them 
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them to the warres. Many of theſe haue the wit and 
grace to come ouer well pronided , as their parents ſend 
them ont; others will not leaue England till their Mony 
be ſpent, their clothes worne out , and then ashamed, 
with the prodigall, to returne home for new ſupplyes, 
they come ouer into theſe parts ragged (as wee (ee) 
Shame to their parents and Nation, Others leaue their 
trades, and runne from their Maſters; and this is the true 
canſe of theſe ragged and naked regiments , where you 
may (ce good bob of Men, very ill apparrelled. And by 
theſe oficourcings, men Geſs at the pouerty of our Staic, 
forgetting they come, though naked , fiom the land of 
Broad-cloth, and that this raggednes of theirs,in ſo richa 
Countrie, is one cuident note that they arc made and 
' marked out, for the warres. Indeede therefore wee con- 
feſle theſe men finde imployment heere by this meanes 
and withall this State findes defence, Beſides the ſtock is 
our owne, wherewirhall they are ſet to worke-: for wee, 
with our owne monye,} clothe them, furnish and arme 
them in all points complcat for the feild, with this charge, 
that they should fight for theſe Provinces as they would 
fight for Brittanie, And were it not in regard of Religi- 
ox (which wee alwayes prize and preferre before all other 
reſpeas)and in regard of the ſafety of both States,which 
equally concernes vs , wee could haue the ſame imploy- 
ment «g4inft them which wee haue now for them, and 
that vpon farre better termes, Where then were they 
(but that theſe reſpeRts do tye vs tothem) if our King 
(which God forbid) shon!d ſend ſo much monye and lo 
many men againſt them to the Encmye? The moſt put- 
plind and partiall perſon may ſec the iſſue, and ſo behold 
this benefite, in the contrary danger, y

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To tempt vs with ##/#ryes therefore , and not to fee 
their owne inſtant neceſzitie, becauſe the necesſity which 
we politiquely feare &f would preuent ſtands in their light, 
is an intollerable onerfight vnworthie of their wiſe» 
domes, 

Topreſume they may do vs hurt without danger, be: 
cauſe wee will doe them woue, but indangey our (clues 
to keepe them from hurt (as being moſt carefull of their 
wellfare with reſpe& to our owne afſuranceand theirs in 
common)is a madneſs beyond all meaſure, As if Ishould 
70þ my neighboure and vndoe hmm, becanſe I know him 
buſied in watching my houſe , to ſane me and himſelfe 
from robbing and undoeing. | 

Since now wee hane ſufficiently declared our owne 
kindenefs, in wooing the vnited Provinces to reciprocall 
curteſies, and the neceſſitie of our ſtandiug together, ex- 
cept both of vsintend to fall; I'proceede breefely to per- 
{wade both Nations to take better notice ofthe Enemyes 
trainesand deuiſes inuented ro denide vs,that ſo wee may 
vnite our (clues to each other more cloſely by vndiſſolu- . 
able knots of lone and atnitic,” And becauſe theſe troopes 
of Englich newly raiſed may ſome of them owt of rgnoran- 
cegiue or take offences which might caſely be auoyded; 
I (whoſe care and ſtady itisto do good offices betwixt 
them, and to prevent” what is poſſible all shadow of vn- 
kindnes which-may arife ) euen in the leaſt circumſtance 
have vicd that liberiy'6f ſpeech in the diſcourſe hither- 
to vnto which I am accaſtomed and naturally inclined: 
Which, though ſome'may miſlke who neither know me 
nor the-matter ;-yer" I knowe ſuch honeſt and downe- 
right freedoms to-be moſt fitand profitable for the ton» 
nucing of friendship and cleercing of the caſe, which 
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liberty 1 deſire leaue to 'vſe in-that which followes allo, 
for belides that the ffrocks of a friend are pleaſant, in 
being profitable, Lvnderſtand this buſines hath need of 
plaine dealting, vnder whoſe feuere condutt all affayres 
proſper, better then in the perpetuall Cockering of foote. 
makeing and. foole-fauoring flatterie. 

And firſt for my owne Nation, 1 deſire they would not 
bee 100 zealous, captions,and curious in takeing vnkindnes 
where none is ofterd, Some perſons haue the rrickto 
Pigne their intereſts and particular ſplecnes vpon the 
publique flecue-: and {o'what they haue felt or do feelc 
in priuate, muſt needes bee a generall greeuance : but wee 
muſt be wiſeand wary,not to ſuffer quarrells which way 
fall betwixt particulars, to troble or diſturbe the ge- 
nerall peace, whilſt wee fee thoſe iniuryes are not backt by 
authoritie,and made vniverſall and -nationall. 

And if wee muſt not ſuffer real aQions to diſturb@ur 
. affeQions, much leſle should wee permit wordes todo 

it, eſpecially euill words from ſuch perſons as haue not 
yct learned to (ſpeake well,  - , 

lt is true that Ladyes and gentlewoemen paſling the 
ſirects in ſtrange habits, do often} penance amongſt the 
ruder ſort, (as appeared by that moſt vnciuill and batba- 
rous demeanoure vicd lately towards an English Lady in 
Amfſtcrdam who deſired to ſee the Cittie, and ſuppoled 
a}l gouvernements to be as ciuill.as Londen)but we muſt 
conſider the ſame ſet of people would wonder aſmuch at 
a Parrator Poppiniay. lt is true alſo that men ofAall rankes 
mecte often amongſt boyes words of reproch ; but, be- 
ſides that wee cannoraltogither cleere our owne in ſome 
zyde. places from that barbariſme , what should ſuch 
words of icorne ſpucd from ſuck mouthes __ vs? 
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&nce indeede it is our glory to be thoſe English Dogs, 
that bauc holpen the Shepheards to chaſe from hence the 
Spanigh Wol ues, who clſc would haue worrycd,not on: 
ly theſe filly Lambes, but the harmeles and innocent 
Sheepe, their Fathers, Let not this ſtirre the courage of a 
Man to fury, bat pitty and ſcorne; as Lyons vſe to walke 
with contempt amongſt barkceing whelpes, whoſe $hrill 
notes are mulſick, whilſt the Puppies bite not. Afſuredly 
theſe boyes would, and doe too often, vic their Parents 
thus; they know no better; they neuer learneda lefion of 
obedience, much lefle of gratefullnes, to honor thoſe in 
duty who defend them in loue , and often fauours them 
25the Pellicane doth her younge, whome in extremetic, 
$he foſters and cherisheth with her owne blood. 

It wilbe imputed a folly to me to touch this, butI 
haue ſecne ſome touched with it. It oftcn falls out that 
men who affet honor, as it is the ſouldiars ayme, are 
more offended with reptoches and ſcornes then aual 
iniuryes. And ifit were not({o, theſe ſpirits would not 
ſell their flesh and blood ſo cheape, farre vader the rate of 
beefe, or mutton, veale,or porke, nor would they indure 
heateand cold, and hunger and thirſt, when ſeruants(ha- 
ueing more wages) will not , but that there is an ayer of 
praiſe and hope which they (Camelion like) feede vpon, 
and it kills their hearts to hcare this blowne away bya 
ſtinkeing breath with diſgracefull language. It were caſic 
for them by any honeſt trade or courſe of life to live well 
in their owne Countryes, for meers neceſlitic doth nor 
bring them ouer hither, as if wee wanted meate and 
Uinke in England, France or Scotland, but eyther they 
are brought hither to be punished for their idlencs, & be- 
Guſc they would not at homedoc a little _ wotke for 
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great wages, are forced heere, as ina houſe ofcorreQion, 

to do great worke, yea the hardeſt of all (to oucrcome 

manie wants, and difficulties, themſclues, and others) 

for little wages : Or elſe , being men made and marked 

ont for the warres, they ſeeke and delire this kinde of 
life, and would choſe it amongſt all others as the moſt 

honorable , though they had nothing for their labore, 

but the oportunity and lawfull authority , to erchange 
knocks freely. For they deale for honor, as marchants for 
proffit; and they ſtampe in flesh and blood , as the other 
mint in goldand liluer, Now then the firſt ſort meetcing 
diſgraccſ{ull words meets but his deſert, it is part of his pus 
nishment to be reproched and rcuiled : but this latter, 
who is only couctous of honor, takes it ill , to haue this 
counterfeit coine of diſgrace , put vpon him in ſtcad of 
currant money, But 1 would not haue any of theſelat- 
ter ſort looke fo lotve to ſtoope to ſuch pettie praiſe, nor 
contrarilie once caſt their eye aſide to theſe ſonnes of Be- 
lial, children of Bethell, who would mock Elizcus if he 
came amonge them with a bald head or a ſtrange habit, 
Nay rather | would haue them doeall good they can for 
the generall State of theſe Countries, with reſpect ol thoſe 
good people whoare mixcd amonge the wicked , and 
mourne for the abhominations which are done in the 
Land, Deare Countrimen, you that be at home in peace, 
pay your monycs freely for the ſupportance and defence 
of theſe, pray for them with vafained faith; and you, 
worthyes, that are heere, fight for them with vndaunted 
reſolution, and, if neede bee, dye for them with comfort 
and cheerefulnes cuen as for your owne Countrye; lince, 
as I have manifeſted , the warre is the ſame though a 
litile farther temoucd,and beſides that it is alſo a religions 
waltc, 
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warre, being for religion , if the warriours themſelues 
haue any rcligion in them, 

Againe lam tocxhort my Countrimen, who are com- 
prehended vnder the name of greate Britcaines, ro shew 
themſelues as ſtrong being now vnited , as they haue 
chewnethemſclues heeretofore being diuided, Let both 
the English and Scottish Nations declare by action that 
they haue not loſt their old hearts by takeing vpon them 
4 new name ; but that they arc the ſonncs of thoſe Fa« 
thers whoſe braue blood, ſpilt in the warres, hath intiched 
- and manured theſe feilds, with France, Spaine, and Pa- 
lftine, andare ready to doit againe for the propagation of 
Chriſtian Religion, and for gaincing free and aſſured paſ= 
Gage tothe glorious Goſpell of our Lord Icſus Chriſt, 

Laſtly I deſire & exhort with all earneſtnes that they 
would be carcfullto ſerue the vnited Provinces faithful- 
ly, and not todeceaue them in the leaſt reſpeft + whilſt 
therein they ſerwe or deceive their owne Prince and Coun- 
try, with whoſe monyes they are payde , and shall rcape 
praiſe and honor or shame and obloqui of their friends at 
their returne home accordingas they behauc themſclues 
in theſe imployments abroade. 

Aud now haucing done with our owne, Iam in 
moſt hamble manner , to preſent theſe petitions follo- 
wing which 1 haue learned from the obſcruation of my 
Countrimen to the conſiderations of my ſuperiors in 
theſe parts, in whoſe power it is to redrefſe the enor- 
_ thereby to declare, that they prize vs, as wee doe 
them, 

Firſt that they would begratiouſly pleaſed ,to heare 
the 01d ſo/d;ars ſucing for better pay,anddeſircing to be 


diſcharged of their moſt chargeable and vnaconſcionable 
Cij ' Sollicte 
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Sollicitours,who cate them vp by lewish vſuricin any 
reaſonable manner , Soe as I haue heard divers con« 
ſcionable Commanders (ay, it is almoſt impoſlible for an 
Officer to liue (though neuer ſo meanely and modeſtly) 
vpon his mcanes, except he decciucd the State or Sol. 
diar; Since molt of his owne meanes is ſwallowed vp by 
the tollicitor, O that it wouſd enter into the heart of 
thoſe prudent Lordes,to take a courſe for better payment, 
that the Captaines might not haue juſt occaſion to com- 
plaine, nor Coloure to ſecke $hifts by curſed arreſtations, 
thereby to deceaue the Country of bodyes, and thenuſclues 
of ſoules. Then your Companyes would be fuller , and 
the officer would ſerue with better courage, becauſe with 
better conſcience, Yea then, if deceite should be wed or of- 
fered, none would pitty the guilty detinquent, though he 
were made an publique example and ſpeQacle of fraude, 
vaworthy his profeſſion, I ſay v2worthie. his profesſion, 
for | know, whatſocuer othermen vainely thinke , thata 
reall lye is more dighonorable{(though cuſtome and com- 
panie cloudes it) then a werball, which is ſo haynous to 
the carcand reputation of a ſouldier. 

But I hearean obicction againſt this ſuite, which l dare 
not mention without craucing pardon aforchand, and 
this it is,as they ay, God knowes the truth of it; That if 
Sollicitors were diſcharged and better payment made, 
then diners of the Natiues should looſe excellent offices, 
the Generall State let goe a faire improuement, and di- 
verſe great perſons could not put their monyes out tov 
ſurie vpon ſuch unreaſonable conditious. | cannot be- 
lecue this profitable ſinne,can barre the doore againk iult 


'reformatio,though the inſolencie of the Solicitors would 


perſwade me to belecuc it; who preſumcipg, as it pin 
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and as the ſucceſle shewes, vpon ſipportance , dare af= 
front the greateſt Commanders and vſe them as ſeruants 
not like Maſters by whome they line. Sometyme Soli- 
citors have beene put vpon Captaynes by force,and they 
authorized to take from the Captaynes ordinance the 
beſt part of his meanes though the ſolicitor neuer ad- 
vanced him a penie of mony aforchand, but becauſe he 
contratted with his Predeceſſor ; Soe that if a cunning 
Companion who hath a little ſpare monie can inſinu- 
ate himſclfe into the boſome of a needy or negligent 
Commander, and ſupplycing his preſcut wants, faſtena 
peece of mony vpon him, and procure from him an in- 
. conſiderate contraQt , for his life only, let it be neuer ſo 
ynreaſonable , yet his ſucceſſor muſt continue it, and 
make it good, nay, perhaps increaſe it out of his meanes; 
andſo ſucceſſiiuely from generation to generation, if the 
wars Should continue it would continue like a rent=- 
charge vpon the Captaine or campanic ; whereby it 
cometh to paſſe, that though a Captayne , who venters 
Jifeand all for the State, hath but a terme of life in his 
Capraineship ; Yet the ſollicitor, for layeing out a hune 
dedor two hundred pownd, hath halfe the Captaynes 
meancs, and a perpetuitic in that halfe , though he doe 
nothing for the State bur helpe to' vndoc it, Beſides 
though theſe perſons be taken on, that the ſouldiar may 
haue ſound pay, for which the Caprayne payes ſoundly, 
as l have partly shewed, yet their payment is foe bad, 
that there are few Captaynes (I might ſay ſafely, none) 
put haue juſt cauſe to complaine, if their iaſt complaints 
might be heard and redreſlcd. 

But ſuch is the vaequall condition of the perſons and 
the odd and diſreſpeiue carriage of the tyme towards 


them, that the Captaine contracting with the ſolicitor, 
C 11j is bowad 
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is bownd for his part,and the ſolicitor is his owne indge, 
and caryes himſcife what amendes he liſtteth out of the 
Captayncs mcanes : but the ſolicitor, contrating with 
the Captaine, is notwithſtanding looſe for his part, or 
as good as looſe, lince he cares notfor keepcing his day, 
but often puts the Captaine to borrow, and pawne his 
credit and clothes vpon intereſt for payment of his com- 
panic, when notwithſtanding he payes vie to the (ollict 
tor for aduanceing it aforchand ; Nay ſay the Captaine 
forbeares it a moneth or two (as ſometyme it falls out) 
yet he payes vie for it, and the ſollicitor will not abate a 
ſtiuer, though the one looſeth and the other gaines by 
this mcanes, a dooble viſe, 

There is alſo a gaines made to the ſolicitor by pay- 
ment of light money, which he knowes the Captayne 
muſt be forced to put away,cannot keepe to change; with 
many other groſle and intolerable abuſes of which 1 
hauc heard Captaynes complaine , and which cryeout 
(for the with-houlding of the labourors due is a crycing 
linne) eyther to the State for redreſle or to God for jud- 
gement, 1 ſee what account David made of his wotthics 
and ſouldiars , and how pretious their blood was in his 
fight, when rcfuſeing todrinke ofthe water they fetched 
for him with perill of theit lines, Hee powred it out to 
the Lordandlayde My God forbid it me that 1s5honld dit 
this thing; Shall I drinke the blood of theſe men that haut 
put their lines in icopardie * for with the icopardit of 
their lines they brought it ,tberefore he would not drinke.| 
wish that all ſolicitors and vſurers would confider this 


ſtorie well, and then they wonld not (except they were = 


right Nabals) make it their dayly trade to drinke vp , 14 


to bedgunke with the blood of ſuch men,and that "_ 
they 
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theyare watching that theſe may drinke the fafer,and figh- 
ting for ſafeguard of that mony, whoſe vſe cates them vp, 
tothe bare bones, Bur if thefe Iewes and bloodſuckers 
will not confider it, yet it concernes Dauid and the wor- 
thies of this State to looke to it betrer, and to their care - 
- and conſcience I commend it. For if this be not rcfor- 
med,as it shewes inward corruption and putrifaQtion, ripe 
for diſſolution, ſo it may, at one tyme or other, by one 
meanes or other , put the State to ſtraights and difficul- 
tyes,did not the auxiliarie Bandes take care for it,to.defend 
it and reſpect it, as their owne Countric, Which care of 
theirs appeared the laſt yeere,at the comming out of that 
Placat, which gaue them, generally ſo much diſcontent, 
and thatin the inſtant when they expected the Enemy. 
Which had beene a fit tyme and occaſion to tempt them 
tomutinee, but that faith, honor, and religion reſtrayned 
them; yea ſuch atyme ; as would haue occaſioned ſome 
Nations then to crye for gelt andreformation, oralſo to 
lay downe their armes, Whereas then, all theſe troopes, 
both British, and French, did nobly andloyally reſoluc, 
not to diſpute the point before the fight, but firſt to fight, 
andfo to diſpute the point againſt the Enemye with the 
edge of their anger and points of their, ſwords, that they 
might by their deſerts moue the States to repeale their 
a}, and to shew they meritted augmentation by way of 
lageſſe, rather then abatement or abridgement, by way 
ofdefalcation ; which they would intimate by humble 
petition, without diſputation , after the ſeruice was done 
andthe Enemyc gone off, and not before, And thisre- 
ſolution they generally followed , whereby they deſer- 
ued dne conſideration,and 1 doubt not in tyme but they 


Shall finde it. They are Tyrants and' not Fathers of the.

Commonwealth , who take occaſion to beeuill, from 
the goodnes of their people; (o that the better the ſubie& 
or inferior is , the worle the ſuperior shews himſelfeto 
bee; and the more he is content for peace,and quiet, and 
conſcience, to ſuffer, the more the other puts vpon him 
and forceth him beyond his ſtrength to beare and luffer, 
It shall not be ſoe amongſt you, (faith our fauiour to his 
Diſciples) I hope the illuſtrious Lords arc our ſauiours 
Diſciples alſo, and Iam ſure then, Js 5hall not be foe 4- 
moneſt them. 

Second!y I beſeech the State to conſider whether or no 
it be fit to vindicate the honor of our king, State and Nz- 
tion , together with the King and Queene of Bohemia, 
from the baſe aſperſions caſt vpon them , by cumor and 
lycing multitude, in the point of their preſent mainte- 
nance, For I know the Common people belecuc, and 
giue it out, for a manifeſt truth , as men that will beleeue 
no better, how thatroyall Payer with their Princely chil-

The knowledge of this was one of the principal mo= 
tives which cauſed me firſt to put. penn to. paper in this 
ſubieQ; becauſe I law the honor of my King, ; Countrie, 
and of theſe Princes traduced and tolt vp and:downe by 
lewdelyeing, and ignorant tongues, For, in (ixad-of char- 
ging this State with their aboade heere (as- theſe fellowes 
fainc agd giue out) they are cucry way helpefull to it, 
ſpending therein many, thowland powads ſtarling by 
theyeere,and cauſcing much to be ſpent, all which comes 
out of England into theſe parts., And I preſent it to the

Thirdly | humbly preſent this motion to the conſide- 
nation of my ſuperiqrs, whether they thinke it fit.or no, 
for the conſolidation of this league, and forthe preſerua- 
tion of perpetual amitie betwixt both Nations, to equall 
vs, if not with their owne, atleaſt with the cheefe of 0» 
ther. Nations , who. ſerue them as wee doe; {ince' wee 
haue beenc, arc, and ate; like tq;bee, as good ſtudds and 
props to this State, as they. or any. of them haue beene, 
are, or can bee. Let not theaduaniage of language make 
aſtriter band, then that of hearts and: hands. ; If their 
tongucs goc before. ours, our! hearts and hands goc-in 
front with them, and hauccuer, done ſo, tadothis State 


ſeruice, Neither ſpeake 1 this to diſparagethem or any of 
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them; It is nodiſparagement for the beſt of them, t» 
march with vs; Neither ſpeake I this to detraQt from their 
deſeruings , but by compariſon of theirs to fet off our 
owne (which hath beene nothing inferior to theirs) and 
ſo to beget equall reſpe for equall metrtit inall ranckes 
and degrees. 
Fourthly I preſent to the wiſe conſideration of my ſu+ 
, periors, whether they thinke it fit or no, that in both the 
Indyesand all other places of trade or fishing , their peo- 
ple be ſtraightly commanded carefully to mainetaine pea- 
ce, that they ſell not our-loue for alittle lacre,nor inuade 
our ſimple truſt and innocent ſecuritie, with fraude or vi- 
olence, vpon baſe aduantages of tyme, and odds ofnum- 
ber , or the like circumſtances of trecherie and iniurie; 
which,as they may be shadowed with rhe cloake' of lu- 
ſice, ſo they may ſerue our Enemyes, (who! ſeecke to de- 
vide vs,) as $haddowes to accuſe the vnited Provinces of 
iniuſtice, ahd thereby to incenſe our State to ſodainerage. 
and sharpe revenge againſt them as agaitſt perfidious E- 
nemies; And I could therefore wish that if any should 
datc to'diſobay the EdiGts of the State published for pa+ 
citication,rhey may be perfuedas publique Enemyes,who 
by their praiſe reflifie the treaſon of their hearts, whil 
they endeauouteto grace diftaſte to our State , thereby to 
breake the loge and leagne betwixt Great Briccanie and 
the vnired Provinces, that ſo their Ttoiati Hotlc or Spa* 
nish lennet riiay come itnat the breach, 
Fittly 1 would heere fpetke of honors and rewatdsto 
be ipropounded for the fouldiar of atl ſorrs and degrees, 
but that1 athafraille to be hught at for my labor , orif 
not1o,' yet to'be/ahfwered with thar Common” Errot 
which goes cartant for ans axiome of State , 7hat Cv'n- 
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wnweales areincapable of this pomer to conferre honors« 
Iſce amongſt the Romans, ſeucrall rewards and.honors 
of all ſorts, diſtributed freely and conſtantly to the beſt 
deſetuers. Thereby to incourage all of eucry ranck, high 
andlow, the witty and valiant, ia their ſeuerall kindes,to 
do thcir beſt , and to aduenture for the publique good, 
Titles, honors, lands, immunities, wreathcs ,: chaines, 
erpaments, places in the theater, with diuers other pre= 
viledges, and laſtly ſtatues and triumphes were appointed 
forthe well deſcruing ſouldiar. And it is to be obſcrued, 
that whereas the Legionazie, bands(which were natiues) 
had (iluer chaines, the Auxiharie (which were ſtrangers) 
had gould chaines to encourage them,and to-binde them 
to the State by bencfits, asthe athers were bownd by na» 
turall loue and duty, Butit may be obiefed that theſe 
honors conferd by the Ramane Commoawalth were 
acknowledged by reaſon of the Monarchie, and did ex-. 
tendas vniucially, as the Romane commandand power 
tſelfe, which tutched almoſt the worlds circumference : 
but it is not ſo with petty Commonweales, whoſe afts 
ſeeme therefore to be priuzte, and to be contained in nar. 
row liſtes. And this is txue, nor would I therefore delire 
for the wel deſcrucing ſouldiar any honor or preuiledge' 
buta publiqueackaowledgment and reſpe&t within the 
Vnited Provinces or whereſocuer they haue power or 
command; this they haye-power to.confer , as wee [ce 
the State of Ireland gave the title. of King 10 HB. 8, by 
att of parliament; wha before was written Lordof fre= 
land quly ; and what the States could giue would ſuffi- 
ciently content the (ouldiar, defirons of hogor, and binde 
tacm the rather to the place and ſeraice', whilſt they 
Should there haye that duc reuerence and acknowled- 
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gement, which in other places they should not findebye 
vpon remouall looſe, And for ought I ſee the Honars 
conferd by abſolute Princes, are of force no farther then 
thcir owne forces carry them and giue them life and an- 
thority ; as wee ſee in the Emperiall Courts, who will 
not be acknowledged for ſuch in greate Brittaine, and 
ſurely Sir Robert Dudly, what State or ſtile fo euer he 
walkes vnder in Florence, muſt in England, ifeucrhe 


- xcturne, vaile bonnct, andreturne to his English titles, 


I fay therefore, had a worthy Commander, after long 
and good ſeruice, ſome publique acknowledgement ofhis 
merrit; ſome title, or note of honor, ſome preuiledge or 
extraordinarye reſpec and allowance(thovgh it went no 
farther then within the limits and command of the vni- 
ted Prouinces) yet it would animate and ſtirre vp noble 
ſpirits to excellent ations and entreprizes through emu- 
lation. And had a priuate fouldiar, after long and good 
feruice, the lealt acknowledgement of his worth, were it 
but immunitie from the excife, increaſe of meanes , or 
any Other preuiledge it would incourage a poore man to 
ſcrue braucly. But to ſell his flesh and blood, for bread 
and cbeeſe, to ſpend his luftie youth euen-till he ariucat a 
maymed and{fickly old'age, for ſo much meanes as will 
Only keepeſoule and body togither; in a miſerable man- 
ncr and (which is worl(t of all) if he liucs-in the wats 20 
Or 30 yecres, ncuer to-haue hope of due and orderly pre- 
fermcar, but to: (ce eucry youth 'daunce frog-leape our 
his back, this is that which-quencketh the courage of all 
honorable vndertakeing, andis the only cauſe ſoc little is 
pcrtormed vpon the politique and powerfull Enemy. 

Laſtly I kumbly deſire all Readers of both nations high 
«41nd Low, to pardon me andtoaccept-of my good _ 
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which aymed heerein todogood, Efpecially I ſeeke pat- 
don of the illuſtrious: Lords and Gouectrnors of this State 
who may thinke me too peremptorie, plaine , and pun- 
Quall,in ſome paſages of diſcourſe, and in the propoſiti= 
ons I have made, But when they shall vnderſtand I haue 
fuffered for their fake from mine owne Nation,and haue 
beene taken and chalenged as a Man too much their 
owne and partiall vpon their ſide for what 1 haue done, 
fpoken, and written; they will, perhaps the fooner inter= 
taine my excuſe, and the better beare my plainenes and 
bouldnes, And for thoſe of myne owne Nation who 
have thought me rovilifie our owne and to honor this 
people roo much, 1 let them know that 1 have done no- 
thing but what the truth and the neccflitic ofthe caſe re« 
quired, For when 1 mcete a diſcontented Countriman 
of mine owne, who ſeekes to caſe his prinare ſpleen, 
and to reuenge his particular quarrel, by inneiues a- 
gainſt the publique State of theſe Prouinces, then as one 
that vnderſtands how much it concernes all our welfares 
(eſpecially for point of Religion) to be well conccited of 
each other, and to ſtand togither in firme friendship, ica- 
lous thatmany fraftures should make the ioynt vncon- 
folidable, and not knowing with what heart andinteat 
thoſe obicions are made , nor how powerfully that 
ſattered breath may workc, ( whilſt 1 ſee thin vapors, 
gathering and vniteing by degrees, breake out at laſt into 
boiſterous ftormes and- bluſtering windes) I doe what I 
ean to oppoſe theſe in the. beginning, and that perhaps 
with alittle too much violence , contending for the ho» 
nor of theſe parts, Pol? 

But againe when I mecte withan obſtinate and maſle- 


volcnt ſpirit of theſe Conntryes, atrogareing a}l to their 
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owne worth , ſlighting our King 8nd Kingdome , and 


ſecmeing to rely vpon other Princes in their opinion 
more patent: then indignation lets looſe the rcynes of 
my aftetion, and reaſon accompaines and ſeconds them 
as farre as$hc isable, to let ſuch blind Braggadochics dif- 
ccrne what they arc able to doe for themſclucs, what wee 
haue done forthem , and how (whatſoeucr they lay and 
would taine make men blelecue) they cannot rely with 
that aſſurance vpon any popish Nation , as they may v- 
pon vs, for all our ſeemeing ouecrſenes ; Nay that there 
is no Nation vnder the ſunne that can be ſo profitable 
and helpcfull rothem as that of greate Brittanic. Which 
they may caſcly ſee who obſcrue the ſituation and ship- 
ping of both, and conſider that all France, though fare 
more potent at Land , could not hauc afforded vs equal! 
alliſtance to that which theſe Countries, (then weake in 
compariſon of what they are) brought vs in 88 by Sca. 
Nor can all France (though they were our ſuperiors in 
ſtrength, as yet no triall by battell hath giuen them the 
aſſurance) fo ſupply their wants and ſecond their wartes 
oftenſiue anddefenſiue by Land and Sca as wee can doe. 
Thus iacountring with English aducrfarics, 1shcw my 
{clte a plaine dealcing Dutchman, and incountting the 
Dutch, lshew my ſclfe what 1 am,a true hearted English 
man; But heere where I ſpeake freely I declare impauial» 
ly what I have knowne, or heard vpon both parts; what 
grecuances ought to be remoued, what cautions ought 
tO be ob{crued, what diligence ought to be vicdon bath 
tides, to ſettle and make ſtrong this old league renucd, in 
conſeruation whereof the liberty of both States, yea of all 
Chriſtendome', yea of Chriſtianity it ſclfe in ſome {ott, 
conſiftetb, The wrack of Religion is that which 15 25= 
me 
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| med at,is that which I'feare; and were it not for Religi+ 
on I would ſtady, and'should ſoone finde the way, to be 
a polititian alſo. Now I haue ſayd nothing with a purpoſe 
to onerval uc our preſent ayde (I haue ſpoken aſmuch of 
theirs) or to vpbraide this State with ingratitade, or as a 
man that grutched at what wee giue and thought it roq 
much (1 wish it much more) or as one that imagined the 
wiſemen of theſe Lands did not ſee all this,and more too, 
without my light ; farre be this folly from me : Nay ra- 
thet my intention is to let the common man ſee this, 
who will not vnderftand it, or at lcaſt acknowledge it; 
That when he ſces the truth, he may make better ac- 
count of vs then he vſeth to doe, For I muſt tell them 
forconcluſion, that our Commons & the State generally, 
for religions ſake principally,isready to drop their money 
and their blood freely for this Nation : 'only the wiſe- 
dome of our State holds vs back becauſe they [ce vs too 
forward, and know well , that what is proffered is con- 
temncd, and what is too common, cloyes, , Soe all thg 
Remoraes and tabs theſe men finde intheir affaires wit 

vs is from this ground. Whereas on the conitrary they 
are the Commons of rhe vnited Provitices who ſlighe 
Our people, doe vs a'l the wronge at home and abroade, 
where they ean'take any aduantage againſt vs,and giue vs 
andour Stare all rhe diſguſts they receiue, "This I beleeue 
proccedes (principally from that irrcligious or ſa perſtiti» 
ons mixrtite, which is among(t them , who eyiher cor- 
twprthe reft that are truly religious and true patriots , Of 
a leaft, bythert attitudes, ſo ouciſway the good, that 
they cannot doe; fot vs and them(elues, as they would, 
And for this exiiſe, "Their State and Stateſmen yea the 
Iluftrions Lordes thetmfclues arc forced by authoritic and 
D ij power 
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ower, to xeſtraine. them, from euill, and on thei be» 
halfes, to doe vs all the good they ean, Soc you may 0b- 
ſcruc that with vs the generall currant runns rong]y in 
fauour of theſe Prouinces, particulars only oppolcit 
for polccie or perhaps ſome-for popcrie; but ia the yni- 
ted Prouinces the generall currant runs ſtrongly. againſt 
vs, and therefore their State or ſome particular perſons of 
it, achamed of the common folly, indeauor to mendit, 
I make a queſtion if this people were in peace as we ate, 
and wee in warreas they are, whether or no their Com- 
mon people would as willingly and.zeadely offer them- 
{clues and their monyes for vs, and prefle the States for 
permiſſion, as wee offer our ſelues and our monyes free- 
ly for them, agd prefle our ſuperiors by ſuites, intreatics, 
and humble petitions, to gine vs lcaue toaſliſt them, . 1 
am perſwaded, thoſe that gratch and repine, at the cx- 
Ciſe which is raiſed for their owne inſtant and moſt nc- 
ceſſarie defenſe, would grutch farre more to do it for 0- 
thers, But it hath not beene long fo , their forefathers 
Who with their blood bought their preſent libettie, ware 
of an other minde. And thoſe Popelings, Libertines,and 
Searics amongſt them who are now all ſick for change, 
would,if the Lord should fo plague them as to giue them 
their heartes deſire(which I conſtantly hope, and heartely 
pray for the ſake of the faithfull which areamongſt them, 
that he will not) ſoone finde the diffcrence of goucine- 
ment;when in ſtcad of Fathers,and Brethren,and Sonnes, 
and Kinsfolke, and a Prince of their owneeleion, yea 
ſucha Prince,ſuch a Generall, as neuer Nation, met with 
a more moderate, affable, prudent,diligent, watchfull,pa- 
patient , prouident, andin all reſets one. more fit fot 
thenvin ſtcade of ſuch, I ſay, they should haue Strangers 
T yra0ts, 
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and Tyrants (ct ouer them, who jtaur shown heretofore} 
20d would shew againc,if they had meancs, that ( what= 
ſocucr we foolishly periwade our felues tothe contratie) 
they neither reſpe& Law, nor Promiſe, nor Oath ; nor 
wake difference of Religion, or Sexe, or Pcrſon3 but 
ſeeke oncly fGatisfaQion of their Libifindus, A 
Cruell,and Couctousdeltres: |: 

This I thought good briefly to intimate, that, if it be 
poſſible, we may receiue reciprocall kindneſle from this 
Nation generally ;and then they need not doubt no more 
then we our (clues doe, but that, where his Maieſtic ſends 
this yeere {ixe thouſand Foot for their ayd; the next yeere 
(if they should need, as I hope they Shall not, pray they 
may not ) a Royall Armic will, in the name of God and 
our King, command the inſulting and incroching Ene- 
mic, to ſtand backe, and giue vp,what he hath vniaſtly 
ſwallowed, and what he $shall neuer digeſt to doe hinx 
good, but which may proue as fatall to his entended Moe 
narchy,as that Flesh was to the Eagle, which she ſnatched 
trom the Altar,to the firing of her owne neaft, 

And this out of queſtion we with them should effec, 
without reliance vpon other vncertaine Leagues, if we 
would ſeriouſly vnite our Forces by Land and by Sea,and 
follow that footing which God hath lately giuen this 
Nation in the Weſt Indyes. But of this there is little hope 
whilſt thoſe fatall quarrells in the Eaſt 1-dyes lye feſtering 
betwixt vs in blood vnappeaſed, and no 1uch reall fatiſ= 
faction is giuen,as may witneſſe the impartiall Iuſtice and 
neceſſitic of the cauſe if true(which with the circumſtan- 
ces giues great occalion of ſuſpition or teſtific by exccu- 
tion of the cclinquents (if they be found ro couer treche» 


ticand murther vadcs the a ppatance of Luſtice) that they 
E will 
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will not hazard the lofle of his'MaicftiesproteQion; and 
ourloues, for the linesof a few Libertines;'becauſethey 
loue vs for ſome thing el(e beſides their owne profit, and 
will shew-the world it is not true which their Enemies 
ſlanderouſly giue out, That they know mo God but Gains, 
p0 Religion but Reaſon of State, no Heautn but this pres 
ſent World,and no Friend but themſelues; 'For our patts 
we shewourſelues to be Sebiedts of ſuch a Soueraigne, 
as loucs no mans perſon ſo wellto make vs loue or pro- 
tect his ſinne, If they haue dealt treacherouſly, wedil- 
claime them for our Countreymen, and can be as well 
content to ſeethem ſuffer worthely, as Pyrates and other 
offendors who are put to death as publique Enemies to 
all Nations, But if ours be Innocent, and this cryme be 
tayſcd by policie to ſupplant them from thoſe parts asis 
ſuggeſted, then we hope and expe&t a ſeuere example $hal 
be made vpon thoſe Diucls, who tothe end they may do 
cuill, and fatisfic their cruclties ( which they exerciſe euer 
where they are Maſters ) doe not forbeare euen to accule 
the Innocent, as Satan did Luſt 706. But ſparing ro cen- 
{ure this on cither ſide, till we (ce the cauſe cleared by 

ſcuere, ſtrickt, and impattiall examination, which 
we hope for and expe, we pray God to bleſle 
and proſper this League of Louec beguo, 
and to conuert or confound 
all that wish the

HE Philoſopher Pythagoras,

whole Schoole) conſidering the birth of 
6 FSH © all Mankind to be after one manner, and 
their deathes a like certaine , expreſt his conceit by the 
Greeke letter Y; shewing thereby , that all haue alike 

common entrance-into the world; the Xi»z and the beg- 

gar; the foole and the Philoſopher ; and thar only the diffe. 
rence betwixt Man and Man was, in the different yſe of 
themſelues,and the choyce of their wayes heere, vvhere 

there was a way of wiſedome and vertue; anda way of 
Ignorance and vice propounded to all; and as Men 
walkt in the one or in theother, ſo was their lines, and 
the iſſue of their liues (their deathes) cither miſerable 
_ Orhappy. . 

Our bleſſed Saujowr (the true Pyrbazores) the wiſdome 
of his Father (whoſe 7pſe dixit mult ſilence the moſt cu- 
rious, and fatisfic the moſt contentious) hath ſayd, Mar. 
Az2 7. that 
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7. that there are two wayes ; LL Frait gate , and narron 

Way Which leades to life , and a Wide gate, and broad Way, 
Which leades to deſtruction. And every Man that is 
borne of a woman walkes in one of theſe wayes, and to 
one of theſe ends. Ioſaah 23. 14 Now as life is the moſt 
ſweet and deſireable eſtate, and Death of all things the 
moſt hatefult and terrible to Nature; So the meanes to 
attaine life and auoyd death, should be carefully ſought 


Pro-39. 19. by encty vviſe Chriſtian. For he that regardeth not bis Way 


Duwilion, 


(faith Salomon) shall die. 

This then concerneth euery man to Iooke to; and is 
a Dodrine fitting all perfons, all places,all times. Forif 
the way of life bee ſo hard to finde that few attaine it, 
and that thoſe who ſuppoſe themſclues to be' in. it may 
bee out of the way, vvee cannot bee. too wary and (edu. 
lous ia this inquiſition, nor need wee feare the loſle of 
Our time in ſecking, but rather the loſſe of our ſoules 
for lacke of ſeeking. 1 | 

This Text containes one of thoſe wiſe obſcruation 
which Salomon aſſiſted by the Spirit of God made,outof 
his extraordinary experience in. the paſſages of this 
world: and thought ſo needfull to bee ynderſtood of 
all, as he repeates it againe verbatim inthe 16. Chap. 
2 5. verſe,and'in-diuerſe other places in a diuerſe mannes 
of words to the ſame purpoſe. 

Wee obſerue heercin two principall parts: | 

1. Anetroncous opinion of Privacze,in theſc words; 
There is 4 Way Which ſeemes right to 4 Man. | 

2, An infallible judgement of verry, in theſe words;

right, as ours doth to vs; and yve hauc nothing but the 
Scriptures to diſtinguish them and vs aſunder : I meane, 
the conſent of Scripture, Lawe and Prophets, Olde and 
New, Spirit and Letter : for ſome paſſages and obſcure 
places, they pretend (though vnjuſtly) to be for them, 
But becauſe vye know ( vyhatſocuer they boaſt) that 
their Religions ate Wayes vvhich both ſeeme vvyrong to 
all good or indifferent judgements, as they are wrong in 
Gods judgement : and becauſe our hope is to haue no 
hearers here but Chriſtians, vyee vvill leaue them to 
themlclues, & ſpeake of the diuerſitic of Wazes amonglt 
vs, vybich appeare principally to bee foure, every one 
Clayming tiuth, and holding their Religion to bee Or-+ 
thodoxe, and ſo the onely right vyay to heauen.

Now if any man exped Ishould ſub-divide the Re- 

formed Religion, becauſe there arc ſome differences a- 
mongſt ys, and ſuchas in ſome times, and with ſome 
hot-hcaded perſons, brecd great combuſtions ta the 
Church, I sha not need, neither truly onght I to do it; 
becauſcall of ys (except the Heretiques who are general- 
ty cut off from the body of Cheift by vs all, or thoſe Sci;f- 
watickes whe ſeparateand cut themſclues off, as perſons 
Chat haue no way, that haue no tra@ of Antiquity , oc 
any footcſtep to follow direQly in the Scripture) agree 
in the way 'it ſclfe, though perhaps-ſome of vs may vary 
either in the manner of walking, in that way, or in ſome 
ecrcmony and circumſtance of deuotion or diſcipline, 
which is as the hedge, andditch, and fence of this way, 
and no cſſentiall part of the way it felfe, but rather for 
the order,cafe, and conveniencie of the Traueller. 

Andthus thoſe whom. our aduerſaries miſcall Lurhe- 
Y4ns, Proteflants, Puritans, walke as Tacobrſonnes did out 
of Egypt to fetch their good old father thither, to whone 
their brother 7oſeph knowing their ſtubborne, croſle, 
proude, and perverſe natures, gaue them this admoniti- 
on aforchand, See that you fall not out by the Way. Genel, 
45- 24.

vSagree in one, & with vs the whole Catholike Church, 
both Grectaxs, and 4b:[9ns,as the learned know ; andas 
werecaſie to demonſtrate to the 'vnderftanding of the 
fimpleſt, if eime would permit ſo long a diſcourle, in de» 
fc whereof I referre them ouer to a booke called C#- 
tholique Traditions, colleted by a Frenchman,written in 
English, and dedicatcd to our late Prince Henry of blef- 
ſed Memory. The only marteriall difference vndecided, 
hangs betwixt vs and the Church of Rome , they hol- 
ding theraſclues to be only in the way as perſons that 
cannot poſlibly erre from it, and all others to be out of 
the way , that in all 'points walke not ftep by ſtep, and 
hand in hand with them. Like a man, whovvould per- 
[wade all Englend there were no other way to London, but 
through his ground , that ſo he might exaQ a generall 
toll of the Paſſengers for his priuat benefite. 

Now whilſt I ſay , wee vvithall the Catholigue Church 
agrec about the way , and our only difference is vvith 
Rome : I neither intend to affirme, that cither our agree- 
ment with all is ſo intire , nor our variance from thoſe 
of Reme fo diſtant , as ſome of ours and ſome of theirs 
would beare the world in hand.

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tictes of our faith, andin all the fundamentall pointsof

vvho vviſely leauing ambiguous and vaneceflaric que- 
ftions, reſt and build ypon that which is generally and 
vndoubtedly agreed ypon. Theſe & ſach like I forbeare 
to-iudge, becauſe Eheare Chriſt ſay, Indge not , left you be 
#udzed. Mat. 7. 1.” And 1 know well iis the preſamptu- 
ous pride of A»tichrifl,and an infallible note of tharmat 
of ſinine who ſits in the ſcate of God,and cxalts himlſelfe 


abone all tharis called God, to preſſe with Lucifer into 


Chriſts Office, and to. indge the quicke and dead before 
his comminy , 'condemning/al} for Heretiques' vv 
vvalke not in-his' vyay. Tknow itis the only: deſperate 
error,notto.ſeeand acknowledge our error; but'to pr6 
ceede erting with a preſumptuous opinion thar we cat 
not erre. Theſe brands*therefore 1 teaue tohim; vvbo 
only by theſe(if there were no other) mighrbe knowne 
to be out of theright yyay. And -ycrin the eyes of theſe 
men (led by fteshiand blood, and the outward appx* 
rance) how yyell doth their yvay ſeeme , how indire 
and crooked ſcemes ours 2: Let ys alittle beholdthens

: "Dok it notſceme right, that ſince Chriſt is God,and 
God is Omnijpotent , able to doe whatſocuer he faith, 
that therefore when he ſaith , 7hi xwy body , that wee 
Should then beleeue., the bread in the Sacrament to be 
franſubſtantiated into his body, and the wine into his 
blood?

All theſe things, and many mote like theſe, appeate 
thus tothe naturall Man. Burt apparance and ſeeming 
are no infallible notes of »eritie , as we shall manifeſt, 
when wee come to ſpeake of the Ojpoſties or the publi- 
gue Indgement of verity, and now will partly shew , com» 
jay Aa order to treate of the Iudge of theſe controe 
nerſies, vvho is heere faid to bee man, guided by his 
owne imagjnation,and the giddy ſpirit of Privacie.

Toa Man) Man indgeth of things either by his Senſe, 
©: by his Reaſon (for I ſpeake of the naturall man, that 
is,0f Nature corrupted not as: God made man righrcouss 
but as man hath corrupted his owne wayes,) By Þis 
Sen ſc if he iudgeth, he finds himlclfc often deceiueo;for 
a ſtraight Ricke pur into the water , ſeemes crooked il 
Qs £35, an eccho beguiles his cares; his feeling, raſtiv8» 

ſaacllingy 
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fmeſſing, all of them are ſubie&ro-deceptiom, And for 
his Reaſon, the belt it carr doe, is to diſcourſe probably 
ofthe leaſt common accident of a Fhtea or a Flie ; and 
then wharſocuer he brings, may be controuerfed ſo by 
another ſceming reaſon., that the Indge who $hould 
from this baſe, ground his determinations, had necd do 
{with caution, and Ieaue roome to retrat and reuerſe 
his ſentence. Mach more is man puzzeld and loſt, whery 
he climes vp to higher contemplations, to:conſider the 
| kidden things of Nature, as wee may plainely ſee by 
Gods arguments to 70b, 7b. 37. 39: | 

If then the ſpirit of a man cannot” infallibly indge 
efthe things of a man, of his owne (oule and body , or 
of ſuch things as are ſubieQed to his gouernment , how 
Shall he be thought a competent indge to determine 
the things of God, thonghwe graunt him to be of as vp-= 
fight a heart as David, and as wiſe as Salomon himſclfe? 
Allthat man can doe, is to iudge by apparance,and wee 
ke heere things may ſeeme otherwiſe then they bee. 


Now beſides the inſufficiency of Mes this way, we shall 1»Tun,J2# 


finde other defets in hint-which accompany impoten- 
ce, andare ynworthy ofa Iadge: forin a ludge two 
things muſt be principally auoyded; preiudice , and par- 
#4ity; now both: theſe we shall diſcoucr in our Iudge;- 
Un, 

Firſt, Prejudice: Man natarally abhors all things pro» 
pounded by his aduerfarie , and the hare of the perſow 
wilnot ſuffer him to-intertaine the truth-of his diſcourſe, 
but rather ſecke argaments to oppoſcit, his iudgement” 
i ſo taken vp aforchand. Thus I have ſcene the lenten- 
cesof the Fathers reicted for hereticall by Romane Ca- 
Mohiques, when they hanc beene found in-La#her or Cat-

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vis, Whitaker or Perkins. © | Bon 
Secondly, Partiality; Man naturally -affe&s what ej. 
thec proceeded from himlſelfe immediately, or from hig 
neere, decre, honord, and beloued Predeceſlors,or ſome 
that in his eycs ſeemes Jearned wiſe , haneſt , religious, 
In which regard God-himſelfe diſputes , this: point 
with man , Ezechiel a8. 2. and in the 29g, verſe , con- 
cludes with an interrogation, with an expoſtulation, 
laying,7er ſaith the houſe of Iſrael,The Way of the Lord u not 


 eaual : O houſe of Tſrael! are not my Wayes equal? or are not 


your Wayes rather vnequall + And this is come into fashion 
againe , that Man dares argue the cauſe with his Maker, 
and if God do not as man will haue him, ſubic& hisac- 
tions to mans reaſon, nd aue all his creatures; but that, 
according to the rule of Iuſtice, he condemne ſome Re- 
probates , he is like to be iudged the Author ol ſinne, 
And I wonder he ſcapes cenſure, for making fishes, 
foules, beaſts : I muſe they finde no fault, becauſe he 
made not all theſe to be men and immortall , and why 
he made not men Angels, whilſt holy David wonders 
at his extraordinary care & loue showne towards man, 
laying; 0 Lord, What « man that thow ſo regardeſt him? ot 
the ſonne of man that thou ſo viſneſt bim? He wonders that 
any man is regarded; theſe wonder, that all men,and all 
Crcatures are not alike regarded. Thus man that iudgeth 
by apparance,, whoſs ſenſe and.rcalon may be decciued 
gud ſo deceive him, as he deceiyes others, who may bee 
211quus Index, a ludge full of preiudice, full of partiality, 
eſpecially in his owne caſe) is vnfit to decide a contro- 
nerſic of this nature. And this therefore cauſed that rc- 
ſolute Luther to ytter that ſpeech for which he hath 


becneſo often and ſo yniulily taxed and ae 
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T, hat he preferd one Saint Panle ,» before 4 thouſand Ambra- 
ſes, Augufines, Hieroms ot Chry/oitems. Becaule Saint Paul 

the iudgement of all thole was, for the firſt planting 
of the Church , guided by the. infallible cireion of 
Gods Spirit, after a wonderfull and cxtraordinary man. 
ner and meaſure : But all theſe men graunt themſclues 
that they might erre; nay, that they did erre, and fo re- 
trated diuerſe of their former opinions ; deſiring nei- 
ther to be belceued nor followed farther, then thcir 
words and writings should bee found conſonant to 
the verity of the written Word of God. 

Now then all the iudgement of Man; nay, of all men 
contraditing the Word of God, is of a priuate ſpitit, 
ſuch as Adam was direated by when he left the guidance 
of Gods Spitit;of which Saint Pezer ſpeakes, 2. Pct.1.19, 
20.21, If therefore a multitude of men (how learned, 
wiſe, or holy ſoeuer they bee) should ioyne againſt 
the Scripture, their authority muſt not ys it, for they 
all erre,and their interpretation is private , though their 
perſons, their places,their profeſſions be publique. 

Andoneor a few men expounding with the Scrip- 
fure, doth not expound by a priuate ſpirit (though his 
perſon perhaps bee priuate) but by the ſpirit of Truth 
which direfted the holy Pen-men of the Scripture; and 
his opinion and interpretation is Catholique and or- 
thodoxc, whatſoeuer his perſon bec. Cyprian vvas a pub- 
lique teacher, yet interpreting ſome Scriptures to proue 
tebaptization, his interpretation therein vvas private, - 
becaule againſt the gencrall ſenſe and ſcope of Scrip- 
tute. And AugnFine vyas a Bishop,and 1O a pu blike per- 
ſon at whoſe mouth we axe to ſecke wiſedome, yet 


when bee brought Scripture interpreted by himſclte, 
C cOn- 
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contrary to the generall (cope, to prooue Children 
should receiue the Lords Supper, his interpretation was 
worthliy reie&ed as of apriuate ſpirit. All the founders 
of Hereſies hauc beene publike perſons, ſuch as were 
Novatus, Arriue, Eunomins,and with the ſcdiverſe Bishoys 
of Rome hane ioyned eyther as authors of Hereſies, or 
Settatorsof ſuch ; and heercin they were all led by pri 
nate ſpirits. Therefore Bellarmine confeſſeth , lib. z. 
Cap. 3. De verbs. That the Spirit of interpretation (which in 
S. Peters {enſe is publique) i often giwen to private men. 
Sothen the Scripture muſt be expounded by the Scrip- 
ture , the darker place by the place more cleere, Man 
muſt not ſecke a fortification in Scripture for his opini- 


on: but he muſt be carefull to raiſe kis opinion and . 


Judgement, out of the Scripture,cuidently confirmed & 
explaned by it ſelfe, and by conference and coherence 
of the ſame with it ſelfe, and this is publique interpre- 
tation; whatſocuer is contrary, is from the ſpirit of pri- 
uacy. Veritas avcenao ſuadet,falſitas ſuadendo docet. 
AllthisthatI haue ſpoken then, is not torally to ex- 
clude man from determining queſtions and doubts in 
Diuiniey, but to shew by what rule he ought to iudge; 
that is, by no other rule then by the Scriptures: for! 
2ladlyacknowledge, that whercas there is an authen- 
ticke and fundamentall ludge, Chriſt himſelte (the beſt 
interpreter of the Law being the Law-maker) ſo he 
hath placed a miniſteriall Iudge , which is the Church, 
which muſt interpret Scripture by Scripture, and cucr 
be wary not to contradict the vyill of the Law-make! 
Chriſt. Now the Romish Sinagogue conſidering the 
Church of Chriſt ina threefold manner: 1. Fitſt,as it is 


Eſentiall;2.Secondly,as it is repreſematine; 3. And thirdly, - 
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a5 it is virtuall. They make the repreſentative partto con- 
ſit in the Miniſtcry;and this Miniſtery to flow from the 
Pape as from the head;and to this part that is to the Pope, 
they attribute that power which God hath giuen to the 
whole Church. Now the Pope being thus inveſted in 
abſolute power with an opinion of infallibility , laying 
aſide the Scriptures, iudgeth without them; nay,againit 
them; nay, iudgeth them, and yet muſt not be chalen- 
ocd of crror. | 

This wee iudge vareaſonable,that a Man should make 
his owne will the Churches lawe, and iudge in hisowne 


cauſe without examination. And therefore wee shew, Amor &

Let vs therefore ſeeke a Indge who iudgeth not by 
the outward apparance, whoſe ſence and reaſon cannot 
be deceiued,, who is neither preiudiciall nor pattiall; 
who ſearcheth the reines and the heart; for yaine is the 
ludgement of man , to whom this =_ ſcemes right, 
when the ends thereaf are the Yſſues of death. And this 
wee Shall figde ia the Oppoſition, which wee come now 


tohandle.

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The Oppoſition, or Publique Tudgement. 
1. The end thereof, or purpoſe pretended. 

Wee had the way indged before prima facie, by the 

outward apparance,by the beginning thereof, and ſoit 
ſeemed right. But hecre wee finde front nulla fides, no 
credit to bee giuen to the countenance, but the end be- 
wrayesthe truth of cuery thing. The woman beheld 
the truite which Sathan ſo farre magnified; She ſaw the 
tree was good for foode, and pleaſant to the eyes. Geneſ, 
3.6. ſoshe cate thereof and gaue patt to the man. Thus 
they indged by the outward apparance, by ſceming, and 
were deceiued , euen then when their ſenſe and reaſon 
were at the perfeQeſt. But after they had caten ir is ſayd, 
Their eyes Were opened , and they knew that they Were naked, 
Genef. 3. 3. And then likewiſe they knew, that the curſe 
of God, The day that thou eateſt theresf , thou shalt aye the 
death(Genef. 2. 17) would ſurely light ypon them. So this 
way fcemed the right way to them to attaine know- 
ledge & happincs, but they found the end thereof to be 
the way of ignorance,of darknes, and of death. And as 
with them,ſo with all their poſterity ſince,this hath fuc- 
ceeded as ateltimony of their hereditary ſinne, ſtill to 
be deceiucd with the ſceming of things; inſomuch as 
that is true which the Poet long ſince ſung.

Theretore all wiſe men iudge of things. not by 
their Shewes, but ſubſtances, and not by their be- 
ginnings, but ends. Now the end ofa thing is cither 
propoſuum, the purpoſe for which a thing is done;and 19 
the cnd of preachingis the faluation of ſoules , or Ter

the end ofa mans life; and fo it is heere properly taken, 
A ludge oftentimes ſaues a theefe, becauſe he hopes he 
may proue an honeſt man, and doe good in the Com- 
mon-wealth : There is the firſt end , The Iudges purpoſe : 
But the Thecfe proceedes in his thecuery till he brings 
himſelte to the gallowes, and thats the extreame end, 
the vitimum vale. Of both theſe we intend to ſpeake 
briefly, though the laſt only be proper to this Text,and 
the firſt borrowed for illuſtration. 

Firſt,then remembring wee haue Relizjov for our ſub- 
ieQ, let vs ſee what it is, together with the end thereof, 
to what purpole it tends.

but from whence an Aurel hath happineſſe,thou haſt it alſo, 

Faith with a ſerious feare of God,ts the pure and true Relizi- Polan; 

87; 45 Feare containes init ſelfe a voluntary renerence, and car- >Y 93g, 
ries with it a right worship of God , ſuch as ts preſcribed in the 
Lawe. 

Religio dicta eff eo,quod per eam wvni ſoli Deo religammns ant- Iidot: libs 
M15 noftr.as,ad cultum diuinum animo ſerniendi. Retizion then 18, Etymis 
veing the band or tyall whereby wee are faltned and ® 
bound to God as to the fouereigne 200d, confilteth' of 
thrce twines, vz. of fazth, of hope, of loue ; and a threefold 
Corde ts n0t eaſily broken. Now the Proper Or principall end 
of this Re/inzen is the glory of God, the ſubordinate cnd iS 
. Gur ſalnation, 
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That Religion therefore which moſt direly and 
cleercly tends to the principall end, muſt needs effe& 
the ſubordinate end molt certainely, and ſo mult neceſ(- 
farily bee the only true and dire way to life ; and the 
other, what shew ſocucr it makes, muſt nceds be the 
Way and Tue of Death. 

Againe, the glory of God is moſt aduanced heere in 
this our Way or Religion, by rwo aftetions of feare and 
boue,and by the true fruits and effefts of them. Now that 
Religion which traincs a man vp to feare God,and to loue 
God, as God ought to be feared and loued, giues God 
the trueſt glory, and ſo muſt neceſſatily be the truth, 

Laſtly, this feare and this /ove is then moſt righily ge- 

ncrated and cherished in the foule of Man, and ſo Gods 
glory moſt aduanced, when mans nature is truly ſct 
foorth, and he thereby humbled in himſclfc , and fo 
taught to feare; and when Gods power and mercy is {0 
cxpreſt, as he hath beene pleaſed to reucale it to mans 
comfort; That ſo man ſeeing his owne wants and mi- 
{ery , and Godsall-ſufficient power and metcy , might 
fceare and reuerence God as a good Maſter , might Jouc 
and delight in God as in a good Father,and might whol- 
ly ſecke to him, and cleaue to him as to the chicfe and 
| xr good, able to ſupply and ſatisfie all his deſires a- 
boundantly. 

This being thus layd downe for a rule, let vs by this 
comparatiucly procecd to try ſome points of Religzon, 
controuerted, which are fundamentall, or lyc next to 
the foundauon, and iudge them right or wrong from 
the nature and quality of their doarine: that is,whether 
they ayme attheright cad, The glory of God, or at an ob- 
Lique cnd, the gazze of rhis World, and the glory of Man that 
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propounds them , according to that diretion whicty 
our Sauiour giues, Iohn. 7. 18. He that ſpeakes of himſelfe 
ſeeketh his owne glory : but he that ſecketh his glory , that ſent 
bim, the ſame s true, and no unrighteouſnes ts in him. 

1. Firſt, for Faith the foundation; Our Aduerſaries 
teach a faith which only beleeues the power of God to 
faue man ; wee teach a faith which beleeues both his 
power and will, Theirs teacheth feare ; ours both feare 
and lone; Theirs cloudes his mercy;ours giues true glo- 
ry both to his power and mercy. 

2. Secondly for hope ; our Aduerſaries teach a hope Sp<3 boni 
which yncertainely expeas a good to come ; whether '"Eh 
they shalbe ſaued or no they know not, but they hope 
well: whether there be a heauen prepared for them yea 
or no, they know not, but they hope well. Wee teach 
a bope which the Scripture teacheth : that is , an carneſt 
out-looking, expeCation, and longing , for the accom- 
plichment of thoſe gratious promiſes which God hath» 
made to vs in his Word. So our faith belecues,thaf there 
isa heauen, and a heauen prepared for ys;our bope longs 
for the time when this shalbe perfeQed ; and tanghe by 
patience and experience, ſtayes the Lords leyſure, and | 
yet cries out , How long, Lora, how long? They call this 4poc.619, 
hope Preſumnption , but wee know they are preſumptu- 
ous for calling it ſo. "FRET 

3. Thirdly,for chariry; They teach what Charity is tru- ;.jc; forms 
iy, butin this they erre, that they make it (that is, the per proſper 
charity of man) ro be the cauſe which moues God to RY 
fue vs; nay,which.deſerucs and merits faluation ofGod. regna ts 
And this Charity they teach-ſo to depend vpon Free- catoribus 
will, as thereby they exalt the nature ofman , conceale —_— 
his fall, and make the decree of God to be grounded v- az fane ths 
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pon the mutable and vnconſtant will of man. Weon 
the other (ide teach, that our ſaluation wholly proceedes 
from the charity and loue of God , and that all meancs 
conducing to that end, riſe from the ſame fountaine of 
louc; and fo our charity,as an cffe@t of that charity of 
God to vs,ſernes not as a cauſe mooning God to laue, but 
tollowes as a cauſe declaring whom God will cauc. And 
that our Charity,as it is a fruite and effec of Gods Cha- 
rity, is true charity; and the works proceeding from that 
charity of ours, good, but imperte@;z good, as done by 
a perſon acceptced,imperfeR as done by a ſ{inner,as done 
by a babe which growes and labors towards pertcCtion; 
which perfeQtion 1s pot wholly to bee attayncd, till this 
imperfction be wholly put away, and corruption hath 
put on incorruption. And therefore for merit, wee arc 
farre from it, as a dorine oppoſite both to our charity, 
and to the charity of God. To our charity, becauſe cha« 
rity isa free worker, not reſpeQing the wages ; it 5hc 
thinkes to merit, she is not Charity. To the Charity of 
God; becauſc if God gaue for the merit of our workes, 
heauen were not properly a gift, nor grace were not. 
grace;nor charity, charity: for charity is wn Thus cuen 
Adam himſelfe in his integrity could not merit, becauſe 
hee had nothing bur What he receiued, he was indebtcd 
for his daily bread, and for the grace he had to ſee and 
acknowledge this loue of God : ſo whilſt we are ging 
thankes for benefites receiued, wee are not paying our 
debts, but running farther in ; for euery grace that wee 
hauec is a new obligation : To him that hath shalbe giuen, 
and wee are recciuing whillt we thinke our {clues gt- 
INS. 
Againe, they teach, Though Chriſt dyed for vs, and 
; though 
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though Gods grace guide and direct our ations and af- 
fe&ions, yet there are ſome ſinnes left to be ſatisfied and 
diſcharged by our ſclues, either in this life by workes of 
merit or pennance heere, or heereafter by punisghment 
in Purgatory. Now this they doe teach, not cuer perhaps 
becauſe they fo belecue, but becauſe it is a profitable er- 
ror,and they know they may eaſily vndertake to pardon 
all that come into Purgatory. Beſides, it is a great glory 
for their Hierarchy to be ſticklers in ſo large and (patious 
a roome as they fancy or faine it to bee; not only to 
haue all earth, but all Purgatory alſo within the yerge 
of their Inquiſition. Now vvee teach the contrary, be- 
cauſe we ſee this doQtrine derogatory ro Gods infinite 
mercy and glory, and to the infinite merits of our Sa- 
uiour, As if God had forgot robe grations, or as if our Sa- 

uiours merits and ations yycre inpertect as our workes 
are ; or rather indeed as if our workes were perteR 10 

merit & ſupcrerrogate, and his imperfect, not able to do 

inough for all, yvhen our Sauiours death did fatisfie for 
all the faithfull, and vvas ſufficient for many vvorlds 

more, and his merits yyere ſuperaboundant for vs, and 

for all chat beleeue and repent. 

Fiftly they fay, that after the vvords of conſecration, 
the bread is changed into the body of Chriſt, as he was 
borne,as he ſuffered, This they doe to exalt the dignity 
of their Preiſthood : yyce teach the contrary, that it is 
his body and truly caten, but both by faith, after a ſpiri- 
tuall manner, as the Angels cate Chriſt in heauen by 
contemplation. And this vvee tcach, both becauſe vvee 
haue good teſtimony of Scriptere, vvith the whole cho- 
herence thercof,and the Analagie of faith ſo to expound 
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It, as alſo becauſe it makes more for the glory of God, 
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and the humiliation of man,when our Aduerfaries doc+ 
trine doth the contrary. For doth it not call in queſtion 
the truth of Gods word, the truth of Chriſts body,when 
we are led to imagine ſuch a body as might be borne of 
the Virgin,or not born;might be crucified, or not cruci. 
fied, being neither to be felt,nor ſeene,nor taſted, yetto 
be taken vvitn the hand, eaten with the teeth, receiued 
into the ſtomach ? And doth it not exalt man, yvhea it 
makes him able to make his Maker ? And with his word 
to make him fo, as it should be in his power according 
to his intention & will to have him preſent or not pre- 
ſent? What is this elfe, but to ſit in the ſeatc of God,and 
to be exalted aboue all that is called Ged ? Like in fpiri- 
tvals, to that of the great Earle of Warwickes in the time 
of H.6. in temporals , vyvho choſe rather to be called 
Primus Comes Anglie, then Rex Anglie ; and thought it 
more honor to make a King, then to bee one. 
Laſtly,they fay they humble man more then we, and 
exalt God more then wee: r. They humble man more 
whilſt they tell him his ſinnes are ſuch as he muſt not 
pricſume to goto God, but by meanes of Saints or An- 
gels. 2. They exalt God more, whilſt they cxalt his 
ſeruants, and giue afmuch reuerence to the Saints as wee 
to God. To this wee anſwere, they arrogate to man, 
whilſt they will ſceme wiſe aboue that which is writ: 
ten; they derogate from God whilſt they make his ſer- 
uice common to the Saints, and can only colour it with 


a diſtin&ion; nay,whilſt they make him and Chriſt on- 


ly ſcuere Iudges, and the Sajnts and An gels merciful, and 
fo their Med#arors. They ought notto do cuill that good 
might come of it; this is cuill to lyc of God, whilſt they 
fainc him to bee what he is not ,» and deny him to bee 
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what he is. And of this kinde, and to this ende are all 
their fictions in the Zegerd,to prouc the Saints merciful, 
and God ſeuere;yea the bleſſed Virgin Mary to be more 
pitifull then Chri/ her Sonne and Sauiour,in whom $she 
was bleſſed more #s 4 childe, then a Mother, That they 
may do this the more ſafely, they contend and ſay, That 
beſides the written word of God, there are many other 
decrees and dogmaticall points and traditions neceſſarie 
to be beleeued to (aluation, which the Church (tharis, 
themſelues alone) hauc in cuſtody vpon truſt and credit, 
Now wee tcach the contrary, aſwell becauſe wee haue 
clecre teſtimony of the Scriptures and Fathers general- 
ly, as of a cloude of witneſſes to proue the contrary , as 
alſo becauſe it makes more for the glory of God in 
things of abſolute neceſſity toward faluation, to goucrae 
by poſitiue lawes of his owne, rather then by arbitrary 
and changeable lawes of Man ; and that he should re- 
ueale to ys his will by his owne Sonne Chriſt Ieſus, who 
came to fſaue ys, rather then to leaue vs to the yncer- 
tajne relation of Man, who for ought wee know may be 
Antichri#, and ſo intends to decciue vs, though perhaps 
he comes in sheepes clothing , or may ſceme an Angell 
of Light to bleare our eyes with apparance. 

Vee might ioyne in this iſſue vvith them vpon all 
the queſtions controucrted, but thele shalbe ſufficient 
to gue light to ſee the reſt at more leiſure. In the meane 
time if wee caſt our eyes truly vpon the end of their de- 
ſgnements, vvce $shall caſily ſee, that gaine and glory 
vnto themſclues are the only arguments which draw 
them to fight for the Popes Supremacy, the Maſſe » Purge 
gatory, Pilgrimages , and all the reit of their opinions, 


yyhercia they are oppoſite to ysandto the Srriprurese 
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To this end they are called Marchants, Reel: r8. 2 $; 
Becauſe for gaine and glory they ſophiſticate Rel;zion, as 
Marchants their wares, and thus make marchandize of 
hcauen and carth , and of God himſelfe. And as the 
Marchants in London haue foreigne commodities where« 
by they ſucke the ſweete ſap of the Country to them- 
ſclues, and they in the Country haue meanes againe to 
recall it ; as Norwich by ſtuffes, Torke by Cattell , ſome 
places by vvooll andcloth, others by corne , and others 
by Mettals : Or as Znglavd vvith theſe commodities 
turnisheth other Countryes , and ſupplies her owne 
wants from thence; and Fravnce with her vvines buyes 
her children yyooll, and Spaine , vvith Figges, Rayſons 
Limons , and Oranges for ſauce , buyes herſelfe bread 
and meat: ſo theſe ſpirituall Marchants chop & change 
commodities, and toſle to and fro by that meanes the 
wealth, the pompe, the glory ofthe world,the fat of the 
Earth, the Crownes of Kings. To this end Wal/ingham 
had a lady to bring ſuiters and fees Eaſtward,and Canter- 
bury had a Saint Becket to draw it Southward , The 
North had a Winifid, Scotland a Saint Andrew and his 
arme,the Low-Countrics a Lady of Hales, France a Saint | 
Dents , Spaine a Saint Iames , Italy a Lady of Loretto, and 
euery Country vvas full of theſe Marts, where the 
Saints did feuerall cures and ſernices to the Church, and 
had continuall Votaries, and thoſe of the frankeſt fort, 
as ſuperſtition is commonly a prodigall. And this vvas 
a golden vvorld , andaglorious Relizion to the eye , (0 
that vvee heare old men and women talke of theſe 
things (till ; but vvee know this was not ſound at the 


heart; the way might ſeeme good to a man but the cnd 
thercof were the Yflues of death, | 4 1 
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2. The certaine ill Duality; or Determination. - 

Fs the Tues of Death] hauing ſpoken of the firſt end, 
yvhich is the purpoſe and ſcope of this vyay, vvee come 
to ſpeake of the Yflue of this end; that is, The Terminrs 

witimus or determination of this purpoſe and ayme,and 
that is, Death; They are the Tfiues of Death. Life was pro- 
miſed ia their firſt apparance, it ſeemed the right vvay, 
but vpon tryall wee finde Later Angus in herba,the end is 
the Yflues or Wayes of death. A great diſtance betwixt 
the promiſe and the performance, betwixt the pretence 
and the Yflue, the paſſage and the port, the ſtartipg place 
and the end of the race; yyhen life is proclaimed in the 
beginning, and death meets vs at the concluding. 7 hawe 
fought a good ffoht (faith the Apoſtle Paule. 2. Tim. 4.7.8) 
I hane finished my courſe, from benceforth u laide vp for me a 
Crowne of glory Which God that righteous Indge Shall gine me, 
and not to me only but to all that lone his appearing. Now the 
Apoſtle hath fought, and if he had deferued ex condigns, 
might chalenge this crowne as a debt due to his worth, 
but he doth not ſo , he expeRts it indeed out of grace, 
of free gift; he doth notdeſerue it by fighting, but he 
obtaines it fighting, it is giuen freely by a rightcons 
Judge vyho gaue him grace to fight, and promited hint 


both to ouercome and to triumph. My grace is ſufficzent 2, Cor; 23, 


for thee, makes Paule feare no buffeting if Sathen , no ſ{ing 
or pricke in the flesh, for that grace gaue him ſtrength to 
fig bt and conquer, and yvas manifcfted the more by bu 
rn firmity:tor Gods power is made perfeet through our Weatnes. 
And after he hath fought hee” cxpeQs a crowne , that 
grace is his aſſurance , he cannot chalenge it by any 0- 
ther right, and in that right he is aſſured of ir both for 
himſelfe and a1 others Who loue the appearing of onr Lord 
D ; Teſuts 
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Tefrs Chriſt. To all that lor, not toall that #2: ; the af. 
feion, not the ation, is reſpeted;the perſon, not the 
paſſion is accepted. But now if Paule had becne of the 
Romish faith , this ſpecch of his would haue beene 
judged preſumption ; not preſumption to chalenge by 
werit, but preſumption to chalenge of gift, and fo reſq- 
lutcly to reſt ypon the grace of the giuer, as to aſſure 
himlelfe and others of this crowne. Preſumption is faith 
with them, and true ſaving farth is Preſumption. When they 
hearc him ſay, Rom.s. 38. [amperſwaded , that neither 
death nor life, nor Angels, nor principalities, nor powers , nor 
things pre FM nor things t0 come, nor height, nor depth , nor 
any other creature, shalbe able to ſeperate v5 from the loue of 
God , Which is in Chriſt Ieſus our Lord, they would gladly 
make this only a probable perſwaſion,no certaine faith; 
but others ſecing this too groſle a dallying with the ma- 
nifelt ſcope of the Text , (ay, Saint Paule vvas aſſured of 
the certainty of his ſaluation, of the happy end of his 
right Way by extraordinary revelation only. But letit 
be ſo;was it reuealed to him for others that belecue too? 
he ſaith fo; for he faith nothing shalbe able to ſeperate 
Vs: Now theu if it be reucaled to him for others, let vs 
belecue the reuelation, and apply it with vnfained faith 
to our owne hearts in particular, as he did to his. And by 
the way, obſerue what it is that Saint Pauſe builds his 
faith vpon, ſo that nothing can preuaile againſt it. Isit 
vpon Peter that rocke? ls it ypon Indulgences or Pardons 
of man? Is it ypon perſonall righteouſnes , inherent iu- 
ſizce, or his owne or other mens merits? No; lt is vpon 
that rocke Chrift Ieſas;it is vpon the. loue and Charity of 
God, in and through the merits of Chriſt 7eſzs our Lord; 
which loue, nor death, norlife,nor Angel), nor power, 
not 
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aor heauen nor hell can alter; for Gods lone is immuta- 
ble, he is not a9 man that he 5hould repent : whom be loues, 
he loues to the end; bs Wayes ſeeme hatd, but the Yſſues of 
them arc the Wazes of lite. | 
Whereas therefore our Aduerſaries accuſe vs of no- 
vel preſumption, for teaching a faith that may affure vs 
of our ſaluation, and (to elude this clecre place of Saint 
Paul,and diuerſe other the like) ſay, This was reucaled to 
him by extraordinary fauour. Wee know and confeſſe, 
that hee as a worthy inſtrument of Gods glory,as a Ma- 
ſter builder, had many things reuealed ynto him for the: 
edification of the Chureh, but for this particular it was 
no otherwiſe reuealed to him then it is to euery faith- 
full Chriſtian, in vvhom the Spitit of God dwels, as in 
a temple,and there teacheth them to offer Sacrifice, and 
tocry Abba Father with teares and grones that cannot be 
expreſſed. Well way there bee a difference in the mea- 
ſure of the reuclation, not in the matter reucaled : Wee 
know (ſaith Saint Toby. 1. Ep. 3, 14.) that Wee are tranſlated 
from death to life, &c. and after, verſe 23. He that keepetly 
hu commandement, dwelleth in him, and he in him: and heere= 
by Wee know, that he abideth in vs , exrn by that Spirit Which 
he hath ginen vs. So the perſons are Wee, notT, not Saint 
hn alone but wee, all that beleeue, and lowe; for this faith 
and love are inſeperable: Againe, Wee are tranſlated, not 
it is probable Wee 5halbe, but wee are, vvhich makes it cer- 
tine by faith, as if it were done and accomplished:Lalſt- 
ly, we {now thrs , and wee know it by the Spirit which: 
God hath giuen vs, the ſame Spirit that taught Saint 
Pawle and Saint Tghn is our tutor too. For other reuclatt 
ons Chiiſt himſelfe hath ſilenced all pretences and 5has 
dowes, and givenabſolute authority-to the Scripture o® 
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pened and interpreted by the Spirit of God to refolne 


Luk. 16.19 all (cruples in caſe of conſcience. And this wee may ſee 


clcerely in the Parable of Diues and Lazarm,where Diuet 
after he had failed of his perſonall ſuite, and could not 
obtaine a drop of mercy for himſelte, yet requeſted 4- 
byaham to ſend one to his friends to forewarne them of 
the ſtate he was in,not that they might pray for him for 
that vvas to no purpole, the zree Was falne, but that they 
might by repentance and amendment auoyde the dan- 
ger themſelues. To whom Abraham giues this an{were, 
They haue Moſes and the Prophets , let them heare them; ſo he 
turnes them to the Scriptures wherein the will of God 
is reucaled to cuery man, what they should shun, what 
they should dce , what they should beleeue , and how 
they should liue, And when Dzzes perſiſting in his ſuite 
faith; Nay father Abraham, but if one Went wnto them from 
the dead they Will repent. Abrahans replies definitiuely and 
reſolutely, If they ca not Moſes and the Prophets , neither 
W#/! they be perſwaded though one roſe from the dcad. So wee 
ſee, he that doubts the Scripture, or belecues any thing 
againſt it, vader pretence of revelations from heauen, 
or hell, or Purgatory, or the like fictions of Ghoſts and 
Spirits appearing, is in a wiſe caſe, and may be drawne 
into a fooles Paradiſe, but never into the true Paradiſe, 
and ſo wander in this Way which ſeemes rizht, but the end 
thereof are the Tſſues of Death, 

To shut vp this point, obſerue the certainty of this 
1dgement , as the Apoſtle Saint Thu beforc in the 1. 
Ep. 3. Chap: 14. verle, {peakes in the preſent-Tence, We 
know that Wee are tranſlated , to note the certainty of 
their tranſlation to glory;lo heere Salomon ſaith , It is the 
Way of Death , and the end thereef is 10; 10 note the cet- 

: rainty 


tainty of the thing, And this is aplaine proofe of the Spi- 
rits aſſiſtance to diſcerne the end and determination of 
2 thing before the end be come; when otherwiſe it were 
too late to doe it. For it is too late for Dixes to repent 
in hell, when the end is come;he should haue attended 
better to _ and to the Prophets before, and belceued 
the word of God,not the foolish traditions of his fore- 
fathers agazuft the Word, or the idle old-wiucs tales of his 
foremothers , beſides the Ward he should have attended 
the admonition of the faithfull Pafor and Prophet, and 
not to the fained Legend of his flattering Paraſites, 
trencher-fed Chaplaines. The perfeQtion of all hamane 
Judgement, is to iudge by the end and iſſue ; andeuen 
heere wee often crre too: but if man goes farther of 
himſelfe by nature, it is but conicure and preſumption 
ariſing from long experience in obſeruation of like cir- 
eumſtances, as the effet leades ys to the cauſe; but yet 
euen then wee cannot {ay it is, or ccttainely it shall bee, 
but it may be ſo, it may ſo fall out,it may be the end of 
Death. But the Spirit of God ſecs the end before it 
comes; he ſees the thoughts afarre off, and iudgeth, and 
warneth men aforchand inwardly by good and holy 
motions, outwardly by the Scriptures; and he that will 
not belecue the holy Spirit of God tn the Scriptures , it is 
but juſtice, if God giue him ouer to a reprobate minde, 
that he should be ſeduced and belceue lies, who would 
not receiue the truth of God, but was tranſported with 
reſpect of times, perſons, places , and other humane 
Motiues. 

And hecre before wee part, I giue the int<ligent 
Hearer this, one . obſeruation by the way, that of all the 
controuerfies. betwixt vs and our Romane  Adverſaries, 
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we are not chalenged for doing any thing in the ſernie 


of God which wee ought not to doe : for wee beleeue 


with them all the Articles of the Creede : wee pray as 
Chriſt himſclte hath raught vs, wee line (at leaft wee 
tcach, that a)lmen should liuc)as God hath commanded 
vs in the Decalozue. Only the exceptions they take at ys, 
are for omiſſions, becaufe they fay , wee do not ſome- 
thing wee ought to doe; and our exceptions are againſt 
them. x. Firſt, for omitting ſome things which God 
commandeth; 2. Secondly, for doing ſomething that 
God commandeth, not after the patterne preſcribed;but 
after another manner invented. 3. Thirdly, for doing 
many things which God hath direQly and expreſly pro- 
tubired, prohibiting in the meane time what God hath 
commanded. Now [ deſire youſo to obſerue this pat- 
ſage, thatyon may take it vp rightly, and ynderſtand 
what I meane. by 

I ſay therefore againe, the queſtions and controuer- 
ties betwixt vs,are not for the things wee doe, but of tho 
things that they doe. As for example, they dare nor 
fnde fault with ys for praying as Chriſt taught vs, 0ur 
father,&5c. Butthe queſtion is, whether dr no they doe 
as they ought, whilſt they pray to Szints and Angels. The 
queſtion is not, whether wee may pray to God without 
Images or no,but whether wee may pray by, at,in to, or 
before Images, with any reference to them, as they doe. 
And ſo for Latin Seruice,for the Communion in both kinds, 
the queſtions are about the things that they do, not 
for the things wee do : ſo the doubt is ypon their ſide; 


and ſuch a doubt it is, that the Pope would gladly haue 


Zraunted Queene Zlizabeth (of happy Memory} liberty 
for her and her people to do theſe things as wee now 
Es __ 
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doe them; (as witneſſeth the learned 3 3. of Zly in his 
Tortiera Torti, and Maſter Camden in his Anvales) , if the 
Quecene would haue taken licenſe from him , or would 
hauc ſubicted her Crowne to his Myzer; for that was the 
marke he shot at; the gaine of his Perer-pence, and other 
ſpirituall trading, and the glory ofa Kingdome ſo obſe-- 
quious, ſo fruitfull, ſo helpetfull as Ene/and had bcene, 
and might bee. But shee was too honorable to kiſle 
his foote for feare or hope, and too honeſt to receive 
any courteſic from him: which 1 adde the rather, to lct 
them ſee, who perhaps arc not altogether vycll affeted 
toward ys, nor perſwaded of our truths, that there is no- 
thing praiſed in our Church, but that which findsal- 
lowance and approbation from the modeſteſt and lear- 
nedeſt of their ſide. And therefore they may well be 
preſent at our feruice, and communicate with ys in our 
Sacraments, without ſcruple of conſcience ({valeſle the The Popes 
Popes countermand bee their ſcar-crow) although wee +7 omg 
may not ſafely communicate with them for feare of ma- hc.y from 
nifeſt Idolatry , knowing that howlſocuer their Way Communie

And for feare Salomon (who as King durlt diſ- 
pole of the Preiſthood) should bring euideace againſt 
him cither by word or fa&t , he hath ſtopt his mouth, 
and condemned him aforchand to Hell, and brought 
Out Trajanthe Emperor in his roome ; who though he 
_ werea Pagan, yet hath found ſo much fauour , 'as to be 
_ preferd before Salomon; who was a Type of Chriſt, and 
Ld i the wiſeſt Prince that euer reigned. | | 
 Anddoubtles if any other of the Prophets or Apolt- 
[cs should preſſe him with arguments, he hath powerto 
ſilence them, and to cry vp and downe,what Scripture he 
pleaſerh ; to make Canonicall Apocrypha, and Apocrypha 
Canonical, ad bene placitum. For who would belecue the 
Scripture but for the Church? and who is the holy Cathc« 
lique Church but his Holines ? at leaſt who is the head 
thereof, who rules the roaſt there but hee ? Now if a- 
ny of them vrge him too farre, and make againſt him, 
he hath power to take order with them, cither by bin- 
you or looſing; which juriſdiction in this caſe he cx- 
erciſeth after a foure-fold manner. |

oe]t, and mutilated': yea and many of the Neorericks' of 
their owne Mea and fattion, haue becne dicted, and caſt 
intoa ſweat, and hardly recouered with the application 
of their Catholicon. And all theſe as of theirs juſtified 
and defended with aſmuch cagernefle and shew of zcale 
and truth , as the honeſteſt cauſe. Well may wee there-- 
fore feare and flee from hiscenſure ,as from a ludge full 
of preiudice, fall of partiality; becauſe it is in his owne 
cauſe, where he will not limit his Prerogative roya/!, bur 
extend it beyond all degrees of compariſon. Yet though 
he be our Aduerſary, let vs heare him a little , andiec 
what notes and Land-markes he giues vs, to know and- 
diſtinguish the true way from the falſe by, that wee may 
follow them, if they both ſecme and bee infallible;and 
that wee may beware of them, if they only ſeeme right, 
but leade to the way of death , and then fecke out 0- 
thers that wee may cleerely ſce to be true. 

Neither will the 'time permit, nor is it needfull to 
bring forth all the marks of the true way , which the 
Churchof Rowe hangs out. The principall only 1 will 
briefly touch and point at. But before wee do it, I mult 
lay downe this ground of their owne which they giue 
to difcerne true notes by. 

True Notes of the Church mu#t be ſuch as are able 20 conſti- 
tate the abſolute definition of the Church; ſo farre , that being 
found, the Church i found; and being lo, the Church is loſt: 
So ſaith Stapleton , 'iri his prozxm. kb.z. Againe , they 
muſt bee fo proper to the Church, as they cannot be 
found in any other ſociety or company of Men beſides; 
And ſo notable, as they may bec more eminent and nO- 
table then the Church it ſclfe ; and ſo iſeperable, as 


the Chuych cannot ſabſiſt without them, Such as theſe

This premiſed, come wee now to bring the notes they 
give to theſe rules, that thereby we may tric their 
truth. 

t. The firſt note is, CAntzquity ; but this is neither 
clecre, nor proper : for the malignant Church is neerc as 
old ; nay perhaps elder, then the 2rwe Church militant ,of 
which we now ſpeake, vvhich conſiſts of Men lapſed by

2. Secondly, they brag of Multitude , as of a certaine 
note. ÞButthe moſt paſſengers trauaile (as our Saniout 
lajth) in the broade Way which leades to death : fo that 
heere it may be ſayd as Liny ſayd of 01d in his firſtDecad: 
Fere fit maior pars, vincit meliorem. And therefore 1t 1s 
that our Sauiour comforts his Church heere with

thea your Aduerſary and his Legrons. You are but little and 
weake, you cannot conquer this Kingdome by force, no 
more then Abraham could; Itshalbe giuen to your faith, 
as it was to Abrahams: you eannot merit it; if you could 
chen you neede not feare; it shalbe given freely ; there- 
fore though in regard of your ſelues you haue cauſe to 
feare, yet teare not in regard of the Donor, God.

ked nity in hell, And the Scribes and Phariſies, and Sad- 
duees, though they could agree together no better then 
the Franci ſcans and Dominicans, or the Secnlar Preiſ}s and 
Tefuits, yet they bound themſelues in a common band 
ot obedience vnder one head the high Preift , and the 
thea viſible Church of the Iewes , againſt our bleſſed 
Sauiour and his Apolttes. 

5. Fiftly, they call chemſelnes the Carholique Church, 
and preſume to carry it by that vame. But the Ilewes 
before them did boaſt of the: Church, the Church , the 


Temple, the Temple , and cailed Chriſts doctrine both ner» y,._. 4 
#14 /717wlar, and their owne, old and vniverſall ; though Mar, 27, 
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Mar. 19,8. Chriſt to!d them he was before Moſes, and ab initzonm

6. Sixtly, they bring v#i/bilzry for anote. But this is 
not a note of the thing, but the thing it ſelte which wee 
ſecke: for could the true Church be diſcerned to be the 
true Church by all, there were an end of this argument, 
and no farther yſe of theſe notes. But becauſe though 
her bciz be viſible,and her rrue beine bee viiible, yether 
being true , is not viſible to all; wes inquire tor notes 
whercby wee may not only diſcerne her #7ve bcivg , but 
the being of her truth, Ra 
| Now all theſe notes (with diverſe others of the 
lame kind} arc not ſuch as are required by their owne 
rules, as able to cor/{iture the being of the true Church : tox 
a falſe Church may haue all theſe and more too; they 
are not prep?y , for other ſocieties haue them ; And if 
theſe would carry it,then the South-Church might cons 
icnd for ſupremacy, and the Eaſt-Church would doubt- 
les carry it againſt all pretenders asthe Mother Church. 

For he i b:fore Rome in time, she hath larger bounds , and 
mu/titudes of people ; Almoit all the Apoſtolique ſeas , moſt of 
re Patriarches, An Empire, Scauen vaiverſall Counſels, Tit 
Syrian language Wherein Chriſt fpake, The Greeke,Wherein the 
Scriptures of the wew Teſlament Was Written, She hath Suc- 
coſ:20n even from the Apoſtles themſclues lineally with: 
out interruption , They are at Ynity vader one Chiete, 
and they call themſelucs Catholiques ; And yct for all 
thele, the Church of Rome (and that rightly) makes ſuch

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Frceptions againſt her, as wee doc againſt the Church 
of Rome. | B7 

Since therefore theſe notes arc not e//enriall, but acci« 
dentall;nor proper,but common;not pR—_— ut rranſient, 
wee ought to be wary how wee altogether truſt to their 
probable direQion, ſince all,or the moſt part of theſe are 
ſuch notes as may accompany this Way which ſeemes 
right and is not ſo , and ſo may be made meanes to in- 
ſnare and intangle our affettions with preiudice and 
parciality,and ſo to blinde qur iudgements, that having 
theſe wee shalbe ſatisfied with shew and apparance, 


tzough wee walke as Ioſeph and Mary did three days iour- Luk,2.44. 


ney with the multitude of our friends, and nener miſle 
Chriſt, as if he were none of our Company: 

And I pray obſerue (to hold vs to our Allegory of a 
Way) if there were doubt of two wayes, which were the 
tight or the wrong way, and one that would yndertake 
fo direQ you to finde out the right, should ſay ; You 
Shall know the right way by thefc markes, It is an old 
Way,a beaten Way, a Way Where Paſſengers trauell one after au- 
other, It 5 a Way by it ſclfe,or one Way, it is called the old Way, 
and it is v5/ble; what werea man the better for theſe d1- 
retions? would henot thinke ſuch a guide out of his 
wits? Eſpecially when he shall ſee both wayes alike aid, 
alike beater ; both vvayes to haue paſſengers ſucceſsiuely, 
alike frequent, both wayes to be inrire and ſmgular , both 
wayes to-becaledold, and both wayes to be vi/ble? Thus 


both wayes doubtleſſe he would be wilde except he had 


better diretions: And yet this is the caſe of the Church, 
which ſome would thus marke out to the beleefte and 0- 
bedience of all men. But to conclude , all theſe are no 


tive makes ; but the S&riptere is the true and vntaliible \

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Euidence to bound the Church out, to him that yl 
be heedfull to obſerue , and faithfull to beleeve, and 
humble to obay, as we hope to manifeſt. Heere then it 
were meete, I should gine you ſome infallible: and ines 
perable note of the truc way, hauingshowne,or rather 
pointed at the defe& of theſe which: the Church of Rome 
produceth. But then 1 shoaid offer violence both to 
your patience,and tothe Text;the rime not permitting 
ſo large a diſcourſe, and my Text leading me to diſcouet 
the falfe Way With ſeemes right, but giving no warrant to 
+ proccede farther. Only to conclude all, ſince it is within 
my Commiſlion to manifeſt the falſe way, 1 will giue 
you one notc,a ſure one-whereby you:may know when 
you arc out of the right Way, that ſo you may Shun error 
and ſecke truth, and enſucirtill death, that in the end 
you way finde eucrlaſting life. 
Briefly Chriſt himſelfe ſaith, I. che Way, the rrath,and 
Ioh.g, the life , noman commeth to the Father but by me. He is the 
Wayto walke in, the truth to guide you, the life where: 
withall you walke, And if you would finde this way,hee 
Tok, 5. 39. himſelfc learnes you a rule, Search tbeScriptures, for int the 
you thinke to haze eternal life, and thoſe are they that brare 
Witneſſe of me. And he there vpbraydes the Iewes, be» 
cauſe they gaue no credit or heede tothe Scriptures, but 
* preferd the traditions and dodrines of their forefathers 
= an 540: before it, ſaying, Had yee beleeued Moſes, yee Would haxz be- 
leened me: for he Wrote of me: But if you beleene not his Write 
| m__—_ Shall yee beleeue my Words? Therefore the Apoſtle 
2.Tim-3-16 cals all Scripture Feorvivs ©», as a- dodtrine infpired by 
God to make men wiſe to ſaluation ; and ſo beleeuving 
7 _—_ and teaching others to belecue, he praiſeth 
e3-15 Tam#thy for being fow 6 childe brought 1p in them, and he 
CX- 
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exhorts all men to follow him as he keepes in this Way, 
and vvalkes after Chrift Icſus and no otherwiſe. For ſo 
long he is ſure he goeth right, and they may follow him 
with ſccurity. 

Now then I do not fay vvhereſocuer thou ſeelt the 
Scripture ſet forth for a ſigne, there Chriſt is vvithin: 
there « the trac Way, the true Charch. But 1 ſay whereſocuer 
thou canſt wo? ſee rhe Scriptere, be aſſured thou art out of 
the Way: for the Scripture muſt be euer in thy eye,being 
that ſetled Land-marke by vvhich thou muſt try and 
know, andto yyhich thou muſt reduce and bring all 
thy other coaſt-marks andſca-marks. So it is that Ants- 
quity vvhich agrees vvith the verity of the Seripture;that 
multitude yyhich vvorship God according tothe rules of 
the Scripruve; that Suceſcion vvhich ſucceed in the truth of 
doQrine deliuered in the Scriprure; that vmity vuhich be- 
lecues the Trinity taught in the Scripture; that Catholique 
Charch vyhich is founded vpon, and vniuerſally agreeth 
yvith the truth of the Scriprere ; that viſible congregation 
yvhich arc ſcene to God, and vvhich ſce God as he re- 
ncales himſelfe in the Scriprure , thatbecome notes by 
vyhich thou maiſt ſafely rrauaile in this doubtfull yyay 
of mortality. So that the Scripture maſt ever be preſent 10 
wake theſe infallible, though perhaps it be not of ablolute 
neceſſity, thatall theſe be cucr preſent vvith the Scrip- 
ture to make the Churchtrue. The Heathens of 01d burnt 
the books of Numa, becauſe he bewrayd therein the pro- 
phane miſteriesof their Idolatries. The Turks at this day 
keepe their people in ignorance; no man mult ſee into, 
no man muſt diſpute or argue of their Sect. 

And thus our Adyerſaries of Rome deale vvith the 


| Scriptures; & reſembling hecrin the Heathens & Turkes, 
F -2 vyould 
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vyould yet make-the vverld beleeue, that they are the 
ooly Chriſtians, And leſt they should ſceme inſonire ſine 
ratione,they hauc a keming reaſon why they permit not 
the Scriptures to be in the mother-tongue of cuery Na- 
tion publiquely to be. read by them ; leſt forſooth (« 
the Rhemi/s ſay in their preface) they Should hurt them- 
ſclues , as vvith fire, or Water, or knines, or ſwords, or tle 
like. And vvhy do they not put out the Sunne becauſe 
it hurts the gazers eyes? or why put they not out their 
eycs topreuent hurting , eſpecially ſince they miſ-leade 
many a man-to luſt and yanity 2 To- argue from thea- 
buſe of thiogs indifferent, to remoue the lawfull vie of 
them, is an abuſeof ſence and reafort; Bat in things of 
this kinde, of abſolute neceſlitie,it is an intolerable and 
preſumptuous foolery. Nature cannot bee ſo blinde as 
to ſuffer any but naturals.to beleeue this their doctrine, 
and to vvalke in thistheir way: for Salomon faith,7he Way 
of the Wicked is as darknes: they know not at what they fumble: 
But the path of theiuft ts as the shining light,that shineth more 
and more unto the perfett day. 

True; but vvill ſome ſay, A// Heretickes hang outthis 
fagge, and all boaſt cf the Scriptures : how shall wee 
then know the true yvay from the falſe by thatwhichis

Againe,they purſue this obieQion farther, ſaying , If 
it should be graunted, that with much ſtudy the learned 
might attaine the knowledge of the true vvay from the 
falſe by reading the Scriptures, yet how shall the ſimple 
reſolue — that rule, vyhea the principall 
queſtions ariſe from the variable expoſition ofScripturex 
I told you before, that I gaue not this note as an ab. 
ſolute infallible marke toknow the #rwe Way by,(thou 
being rightly taken, it is truly ſuch a noteas is forme! 
required, Efential!, Proper, Permanent, and tlic principal 
things whereby vvee are diſtinguished and diſcerned 
from Iewes, Turkes, and Pagans) but I brought it to 
diſcover the falſe way , as by a light in a darke place. And 
though the Ideot {as S. Pauk cals him) be not able to 
iudge of the Scripture , yet he hath an abridgement of 
the Scripture, that is , certaine short rules drawne out 
by the Apoſtles or Apoſtolique Men to guide his faith 
by, andto try the ſpirits and the doftrine propounded; 
this abridgement is called the Apoſtles Creede. Now 
none can bee fo ſimple, arlcaſt in theſe dayes, (except 
they bee beg'd, orgo a begging) but they can vvith Ia- 
bor and ſtudy (if they thinke the-ſaluation of theit 
joules vvorth the vvhile) finde, vvhether the dodrine 
taught,crofſerh and contradidteth either the Lords Prayer, 
the Command-ments, or the Articles of our Creede ; all which 
they hane commonly by heart. Yea God is often fo fa- 
uorable to theſe poore ſfoules, vyho ſecke him in true 
humilicy with a ſight and acknowledgement of theit 
ewnc weakuelle, and vvith a hunger and thirſt _

The Iudge then determined , that a- 
gainſt a writzng there conldbe no preſcription;though, with- 
out a writing , preſcription would be currant. Becauſe the 
writing controuled their preſent cuſtome, and shewed, 
Ab initio non fuit ſic; there was a time when their old vſe 
was nor, & therefore their claime was falſe. In proning 
their vſe againſt this compoſition , they proued them- 
ſelues intruders, incrochers, treſpaſlcrs, euill neighbors: 
It was ſo farre from doing them good, as it might haue 
done them hurt, laying them open to cucry mans a@ti- 
on, whom they had offended. So heere, wheere the 
word is ſilent, there heare Antiquity, heare the Church,ho+« 
nor tradition, preferre preſcription , cuſiome, vſe. If thou 
docſt not, then thou shewelt thy ſclfe a ſelfe-wild $chi/- 
maticke, or an obſtinate Hereriche. But where the _ 
ſpeakes; where thou haſt that writing vnder hand and 
ſeale, that -/d compoſition betwixt God and Man, appointing 
Man his limits; there let not'man preſume to intet- 
commune with God, but let the tongues of men and 
Angels be ſilent. And whatſocuer doarine croſſeth 
thar, croſſe thou it out of thy Creed, or God will croſſe 
thee out of the booke of life.

and mufe, or die for it; ſo theſe. { 

And thusa man is not fayd to be in his v2ap when 
hee ſinneth of trailty, he then hath ſlipt out of his vway, 
and leaues not till he returne into his vvay'by repen= 
tance : but yyhen he ſins by cuſtome then he is in his 
vvay, And anotorious ſinner is not ſayd tobe in his: 
vvay if now and then hee comes ro Church, prayes, re- 
cciues the Sacraments, and forebeares groſle {innes, or 
does ſome ſingular and ſolitary good: for he is not well, 
till he be out of this way againe, and like @ dog retnrnes:

grow the truly religious; and the godleſle,the godly;and 
ſo fultorum infinitns numeruns , the vyuhole Earih is reple- 
nished vvich ſuch people. by 

For inſtance, wee fend our children beyond the Scas 
into Fraunce, Italy, Spaine,Germany ; they returne not En- 
elishmen from thence, but Frenchmen, ltalians , Spa-

3. Thirdly, ſome naturall vertnes, for neighborhoods 
ſ:ke, and for ſome reſemblance betwixt them, are often- 
miſtaken, for Theological vertues ; And this point would 
bee vvell obſcrued;; for' it deceiues many both: in judg- 
ing of others , and in-iudging themſelues too , vyhillt- 
either they conſider not the difference, or marke nor 
the proper concutrants to both, or diltinguish-not be-/ 
twixt Nature and Grace. 

Thus morall or cinill honeftze wyhich a Turke may 
have, lookes like #rue ſanfitie, vyhich the true Chriſtian 
onely hath. So hi/orieall Faith, vyhich vyicked men may' 
have, and the diuels have; lookes ar firft blush, to ſome 
that haue eyes to ſee no farther, like 1u//ifying Faith,: 
vyhich the Ele onely have: So natural love, yyhich 
Ethnickes have, is miſtaken for Chri/tian Gharitie:tor that 
ayvorke be good, that is, accepted of Goa, it muſt proceede 
out of Faith, and be done in obedience #8 bis commanae- 
Ment, and tothe end 29 2lorifie hiny. Now this cannot be 
vvithour £nowledze,that is the ground of all : for how 
all they beleeue on bim, of whom they bane not beard? Rome 
I0. 14. Bona opera dirmntur =_ Ethnicorum , aut fecundu or 
aparentians tantiom, aut quod ſubſtamia oper in fe bona jitli- 
cet ſubtecto, obietto, fine, alyſque circumſtamijs fit walum. The 
vvorkes of Ethnickes are called go0d , cithet by reaſon- 
of their appareace onely , or that the ſubſtance of the 
worke is in it ſelfe go0d,althoughvin reſpeQt of the ſubs 
e&t,obied, end, aud other-cirxcumſtances ir bee cull.

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gued frant ſanpliciter, ſed quod non fiant bene. The vyorkes 
of Ethnickes are not therefore ſaid to bee euill, as they 
arc {imply done, but for that they are not done well as 
ehcy ovght to be. 

For that a #atvra/l vertue be chriſtened, (as I ray ſay) 
vvithout vyhich it cannot be acceptable to God, there 
mult concurre theſe circumſtances: 

1. Firſt, that it be done ina righe vvay, a right faith, 
a right religion , which is onely in the tauh of Chriſt; 
her foendation canno man lay, 1. Cor. 3.11. 

2. Secondly, that it be warranted by a ſpecial! faith; 
that is, firſt, a certaine knowledge out of Gods word, 
thatit isa worke pleaſing to him, and not contradiQoric 
to his will : ſecondly, vvith a full perſwaſion that his 
perſon, vvho performes it, is reconciled to God, in and 
through Chritt leſus; and ſo his worke, yea all his works 
accepted, as the perſon and ſacrifice of Abel was accep- 
ted of God, Gen. 4. | 

3. Thirdly, that it be done toa good end, thac is, to 
glorific God, to teſtifie our loue and thankfulxeſſe to bins, tor 
his infinite loue to vs; and to make our owne eletHon ſure. 
And all workes done otherwiſe, how great ſocuer they 
be, how glorious a shew ſocuecr they make, citherin our 
owne eyes, Or in the eycs of the world, are thoſe appa- 
rances vvhich often beguile good men, {1 meane, men 
of good natures, of good naturall diſpoſitions and affe- 
&tions) aud vyhich S. Augu#ine cals /plendida peccats, gli- 
Rering ſinnes; promiſing lite, but lcading to death : 
Their \wayes feeme right in their owne eyes, but the yſſues ther- 
of are the ayes of ; ry 

Vie private. 
In the ſecond place we hauc prizate vvejes,yvhich aro 
Yyaycs 
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yvayes of eaſe for a mans perſon, or the priuate vie of 
his family, as garden alleys, vvalkes, back-wayes and by- 
wayes. And thele have their reſemblances in our genes 
rall caſings as Chriſtians, and in our particular callings, as 
we are Miniſters, Magiſtrates, Lawyers, Merchants, or 
the like. 

1. in our generall callings, wee have priuate Wayes, 
ryhereby vvith Nowuatwe, vve thinke to goe to heauen 
alone by our ſelues : As for inſtance, amongſt our Ro- 
mish Aduerfaries the infinite Orders and vyayes of perfe- 
Con, ( as they call them) doe plainely manifeſt ; and 
vith vs, that auerſencfle and (ingularitie of humour 
yyhich preuailes ſo farre with ſome, as it cauſeth vvhate 
ſoeuer is commaunded by the Iawfult Magiſtrate if 
Church affaires, to be by them and their followers vt- 
terly miſliked; if tor no other reaſon, yet for this, that it 
is commanded, and in obaying they $hould commit, as 
they ſay , three grieuwons faults. 2. Sinne againſt 
their conſciences. 2. Gine offence and ſcandall to their 
weake brethren. 9. Infringe their Chtiſtian liberty. 

2. In our particular calling , wee have our private 
walkes alſo, every one negleRting 'the' maine end ar 
which they should driue, and ayming obliquely, cither 
at priaate gaine, at vaineglory, or the fatisfattion of 
ſome bafe humor and paſſion. And to- begin with the 
Divine, becauſe he sKould leade othets right : The end 
of his yocation is,- by preaching to acquaint men with 
the will of God , by praying to turne the wratts of God 
from the people; and to obtaine x bleſſing vport his la- 
bors, and by praiſe ro confirme ſuch- in the true fairly 
by vvorkes, as He hath wonne by words to belecte and 
imbrace it + But dotliche tend this errand ? alas nothing 
H 4 lefle; 
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Jeſſe, for aſſoone as he is fligge y and comes fresh out of 
the YVniverſie, if he bee croſt in his firſt preferment, 
then he growes refraftary to the Stite and preſent go. 
vernment ofthe Church eſtablished; neither makes he 
conſcience to miſleade others ,1o hemay be head of a 
Action, and be thought ſomebody. Bur if in his firſt 
yeeres he meetes no checke, bur gets preferment , his 
. ftudy then is to grow with the time; and then he cannor 
diſtinguish the warts,moles,ſcarres, and corruptions of 
the Church,  trom. perfeRions and graces : His ſtudy is 
not to diſcharge-one Cure well, but to procure and 
charge himſelte with many ; to heape ſteeple vpon 
ſtceple, as if he ment toclimbe yp.to beauen that way, 
And atrter all to retixe himfelfe to a'Prebendary out of 
the vyay, where likea: bird in a-cage he, may be fcd fat, 
and prouide to purſchace- ſome. new and higher prefer- 
meat, but neuer fling more,-: /-, - | 

This his way ſeemes good to himlelfe (for I will not 
yncharitably Judge him to. fia 8gainſt his conſcience) 
and yet he finds .thezſue thereof to:be the vwayes of death. 
But we mult lechim alone, be is in his way, it is ip'vaine 
to mouec him.to leaue it, forhe laughes bothat the mo- 
tion and the man that makes it : he abounds in his 
ownc, ſcaſe , and will not be taught, but by ſence, by 
cling punishment when it is x00 Jate toshunit. 

:; The Lawyer is preſented next, Yhegnd of whole vo- 
£atzon 1s t0.do iuſtice,and determine contronerfiestru- 
ly forthe procuring and .preſeruir g of peacc: But doth 
he: hold himſclfe, ftrialy in his conrſe- to accomplish

Thus he may take what cauſc heliſt in hand, 
though he know it be vgiuſt : for his office (he ſaith) 
is not to Iudge, but to pleade; and he ſpeakes therefore 
with more affeftion and carneſtnes againſt the trath, 
then for it : Becauſe a good cauſe will ſpcake for it 
ſelfe, but he deſerues praiſe that maintaines an ll cauſe 
well; and for this he shall be famous, and get Clyanrs, 
2nd ſo get wealth which is that he aymes ar. 

Againe, he may take what fees hewill, though the 
Law limits his takings , and cals the exceſſe, extortion. 
He is the exponnder of the Lawe, he is Lex loquens, the 
tongue of the Law, and faith, That the intention of the 
Lawe was to limit men that they Should rake no leſle, 
and it limits ſuch as can get no more. 

Againe, other Trades muſt do their worke , if they 
wil haue wages; and muſt acknowledge the benefit they 
receive, and the Benefaftor : but heere the Maſter is 
the ſeruant ; and whereas in all other vocations there 
lies an A&jon in the Caſe againſt ſuch, as hauing taken a 
valuable conſideration - their paincs, will not per- 
forme their worke ; He, nothwithſtanding his fee, may 
Ipcake or hold his peace as he pleaſeth : for though he 
hath two handes to take fees on both ſides, yet he can- 
not be at two Bartes at once,and Demoſihenes,we know, 
had as much fer holding his peace, as Atfchipes for plea- 
ding. The Doctrine of Reſtitution he'likes not , it is a 
POpiSh point; in all other thiogs he 'can be content to 
bc Catholique, to be yniuerſall , to be for cuery man: 
To be for a man in one caſc , againſt him in another,

In the third place wee have Publique Wayes, common 
roads, the Kings high-way, which reſembles publique 
iudgement, publique authority , and; the Common 
Lawes of the Land. For becauie all men thinke their 
owne waycs good, bee they ways of priuacie, or wayes 
of neighborhood, therefore God hath appoiared Kings 
and Tudges to bee life renants and Deputies 'in- his 
ſtcade, to defend weake #rurh from ſtrong falſehood and 
oppreſſion, and to decide cuery controverlic accordin 
to the right rule .of reaſon andiEquity contained and 
expreſſed in' the Lawes where they gouerne.” Other- 
wiſc yndoubtedly; if every man might be his owne 
Indge, the Thiefe, the Murtherer, all would be quit,and 
the Iudge and Iewry should ſmart for it; the Plaintife 
and Defendant, all yyould be ſauers, and the Lawyer 
Should pay for all,who now is like to gerall. To auoyd 
therefore this confuſion ;| God hath/ſer Czſar 10 arbi- 
Latc indifferently berwixt patty and paity, and OI 
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him a Lawe and direft mile how to doe it; and that he 
might do this ws partiality, without feare or 
any other thing: tharmighe mif-leade his iudgemecar, 
God hath fer him aboue all, exempted him fromall o- 
therludges but biniſelfe, and the/Lawes which .archis 
rule and 3adge. Now to the end he inight be fully and 
compleately furnished, God: -puts/ an other ſpirit into 
him, as wee fee in Meſes, and after in the 70: Afliſtants, 
aud in Sawlc, Dunid, Salomon and orhers who weie extra. 
ordinarily indued;from aboue with. Graces: fitting their 
imployments; and this Spirit vvhilſt it continues vvitk 
them, doth neuer contradict the publique voice,that is, 
the Lawe of the State}, bur ioynes with it and ſpcakes 
the ſame language, from: whence perhaps that common. 
fpecch aroſe, that the woice of the people us the voice of God, 
if it bee ioyned vvith. the voice of the King; and this 
voice is to be heard and: obayed: for conſcience lake, 
being heerc oppoſed to the Spitit of priuacie,which will 
rule,though: vvithout-realon; and the more weake its, 
is for thatthomore yvilfull... | | 

Now this Spirit of-privacie- (whoſe vviſedome con- 
fiſts in. vvilfulnes) may be in a publique Perſon, when 
for his owne or peoples ſinne he hath loſt the publiko 
fpitit vyherewith God induces Princes.

ſo it is ſayd by Lsuy , that Tarquiniws made the nameofa 
King odious at Remve,, becauſc he. ruled all DomeFict 
con/ilys by chamber-Councell, as  Rehoboarn in Iſrael, and 
Lewes the 11, in Fraunce. Thus Kings though they. bee 
in ſome ſort aboue the Law, becauſe they are diſpenſers 
Of it, are not yet without a Lawe, becauſe they muſt 
rule themſelues and others by it. And thus much the 
crowne that a King weares teſtifieth , which is a type of 
the loue, and acknowledgement, and confent of the 
people in his gouernement; and lets him ſee, that there 
3s a verge, a hoope, a compalſle for the heades of Kings, 
aſwell as of ſubicRs, and that wee come to manifcſt'in 
the ſecond conſideration. . 

2. Secondly, Gods Lawe is Ceſers verge , which 
Ceſar muſt neither tranſgrefle, nor ſufferto bee tran(- 
greſt. Where God hath ſet no Lawe , there Ceſars 
Lawe (I meane the Lawe of the Land , Which « the 
heage to thu high-Way of the King) muſt ftand. And this 
mult agree with the equity of the Lawe of God, from 
vyhence it originally takes life and ſtrength. For as 
where it agrees with Gods Lawe, wee muſt obay it for 
conſcience ſake; ſo where it contradicts or croſſeth the 
Lawe of God, the Apoſtle Peter giues a generall rule, 
It t there better to obay God then man. Tocleere 1his: 

Thou ſayeſt thy conſcience tels thee;the Religion com- 
manded by the King, or ſome ceremony vied in the 
Church according to the Lawes eſtabliked, 15 not a- 


| greeable, but contrary tothe truth;.If chou canſt prani- 


teſt this by the word of God, then thy Conſcience tels 
thee right, and thou art not to doc what is an) 
dc 
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ded by man , though he ſpeakes humane Lawe , bur 
yet thou art to ſuffer - yyhat is inioyned by: him, (0 
ſpeaking with the Law , or: ſo: docing as Executor 
of the Lawe : and both theſe wayes thou obayelt 
God and Ceſar t00.; God attiuely, doing vyhat he vviſs; 
and Ceſar paſſiuely , ſubmitting thy will to Gods 
holy ordinance , and obaying the Magiſtrate for con+ 
Kience ſake. But if thy conſcience tels thee this or that; 
and cannot proue what it tels thee , but by shifts and 
$hadowes , then it is not truly thy conſcience , at leaſt 
no true but a lying conſcience-that ſo miſleads thee; nay 
rather, it is thy phantaſic, thy imagination,thy pecuish, 
xiciudicial, and froward conceity And thou art bound 
to reliſt, and breake thine owne crooked and peruerſe 
will, aud to fubictt it to the will of God, who hath fub- 
ietted thee to Ceſar. For Conſcientia non eft contra ſcientian, 
fedeym ſcientis, Conſcience is ioyned with knowledge; 
thats the ground, otherwiſe thou ſetſt yp.an Idol in thy 
owne heart, and worshippelt it, vvhilſt thou obayeſt an 
Etring and ignorant conſcience, For an 1d! (faith Saing 
Paule) is nothing in the world; and ſuch is thy conſcience, # 
bug.beare, a Scar-crow, a Chimera of thine owne me- 
lancholly ichagination,or malcuotent invention : And: 
howſocuer jt may ſeeme right 10: thy ſelfc & thy Secta»' 
tors,or Setmaſtcrs,the ſues thereof are the Wayes of death. 

3- Thirdly, as the Lawes of God muſt guide our con- 
ſciences. in our religious duties, ſo the pofitiue Lawes of 
the Kingdome multi. be the h;2h-way wherein cuery one 
muſt vvalke in atine obedicnce. And Kings and ludges 
are the diſpenſers and diſpoſers of theſe Lawes accor- 
ding to reaſon. Neither shall they need: in the execu- 
hon to atisfic eucry private , curioas,. and - conteritious 
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head, which pretending conſcience, vvill diſobey, or 
£0 ſatisfie cuery delinquent with arguments , for then 
his worke were infinite;burſtritly and direQly to open 
the booke, and to execute the Lawe of the Land, and 
every bege-man is to acquieſle therein. For the Iudge is, 
or ought truly to bee, Lex loquens, and deth but tell vs 
the Lawe, and shew vs the high-way in which wee muſt 
walke; and if wee liſt not to watkein ir, wee muſt be 
content to ſuffer for ourwillfull folly, or walke out of 
the vvay , out of the reach of the Lawe. And there is 
great reaſon for this, for God hath ſet Kir.gs as his De- 
putics to execute Iuftice and Indgement, heexpeas it at 
their hands; and where any cuill fals out for lacke of cx- 
ecution, the fault is the Magiltrates, if there be Law to 
preuent it; of him $hall the ſoule be required which pe- 
risheth for lacke of ganernment, as the ſoule shalbe re- 
quired atthe Paſtors hands, which. perisheth for lacke 
of inftruQion in the truth. Great reaſon is it therefore 
he should haue power ouer ſuch ashe muſt anſwere ſo 
frialy for, that he may punish them, or compel! them 
Þ Ag in, or kcepe them far drawing others out of bis 
olde. | | 
90 Wee ſee, Tudg. 13. Micha (ets vp an Idol contrary to 
Gois Lawe, he will hauc a parlor-worship; a rcligion 
by himſelfc:; The reaſon of this error of knowledge and 
conſcience js giuen there; Then there Was no King i 1ſracl, 
but enery man aid What ſeemed good in bis owne eyes.

$iinſt ldolairy. Likewiſe in the x 9. Chap. of Inages, the 
' Lenites 
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Lenites wiſe is defiled after an vnſatiable & brutich ma- 
ner : The reaſon of this villaine, this iniuſtice, this error 
in praQiſe,is giuen as before, Then there Was no King, &c. 
$9 all diſorders of life are for lacke of execution of Iuitice: 
for God gaue the People a Lawe in this caſe ; ſo they 
| acked nota law, but a Magiſtrate to execute it. Againe, 
in the 21. Chap. of «dg: There are two barbarous fats 
mentioned; the firſt, the bloudy deſtruQion of ſabes Gi- 
lad;the other, the rape of certaine virgins by fraude and 
force, who came out, withour feare of trechery, ſecurely 
truſting to their owne innocence, and the peace of the 
State. The reaſon of theſe diſorders is giuen as before; 
Then there Was no King in Iſrael, but euery man did What 
ſeemed good in bu owne eyes: There vyas a Lawe, but there 
yyas none deſigned to execute it. | 
Prayſed þe God , vvec hane both King , Lawes, 
Prieſts, and Indges; how haps it then , that there are (I 
do not ſay finnes, for there yvill be finnes as long as 
there are men,) but ſuch common,open, crying linnes, 
ſuch raigning , roaring, raging ſinnes,ſuch beatenroads, 
common high-yyayes of finnes and ſinning , as if there 
vvere no King, no Lawe,no Pricſt, no Iudge in England? 
Iſpeake not of them, vyhich may pretend their excuſe 
from the fraylty of our natures, and our procliuenes to 
fn, but of ſuch as are committed with a high hand, ſtan- 
ding like theeues by the high-vvayes (ide at nooneday, 
and robbing God of his glory, the Common-wealth of 
their honor, and that vvith violence, vvith applauſe, 
Shaddowing their valawfull ations vader the pretence 
of Lawe it ſeife , vyhich should reforme them. And 
ſome of theſe for the manifeſtation of this point , I in- 


fend to bring to the barte to anſwere for RY 
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7 THE HIGHW AYES OF GOD 
Bat ſee 1 shall not neede; for impudent Sarriledze ap. 
peares of himſelfe ro confront the Pulpit andthe bench 
too; It is not aſcarler gowne that can fright Diues; for 
he vvent in purple cuery day. If luſtice helpe not, he 
vvill ſtrangle Dewozion : for vyho vvill giue to God, if 
the Diucll enioyes vyhat is given ? Or vvho vvill giue 
tothe Clergie, to the poore, to charitable vſes,if the A. 
thicſt, the prophane perſon, the vncharitable vvretch, 
the Politician, may ceize vpon it & ſell it, or the title to 
it,as he doth. Itlyes only in the hands of Power and 4s- 
thority to ſtop his mouth; for he hath got ſuch counte- 
nance and ſupportance as he fits in judgement, and hath 
given ſentence (like the Man of finne)againſt the Cler- 
gy, that tithes arc not due to them Ire Dinino; and 
thercfore he and his may teize ypon them vvith 7re« 
ſcriptions, Impropriations, Prohibitions, like an other three- 
headed Cerberus , lure djiabolico. The Country-people like 
well,and vvill ſoone learne this leſſon, they thought be- 
tore it vvas no conſcience to pay tithes, but all being 
duc by ales, it vvas no theft, no ſacriledge , but yviſe- 
dome and good huſbandry to Keepe afmuch backe as 
they might; vyce expected reformation, anda reſtoring 
of the oyle to the lampes, as God had lent theſe times 
mote light then others: But now there is cauſe to doubt 
rather fubſtration, then to hope for reſtitution; much 
teſle to expeR addition : Simony, Sarriledge , all are let 
looſe and armed, and Iudz hath ſufficient colour to: 
laue like a theefe his oyntment from Chriſts members 
and Mzni/ters, vnder pretence of charity , and relecuing 
the poore; though Chiiſt ſees the thiefe in- 1ndes heart, 
and though Salomon knowes howſoeucr this Way 147 
Jeeme right to themſelues, yet the end thereof i deſirudtion - 
the

the Church, aud death to many a poore ſoule. But they arcin 
their way,rather vvilling to pay tenths to Sathan, then 
to God; It is therefore ten to one, if one of ten, hane 
grace to returne and to reſtore. Godis iuſt, who, whilſt 
they withdraw their hands and hearts from good, with- 
drawes his grace from their hearts ; they may heare, but 
they profit not to obedience and practiſe ; -He will not 
loſer ſuch to gaine grace by the preaching of the Word, 
vyho for their owae priuate gaine yyould ſtaruc the 
Preachers of the Word. 

The Y ſ#rer comes next as a brother in euill to Sacre 
kdze. This muſt not now be called a ſinne, it is juſti- 
fied out of the Palpit to be none; and it is growne to 
bea profeſſion too , and the Yſarer is a free-man of e- 
nery company, but not free in-any good cauſe or com- 
pany. It was a ſin'fo vgly heeretotore, as none durft 
praftiſe it, ſcarce durſt name. it, but yvith the ſigne of 
the croſle,as if they had ſpoken of a Diuell: but itis now 
ſo common, as he is ſcarce thought aa honeſt man thae 
isnot one: for he cannorbe honeſt that is not 'xich,and 
he cannot be rich vvithout this trade. This is the gulph 
wvith ſinks and fwallowesour Marchants , Clothyers, 
Farmers, Owners, all. Men complaine of'the Law;(and 
| that vyorthily) but this, this 'is the rocke. that-Shi 
wracks all, and ſpoilesall trading and commerce,whilſt 
the venter and hazard is the buyers and the ſellers ,' but 
the certainegainefals betwixt both to the wſ#rey.” This 
Man payes neither duty to God nor the King » for his 
trade hath no warrant from cither. God forbids it, the 
King tolcrates it, as ſome States doe the praftiſe of the 
Stewes, 'oras our Sauiour ſaid of Diuorces, Moſes for the © 
bardnes of yohr bearti, ſuffered you to put away your Wines, but 
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W THE HICHWAYES OF COD 
from the beginning it W2e not ſo ; the time hath not beene 
long, ſince this ſinne came 1m requeſt for a vertue ; nor 


will it bee long ere the pradtiſers shall (ce , that hows. 


ſoruer the Way ſeemes good in their owne eyes , yet the Tſſues 
thereof are the Wwayes of death. 

Next,the vſ/#rer and the Sacrilegious perſon, who are 
coupled like dogges, comes three together in a cluſter: 
1. The Fore//aler, 2, The Ingroſſer, 3. The Depopulatoras 
ſeucrall pecies of one Genwe;birds of a feather, who hang 
together of a ſtring; and it is pitty they should not cuer 
ſo hang. - 

The Fore/aller (1 meane not the petty foreſtaller of a 
Fayre or Market, but the foreſtaller of Commodities in 
a vvhole Country) bites cloſer then a Gooſe ; for the 
Gooſe cates all abouec the earth, but this beaſt eates 
vp all commoditics before they ſpring, afſoone as they 
arc ſowne inthe Earth, and therefore. is aright earth- 
worme. | | 

2. Neither when I ſpeake of Ingroſſers, do intend 
petty perſons, who jingrofſe vp this or that, commodity; 
but the Ingroſſer of Farmes, who-like another Cain takes 
poſkiſlion of alt, and will not indure-any man tochriue 
orlivc by him. Eucry Farme,euery trade,cuery Sheepes» 
courſe:is his. Nothing faits him but a deere yeare , no» 
thing drownes hin but a deeps and. long ſnow : for if 
that mejrs not the ſooner, bee melts. He hath in his 
hands perhaps what would imploy and maintaine ten 
houſcholds, and he ſcarce keepes one. Thus he beggars 
himſclfe, whilſt he is not able ro ſtocke all his Farmes, 
nor gue them that compaſſe, which. Ars/ozle ſaith is the 
;\namely,to. compaſſe the ground about often With the 
owners feete hee beggars bis Landlord, whilſt once.in 
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| ſeaven yeeres he hangs his Leaſe on the hedge ,-an#quod agto 
truſts to his heeles; he beggars the poore, whilft he willeſt opri- 


affoord thea no: abiding place in the Earth, nor no q 
imployment to preſcrne them from Idleneſfe ; and he 
beggars the whole State, whilſt he breeds beggars, and 
makes the ground: vntertile for lacke of rending;whicty 
if it were in the hands of more, that could manure and: 
follow cuery'part ; would yeeld more increaſe to the 
—_ to the Mafer, and to the State of the Commen- 
Wealth. | | 

3. The laſt of theſe is the Depopulator,who to inhanſe 
his Rents, puls downe all the petty Tenements and 
Farmes, and will haue none dwell neere him. Aſfoone 
25 this is done, he lackes neighbors; thus the inſtice of 
God vvhips him by his owne hand. Then he hyes to 
the City, vvhere the D#cing-houſe vpon the right hand, 
and the Drinking-houſeypon the left hand, and the Drab- 
bing:hopſe before him, ſpends all that is left; or if any be 
left, the 7537e-Woman,and the raylor, dogs and hawkes,and 
Coach-horſes: dinide-it ; and: amongltt theſe he- waſtes 
allthar; wherewith his-predecefiors feaſted themieldes; 
andtheir poore neighbours. There: are 'Lawes agaitrift 
theſe, but often it-concernes the wry ; the Tuſtites; nay, 
the 7udges themſelues; and therefore the Lawes mult be: 
filent in-this caſe ;'fos theſe Wayes are good in their owne 
ener, though the Ties of then be the Wwayes of death: 

There come next to hand three others, who depend' 
of thoſe th:twent before, and-whoſe profeſſion is praQi- 
kd with a kinde of warramable deceite; namely ,- the 
Malfier, the Brewerthe Alehouſe-keeper;theſe drinke vp the 
State, as the other dideare it vp ; and fot their fakes; 
aruokennefle is thoughta-tollerable, nay; — 
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euill. Their pretences are: the proviſion for the poore, 
or the raiſing of the price of corne, that the husband. 
man may liue, and that the rackt Rent may not yndoe 
him ; but what he gets of theſe at the Barne-dore , he 
leaues at the Buttery-hatch. Mothes areno worſe in 
cloth, ruſt in yron, nor whules in Mault, then theſe in 
the Common-wealth. For fince theſe were ſet vp, and 
manly exerciſes cryed downe,our bodies are weakened 
and corrupted, our ſpirits dulled, and made effeminate, 
and we fitted for ſlauery, being cuery day ouer-maſtered 


and made flaues by drunkennes and excefle. And yet - 


there are ſome yvho ſuppolſe'this trading to beas necel- 
ſary for the State, as Tobacco or the trade of the Eaf- 
Indies; and for my part I am caſily induced to belceue 
them, vvhilt 1 know the equall diſcommodity of all; 
and ſee, that though their Wayes ſecxe good zo themſelues, yet 
the Viſues thereof are tbe Wayes of death... 
Next theſe, the bribing Officer -appeares , as in 4 
clowde; for his wayes are darke and paſt ſcarching out, 
except to him that can hold a candle. before-the|DiuclÞ 
Meammqn brought bim in; Mammon Keepes: him in, and 
the exceſſe of hip wife, child, ſeruancs,; giues notice 10 
all eyes, that ſuch branery is not to be maintained with- 
out bribes. And therefore yyhen poore men come to 
paſle any thing how iuſt ſoeuer, they are: warned to:0- 
pen ther purles yvide; and ſo whatſocuer the cauſe bee, 
their needles e3e$halbe made bigge cnovgh for the Cable 
or the Camell to enter. luſtly may God complaine of vs 


as'of Iſrael. Thy Princes are rebellious ,i and campanions of 


tbeemes : euery ane loueth zifts, and. follaweth . after reward: : 
they inage wor the fatberlefie , nejther doth; the cauſe of tht 
$407 £00 vatetban; And Igr.'s. 26: dmg my prople 
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py found Wicked men : they lay Waite, 4s be. that ſerteth 
HW ſrves; they ſor a rrap; they catch men. As a cage u ful of birds, 
. ſoare their houſes full of decente ; therefore they are' become 
' great, and Wvaxen rith. They are Waxen fat, they shine ; yea, 
they ouer-paſſe the deeds of the Wicked : they indze not the 
eanſe, the cauſe of the fatherleſſe, yet they proſper,and the right 
of the needie ave they not indge. Shall I not vijite for theſe 
things, ſaith the Lord? Shall noz my ſoule be anienged on ſuch 

4 Nation as thi? 

God himſelfe muſt viſit for theſe ſinnes , the Magi- 

ſtrate will not; it is he that muſt be viſited;zit muſt be an: 

' omnipotent power that mult therefore reforme this 
generall corruption, that ſpreads ſo wide, and ctimbes ſo 
high : for theſe Wayes ſeemze good ro the eyes of great men, yea 
toſome of the greateſt, (who should corre& it) thongh 
the ſues thereof be the wayes of death. 

Now 1 haue proceeded fo farre I yyill conclude 
with him that is the cauſe of all this, and. that's the' 
Coartly Thiefe 5 who begges a Patent, that all theſe* be- 
fore ſpoken of, and more too, may rob, as it were, with 
varrant vnder his ſeale. But I doe him wrong perhaps 
tocll him thiefe, he is rather a: Bezgar; not a beggar by 
the Kings high-way ,-but a Bezgar of the Kings bigh= 
Yu; ſo that no man may paſſe vp and downe in courſe 
of Lawe and Tuſtice but hee takes cuſtome. Surely he 
hath begg'd ſo long , that he hath almoſt made vs alt 
beggars, and therefore it is pitty there is no whipping: 
poſt for him. Butafſure bimſelte, though he be © the 
number of the ſturdy and incortigible perſons heere 1 
this yyorld, yet there is a vvhipping poſt for him in an- 
Sher world , and he hall ſee , thar though his wicked

lows , of bu faoles , of hu flatterers, yes the Tue df them a2

But vyhat Should I need to dwell longer wvpon par- 
ticulars,when not only this or that member,this or that 
finger or toe, but the whole body is corrupted 3 Looke 
vpon Religion, are not our aduerſaries on all ſides in- 
creaſed? Do not all places ſwarme with ſchiſmes , ſeas, 
kereſies, and private ſpirits 2 Looke vpon our Jliues; 
was there euer ſuch defect of charity, as if indeed it 
awere true which ſome flander ys withall, that wee teach 
a ſolitary faith wonld faue, and that works were nced- 
leſſe; nay Gnfull?'was there ever generally ſuch an itch 
of priuate wealth which ener forerunnes and effects the 
ruine of the Common-wealth i Looke vpon all our 
Proieds , of draining ſurrounded grounds, or what- 
ſocuer other profirable pretence they carry, ſee if they 
ayme na atzhe draining of the publique purſe, at the 
milking of the ſtate by private Monopolzes, as if England 
yere a hard ſtep-dame,and no -nnngy oo Mother to her 
prodigall and vngratcfull children. Looke vpon our af- 
fetions; was there euer ſuch a deade luke-watme indif- 
ferencie, a dow-baked-zeale, as if we cared not which 
way the world went, all waycs werealike to ys? Looke 
vpon man and wife, the Epitome of the Common- 
avealth ; was there euer ſuch jarres, fo litele loue, ſuch 
chopping and chaunging of wines and huſbands, ſach 
Nullities, ſuch playing faſt & looſe with the ſacred con- 
weal] knot, ſuch houſes oucrthrowne by buſic, pragma- 
ticall, and[diſobedient Enghs, and effeminate , ſlauish, 
and paſſhue Adams ? Lookein the fireete, if you can di- 
ſtinguish men and women aſunder by their apparel!, Or 
bchauiour, if cuery Saccubs ſcemes not an Inmbe; = 
| : > Lat 


thayon had need of a Iury to ioquire of their Sexcs? 
Conſider well if there be ſuch a thing as modeſty and 
chaſtity or shamefaſtneſſe, left amongſt women, or 
conrage , manhood , and honour left amongſt men. 
Looke vpon the higheſt, if they make any other ac. 
count of the poore then of their tame cartell (1 except 
their dogs and horſes, and perhaps their sheepe, deere, 
hogges ; for theſe mult all be fed before them:) Looke 
ypon the Commons, if their tecth grinde not with in- 
dignation,, as if they had ſtomach enough both to cate 
the beaſts and their more bealſtly maſters. Looke vpon 
allmcn, if finnes of all kinds doe not abound : See if 
you can diſtinguish the man from the Maſter, but that 
perhaps the man goes brauer , ſweares lowder , and 
wilbe drugnke ſooner. And if his Maſter keepe from 
Church for- conſcience ſake, he will keepe from thence 
becauſe he hath no conſcience, Looke euery way if it 
be not a Shame to ſeeme good, much more 10 bee ſo: 
If it be not a glory to regard neither God nor King, Re- 
ligion nor Lawe. If they be not the only braue fellowes 
who dare docthe baſeſt alts moſt boldly, and jnadiun- 
ken deſperate moode , iuftle- ſober and ſilent Tuſtice 
from the wall into the Channeil. Behold if Wane hath 
got made a. violent ceizure of vs all; want of wealth, 
want of ſtrength, want of courage, want of wit, want 
of couſcience,want of grace; ſo that wee reſemble the 
people ;of Lazsh ſpoken of .in the 18: Chap. of the 
ludges, 7. 10. verſes, and ſoare a carcleſſe, ſecure, irre« 
gular Nation, a fit prey forany Conqueror. 

This .is all true, all mea ſce it and confeſle it ; but 
whete isthe cauſe of this? Our ſinnes; they axe both the 
caule & the effea;for ſinne is punished with fhnng; And 
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we that arccaill Cuſtomers to defrand God of his due; 

muſt looke:to haue ſtrict & ſeurcre Searchers, and Con- 

trollers, and watchers ſet ouer vs. But vvhere is that 

cauſa proxims of ſine ? Sinne is acauſe indeed of ſinne, 

batit is cavſ@remora,, ſo that eucry eye cannot diſcerne 

that cauſe. Why, the next cauſe of ſfinne' which cuecry 

eye may ſee,. isthe lacke of Execution of good Lawes, wee 

have them, bur thy lic as Henry the fifrs Bowes and Ar- 

rowes at Pomfret Caſile, with which he wan the battaile 

of Agincourt; or Edward ihe thirds ſword in Weſimeniter, 
which he vſed in the Conqueſt of Fraunce, and tels vs 
now what braue fellowes our forcfathers haue beene: 

Heere only is the differcace, that ſword is-cuer drawne, 
but the fword of Iuſtice is euer in the Sheath. 

Now my honorable Lords, you hauc the ſword in 
your hands, though not the ſcepter; draw it foorth, and: 
ſtrike with it the 'cnemies of Truth and luſtice, who 
wander out of the Kings high-way , in their Wayes of 
Neighborhood ,and Wayes of prizacy. You heare Nehemiah 
ſay, Cap. 6. 11.. Should ſuch a man as I feare ? It were 
$hame. Should ſuch as you either feare; or fauour, or 
reſpec caules or:perſons ? I cannot ſuſpe ſucha cloud, 
where there appcares ſuch a Shinibg Sun of graces, and 
gifts of knowledge and profeſſion. I dare not-admB. 
nish you of any thing, I am ſo confident of your inte- 
grity. Yet becauſe I know'as you are the eyes of the 
State, the eyesof his Maicſtie, ſo you mult ſee by other- 
mens eyes, and heare by other mens cares, 1 turne me 
therefore to them. 

Honorable Gentlemen, the King hath made you lo- 
ſices, to aſſiſt theſe Iludges in prefence, to ſupply by 
your authority their abſeace': Shew your ſclaes as your 

Pre-- 
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Fiedeceſfors haue done, vyorthy+of your places; reforme 
what you can, ipform where you cinot,thatthe higher 
powet may. 1 know you-know, you wete not made lu- 
ſlices of peace, tO the end to be ſilent, but to ſpeake. He 
is vaworthy of his place , vvho attaines it onely for his 
owne grace, tohurt his enemics, profit his followers, to 
yphold his faQtion and partie; and therefore attends his 
profit or pleaſure rather then his'calling , vvherewithall 
he thinkes his conſcience is not charged ; bur that it is 
enough for him to ſit on the Bench, to tell the Clecke, 
and kcepe his Cushion warme.. You know, and there- ' 
fore. doe the. contrarie ; the -Church,, the Common» 
wealth expeAs more from you; and I excite you'to this 
in their names. 

And you Gentlemen of the Grand-Enqueſt, and of 
other Jurics, with chicfe Conſtables , and pety Conſia- 
bles, Iturneme to you : Confider you are the eyes and 
earcs wherewithall 7/ice ſees and heares 5 without you 
Shee is blind and deafe : let not preiudice or partialitie 
take yp youraffeQions therefore aforchand. Be nor like 
Band-dogs muzlcd for feare of biting : remember the di- 
goitie, authority and vie of your places, and diſgrace 
them not by your vaworthy cariage. The pooreft Con- 
ſtable is an eye to the richelt and wiſeſt Magiſtrate : bur 
few of them I feare haue eyes to ſee jt;and that their Cer- 
tificates would witneſſe, it they were ftritly examined, 
which commonly are'nothing but matter of forme; and 
yet without either matter orforme. 'r 

Conſider,1 beſeech you, how Policie hath ſerone eye 
oueranother, and how many eyes there are ouer-loo- 
king all your yoluntaric, your wilfull, your negligent 
and partial efcapes;;the petty. Conſtables, chicte Con- 
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ſtables, Grand: Enqueſt,the Iuftices; the ladges and the 
whole County. And :you that are'next the loweſt, 
conſider the like, and ſo fucceffively as you are ſuper. 
ordinate ; I aſcend to you honorable ludges, who 
know you haue a King aboue you teo , vyho can di. 
ſtinguish of wayes,diſcerne colours (though all ſcarlet 
ſinnes, & crying crimes be kept from his eyes and cares 
artificially): & there s one above him too,who rules the hearts 
of Kings as the rivers of Waters ; and being aboue him, he 
muſt nceds ouerſce vs all; for he is xapHheywesrs » the 


A 15. 8. ſearcher and ſeer of the heart. 


There is a double worke at the Afliſes, the triall of 
Niſi prize, and Cenſure of manners : This, this laſt (my 
Lords) is the necdfull, the acceptable worke ; for we 


' hauc more neede of a Cato-to reforme our corrupt man- 


ners, then of a Cicero, or Autony,or Saluft, to:purific and 
polish our Language: Wee all ſpeake like good: Angels, 
but we line like cuitl. The Country Contention makes 
the Lawyer rich, but the negle@ of Iuſtice makes. vs all 
poore. Heere nothing profits but duc execution, which 
is then. done, when your honors do notonlygiue good 
end learned Charges, and" good examples by vans aQi- 
ons, but leaue an impreſſion for the future, and looke 
at your returne for full obedience to your commands 
and orders; which elſe are cffeuall no longer with 
fome, then this my Srmon , which: being taken for a 
matter. ofcourſe; is perhaps tolt by cenſure and ſcience 
for a vyhile, but ſcarce touched by conſcience, or drawne 
1nt0 practife by aoy atall though that shoutd be the 
endof all hearing as itis the end of all preaching. Now 
to conclude; that both my Sermon; &'your Lordships 
charge, andall ouraftions may be to-the gloty of G w_ 
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andthe good of this Common-wealth; Let vs ioyne to- 
gether in humble and harty manner, and commend the 
cnd of this our preſent way of tnowledge and the begins» 
ning of your great Worke of Execation and practiſe, which 
followes, to his holy bleſſing and dircion in faithfull 
and humble prayer. 

Gratious God,thou that haſt giuen ys a Way to walke 
to heaven in, the Way of thy commandements; and, vyhen 
yvce did not keepe that Way as wee ought, didft in thy 
mercy reueale the Way of grace vnto vs in thy Goſpell, ſen: 
ding thy Sonne to be a Way, life, and truth unto vs. A way 
to vyalke in, the life and firength wherewithall yvee 
walke, and the truth wherevmo wee vvalke: diſpoſe our 
hearts to meditate, & to obſerue thoſe things that thou 
haſt taughe vs, and obedicntly to shew our thankfulnes 
bylabouring to praQtiſe:the-ſame inour ſeuerall yocati- 
ons with the care of good coſciences tothy glory. Lord 
giuc vs grace to 5hun all Wayes that ſeeme euil! and are ſo;0r 
are euill, though they ſeeme not ſo. Let vs not be mil-led by 
Wajes of neighborhood, by imitation or example,cither of 
our predeceſſors deceaſed, or otherwife abtent or pre- 
ſcat, nor wander in our prizate Wajes from the publique: 
rule of thy vyord, and the true end of our callings in- 
Church or Commonyyealch. Eſpecially (O Lord)Keepe 
rsfrom abuſing the Lawe for a colour of fame, as if vvec 
had warrant and authority to- iuſtific our vvickedneſle,.

deale ſeriouſly herein , as for your lines and liberties 
which depend hcerenpon. And as you ſee ſuch as are 
coatary minded bandy themſelues rogether for their

ſo ſee you doe the like , that you may countervvorke 
them and hold the liberty you haue got; and the Lord 
proſper you, and make you of one minde as one man, 
that the Goſpell may till flourish among you , that 
mercy and truth may merte , righteouſnes and peace may kiſſe 
each other, that the Lord may gize that Which i good, and the 
Land may yeeld ber increaſe.

Before [ part from this party, I muſt ſpeake to the 7u- 
Rice of Peace, who is an Appendix to this large Patent of 
Juſtice,though fomewhat abridged of late. 1 deſire him 
to receiue this plaine, but free and wholeſome admoni- 
tion: Firſt, thathe be carcfull ro binde his wife to the 
Peace, his children to the good behauiour, that they in- 
termeddle not with affaires of the Commonwealth vn. 
called, and voſworne, leſt they make the husband, the 
father achamed, as they haue done many husbands, and 
many fathers of late in this Land. 

Secondly, that he fuffer not a notorious tranſgreſſor 
of the Law in any kinde to be a Retayner of his, and to 
vralke free from the cenſure of luſtice , ynder the sha- 
dow and protcion of his Liucrie. | 

Thirdly and1aſtly, ſince ProjeZForshaue caſed him ins 
his Office, and ſet vp Alchouſes (thoſe ſchooles of mil- 
rule) ynder the authoritie of the broad Scale,and ſo left 
him little todo: that he yvould purſue carefully , what 
he hath begunne profitably, and binde out youths to 
Trades,and binde Tradeſmen to their yvorkes,that they 
may not (as now they doe) learne to trade to-the Ale- 
houſe , and from thence to the Gallowes ; but by the 
yvay take in the Houſe of corretion. And thus much 
of the firſt perſon, the Iudge. | 

The ſecond perſon is the Plajnrife ; the third perſon is 
the Defendant : both theſe we vvill ioyae together.vpon 
one yſlue, for therefore they come hither. 

Here firſt, 1 wish; that wranglers and malicious per- 
ſons, vyho ſeeke and hunt aftcr occaſions of ſuite and 


contention, might aot onely bee reſtrained , but by ſc- 
pus 2Y-3 uers 
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uere cenſures made examples to warne others to beware 
of vncharitablenefle. As Davidprayed to God , Lord bee 
ot merciful to them that ſmme of malicious Wickedneſſe; ſo do 
I to you, my Lords. Doubtleſle whilſt David prayes that 
God vyauld not be mercifull toſach, hee intended to 
chew no mercic towardsthem himlſelfe : for vvhere ma- 
lice is the purſuer of the quarrell , it is pitie but iuſtice 
with ſeucritic Should meet with the purſuite. 

As for all othets I adviſe them, thar-(where they can) 
they should charitably compound their owne differen. 
ces, or ſuffer themſelues(for their owne good) to be go- 
verned by the Ioftices of peace, or their next diſcreeteſt 
neighbours, who are ready to doe for them without 
charge,what muſt be here done perhaps by Twelue lcfle 
ſuffictent men after all their expences. 

Bur in vaine ſpeake Ito them, (hot-headed fellowes 
as they are) I muſt therefore turne me to their Pafors,by 
whom perhaps they will bee governed. Alas no, the 
Suit for the moſt part is betwixt him and them; hee by 
his example learnes them to wrangle, and-onely in that 
they will be his followers. But if hee bee ſuch a man as 
rather attends vpon the preaching of the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, then the praQiſe of the Lawes of the Kingdom, 
(I meanc in forbearing to commence aftions) and fo 
Out of conſcience will rather tuffer ſome wrong, then 
right himſclfe top haſtily by the Lawe, euill men will 
eſteemehimthe leſfle, and giue him the leſle ; nay, they 
will giue him nothing, and care nothing for him. They 
lay of ſuch, that they are God Almighties fooles ; and they 
meaneto make them their foo/es roo. Or laſtly, if hee 

be (as 100 often he is) a good- fellow Parſon, (as they iiyic 
him) thar is, a Flie n enery cup, a Flea in entry ant tv

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ckipping from the pot to the pulpit : then out of baſe 
fellowship and familiarity with him in finne, they wor* 
thily contemae him. He may leade them perhaps to the 
Alchouſe, there to drinke themſclues friends, and thery 
foesagaine when they are drunke or ſober, but from 
the alehouſe he will not, and from contention he can- 
nototherwiſe leade them; hauing shamed and ſtayned, 
and dichonored the dignity of his Prie/thoode, and ſor 
worthily loſt all reſpe&@ and reuerence due to hisperſor 
and calling, Therefore (hopeles heere of remedy for this 
miſcheefe) I muſt turne me to their learned Counſel at 
kwe', by whoſe aduiſe perhaps they wilbe ruled; for 
theſe ſtand both for the Plaintife and Defendant,and the 
ats and words of the one are taken for the aQts and: 
words of the other. |

For not long ſince beholding with griefe the increaſe 
fPoperie in the Land, and the cauſes thereof, together 
with the great danger of the State thereby : (of all which 

had becne made ſenſible by the prouiſions, cautions, 
dits, and Lawes of the State, framed, and published, 

Ulometimes executed againſt them with much greater 

Care 
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care andeircumſpeQion, then thoſe of former Kings, 
the deſtrution of Wolwes) I ſuppolcd it my duty , by, 
meanes to ioyne with theStatc,in diſcloſing the nets 1,4 
couetts of theſe, And therefore obſeruing herewith the 
general feares, diſcontents, and grieaances ofthe beſt 
fected in the Siate, by reaſon of infinite diſorders, whici 
like weedes oucrgrew all the good flowers of the gy 
den, and gaue shelter and relictc, to hide , and $had 
theſe from the eye of luſtice ; 1 collected ſuch Paſſares1 
State, as obuiouſly preſented themſelues ; together wi 
the peoples cenſure and comment made vpon themzyi 
intention, that they might cone to his Maieſties foght 
Becauſe I tho ght (as the King himſelfe hath ſince py 
felled publiquely in Parliament) that all thoſe milſchich 
grew vp in darkneſſe, whilit they were not ſceneby 
preme Authority; and would (with the Baliliske) die, 
ſoone as they were diſcouered by (oucraigne prouidenc 
According to that of Salomon, A King that ſittethinih 
Throne of Indgement , chaſeth away all euill with h 
eyes. 

But whilſt I thas thought, and thus did, the difficuh 
appeared greater then at firſt; and I ſaw no readie mend

A fourth Obieaion is, That 1he Plot or Frame was; 
fiction,and therefore deſerned cenſure. Why,wiho profel 
otherwiſe? was there any that published it for a certaine 
truth? Was it not called Yox populs, to note it Onely pro- 
bable, and poſlible, and likely, not hiſtotical!? ( meane, 
for ſo much as concerned the Plot.) And might Ina 
borrow a Spanzsh name or two,as wellas French,or Its 
lian, to grace this Comedie with ſtately AQors? Or muſt 
they onely be reſerued for Kingly Tragedies? why not 

Gondomar, alwcll as Hieronymo,or Duke d'Alva? Ani 
why not Philip, as well as Peter,or Alfonſo,or Ceſar!0r 
why might not I make as bold with them, as they with 
our blacke Prince, or Henry the cighth, or Edward the 
ſixth, or Queene Elizabeth, or King Tames, or the King 
and Queeneof Bohemza ? If this be cenſurable for beinga 
fiction, it is ſurely for lacke ofa foole , which (they ſy) 
Comedics should not be without : and for a neede, this 
wittie ObieCtor may ſupply the place, if he enuic meth 
honour to becomea foole alone, leſt ſome of our Stage 
keepers should be thought capable of that part,and forced 
by neceſſity to furnish it at their owne coſt. The truths 
thoſe that vaderſtandany thing of Spanish Affaires know 
ſuch a courſe is obſerued vpon returne of Ambaſladous, 
(if we may credit Hiſtorics or Trauellers) and perhaps 
thus it was: or worle : I pray God the ſucceſle proouclt 
a fiction, and not to be too true,

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me 2 labour : for if this that they fa) be true, (as indeed it 
«for the matter therein deliuer:d) then what ceule is 
there of diſpleaſure ? Am I worthy to be punished for in+ 
{o:ming the State, of that which eucry man thinkes, and 
ſerkes in their ordinarie diſcourſe ? 1 never profeſt to 
publish any lingular conception of minc owne.'The Plot 
orframe ofthe Diſcourſe I borrowed ont off Spaine, it 
wasnot mine owne : though I wish with all my heart 
the prattiſe thereof, fo farre as concernes the account of 
Ambaſſadours, and other Officers , were tranſlated into 
England, The Matter contained within, was,what all the 
reople ſpake , (whether Romane or Reformed Catho- 
liques) as one man : neither was this mine owne. If all 
chouid be punished that are guiltie with me, and none 
butthe innocent in this kinde should punich me, I ſup= 
oſe there should none be left to throw a ſtone at me, 
but I should be quit by the cenſure of my accuſcrs.

ut as an incrocher vpon the Lawes and Liberties 
If our State , which exclude forrainers. For whillt 
n Ambaſſadour intrudes himſelfe into things that con- 
cine not his Commiſſion ; ſuch as are, the Gouern= 
ent of our State, Church and pcople ; the diſpolition 
if Oihces, audthe like ; he becomes in theſe things pri- 
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vate, and makes himſclfe a! leaſt ſubieR to the cenſyregs 
all men, whoate wronged by his incroching : though his 
perſon be facredand !aiz from prinishment , integardef 
his Mailet, whom he repreſents in publike Attions though 
#u0t in private Undertakeings. 

When that Donation of the Crown of England maje 
by kiog 10h tothe Pope,is preſt by the Romish champion, 
His Maic(tie anſwers, A king neither may in right,nor ty 
by power iranſ-nature his Crowne, impaire the Maieſe 
his Kingdome, or leaue his Royall dignitie leſſe free to hi 
Heire apparant or next ſucceſſor then he receined the ſam 
of his predeceſſor. Mach leſſe,by any dishonorable capital, 
tions,by any unworthy contra@ts,can he degrade his poi 
ritie,& bring his people under the gretuons burden ft 
butes > taxes to 4 forraine Prince. Kings then cannotidi- 
pole of their crowns without their Peeres & peoples co 
{cnt : and therefore that gift or re{ign1tion is voyd, Andy 
they cannot difpole of their Crowns,lſo not of their liver 
ties : and therefore the Parliament makes free-Denizenz 
and incorporates members into the State by publike Aiz 
and not the King alone, But where an Ambaſladovtin- 
trades himſcife, having ncither the allowance of thatltat 
nor the king(but out ofa preſumption of his own faction 
and the greatneſle of his Maſter ) is it not time forſuciu 
louec their King & country to oppoſe him what they my, 
by giuing notice?as Dogges barke ar ſtrangers in thenigly 
though all be not T heeves that come to our Hoales,ad 
knocke atour doores, And whillt I ſee Ambaſladorshac 
bia ſpies,and haue bred much miſchiefe :and that Daxid 


2 Sam. ro, were ſuſpedtcd to be ſuch of the Phileſtines,why maynd 
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ourD4#id much rather iaſtly ſuſpe theirs; & though
